London, ' April 20. — At today's ses- 
sion of the colonial conference It was 
unanimously agreed to change the 
title to "Imperial Conference." The 
conferences will bo held every four 
years to discuss the common interests 
of the empire. The premier of the 
United Kingdom will be ex-oflicio 
president of the imperial conference, 
and the premiers of tho colonies and 
the colonial secretary will he ex-offlcla 
members. The various government 
will appoint other members, but, with 
the exception of tho special coriflrma 
tloil conference, not more than two 
representatives of each government 
shall participate in the conferences. 
Each government will have two votes. 

A department of tho colonial ofllce 
is created, with a permanent secre- 
tarial staff, which shall bo charged 
with the duty of collecting informa- 
tion foe the use of the conference and 
dealing tentatively with such matters 
of general imperial interest as arise 
in the intervals between the confer- 
ences. 

It was further decided that when 
matters arise requiring tho consulta- 
tion of two or more governments, 
which cannot conveniently bo post- 
poned until the next conference, a 
subsidiary conference may be held be- 
tween especially chosen representa- 
tives of the governments concerned. 

Tho Earl of Elgin, secretary of 
state for the colonies, referring to the 
matter of military defence, outlined 
the general principles of an imperial 
military organization, and the pre- 
miers concurred in his views. The 
premiers then explained the flftfonce 
organisations of their respective, colo- 
nies, and the extent to which the gen- 
eral organization could be put Into 
practice. Tho draft of a resolution 
calling for a general staff for the em- 
pire was tabled. It was resolved that 
the colonies be authorized to refer to 
the committee of Imperial defence for 
advice on local questions 'In which ex- 
pert assistance is desirable. 

Sir Robert Bond, premier of New- 
foundland, attended the conference for 
the first time today. Ho was greeted 
cordially. 

Apparently in response to a wish for 
greater publicity, the colonial ofllce 
Issued a lengthy summary of the pro- 
ceedings of tho week tonight. This 
summary covers mainly the discus- 
sions which preceded the adoption of 
the resolutions today. The only strik- 
ing feature communicated was tho 
objection of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, tho 
premier of Canada, and General Botha, 
premier of the Transvaal, to desig- 
nating the conference "Imperial Coun- 
ell." General Botha thought the 
adoption of the word "council" might 
be an Infraction upon the rights of 
the responsible governments; and Sir 
Wilfrid Laurlor suggested the title 
"Imperial Conference," which was 
adopted. All agreed that the confer- 
ence should be consultative and ad- 
visory only, and the Earl of Elgin 
clinched matters by declaring that the 
establishment of a body with an inde- 
pendent status of authority would not 
be acceptable to His Majesty's gov- 
ernment. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannorman, thp 
premier of the United Kingdom, gave 
a private dinner to the colonial pre- 
miers at Downing street tonight. AI 
most all the members of thp cabinet 
and a number of other prominent per 
sons, including Ambassador Whltolaw 
Reid, were present.

THAW'S CONDITION 

His CounGol Says the Prisoner Is in 
Best of Health 

Now York-, April 20. — Dr. Smith Ell 
Jellffe, one of the alienists who testi- 
fied for -Harry K. Thaw in his recent 
trial, called on Thaw In the Tombs 
today, and as a result it was Imme- 
diately rumored that Thaw had broken 
down. This point was positively de- 
nied by Daniel O'Reilly, now acting 
as the prisoner's chief counsel. Thaw, 
lie said, was In the best of condition, 
both physically and mentally, and 
showed absolutely no change In his 
condition since the case was ended. 
Thaw and Dr. Jellffe, Mr. O'Reilly ex 



London, April 20. — While tho of- 
ficials hero minimise the importance 
of King Edward's tour of the Medi- 
terranean, . It cannot be denied that 
the vHts to Carta -rona and Gaeta 
wero more thuu ex, s.agos of courte- 
sies between Urn r.wnarchs of the 
three great powers. The presence 
of Sir Charles Harclinge, permanent 
under secretary of the foreign office 
and King Edward's personal adviser 
on foreign affairs, stamps the meet- 
ings as being more than acts of civil- 
ity. Sir Charles joined tho King 
upon his majesty's departure from 
Biarritz, and has been at his side ever 
since, and besides he lias had con- 
ferences with the foreign ministers 
of Spain and Italy. 

That The Hague conference lias 
been one of the subjects discussed 
cannot be doubted, but It probably 
will be found that the main interest 
lies in another direction. As a prom- 
inent diplomat expressed it today, 
"Recent events point to the restora- 
tion of tlie Mediterranean to its old 
primacy, by which the relations be- 
tween the great powers were deter- 
mined." 

What King Edward is aiming at, 
some well informed persons contend, 
is a Latin union, supported by Great 
Britain, for the maintenance of the 
status quo in the great inland sea. 
Whatever connection Italy has with 
the plans must have arisen sinco 
King Edward's departure from Eng- 
land, as it was not until after his 
arrival at Malta that his majesty In- 
structed the foreign office to arrange 
a meeting with King Victor Emman- 
ual. Whether there will be other 
conferences has not boon made pub- 
lic, but it is certain that King Ed- 
ward's tour, which commenced with 
a friendly call on King Alfonso at 
Cartagena, has been gathering Im- 
portance as it progressed, and thfe 
British, witli the greatest confidence 
In the dlsplomacy of their king, are 
looking forward to announcements of 
agreements, such as that entered into 
with France. 



Rossland, April 20.— Tho last of tho 
coal mines to close down in British 
Columbia' and Alberta was tho Paci- 
fic Coal Company's colliery at Bank- 
head, Alb., where the men quit today. 
\V. If. Aldridge, managing director of 
tho Pacific' Coal company, will leave 
tomorrow for Pernio to attend the con- 
ference of mine operators and employ- 
ees to bo held for the purpose of en- 
deavoring to end the strike. 

The C. P. R. has given notice, ow- 
ing to the shortage of coal because of 
the strike, that It will handle no more 
freight, and today refused small and 
large shipments of freight consigned 
from Rossland to Greenwood, Trail 
and other points. The road has only 
enough coal for its passenger trains, 
If the strike continues lor any length 
of time It will completely paralyze tho 
mining, smelting and lumbering indus- 
tries of the interior of British Colum- 
bia, and reflect largo financial loss on 
the people. 

A. B. Mackenzie, secretary of tho 
Rossland board of trado, was inter- 
viewed here today in regard to the 
coal mine trouble and situation, and 
in response to inquiries said: "I can- 
not understand the statement made 
by tho Hon. Rodolpho Lemieux, min- 
ister of labor, in the house at Otta 
wa yesterday that thoro was no coal 
strike or lockout. There is certainly 
. strike in all of tho coal mines in 
astern British Columbia and Alber 
a. r see that tho statement is made 
that tho difficulty has arisen out of 
the posting of certain notices. So far 
as tho facts now appear, tho only no- 
tices posted were by the Crow's Nest 
Pass Coal company- at Fertile and tho 
International Coal and Coke company 
at Colemnn. There, are nine indepen- 
dent companies Involved, tho collier- 
iest being located many miles apart, 
and no notice posted by one company 
could cause men to quit work on tho 
others if thoro were not some reason 
for quitting work other than tho no- 
tice referred to." 

Mr. Mackenzie further said that no 
good purpose could ho served by the 
board of trade sending a representa- 
tive, as proposed, to tho conference of 
mine operators and mine employees to 
he held at Pernio on the 23rd Inst. 
Tho parties who will necessarily bo 
there are fully alive to tho impor- 
tance of the questions involved, and 
are both anxious to arrive at a settle- 
ment of their differences. Until they 
have failed to agree it would be In- 
judicious for others, no matter how 
much interested in tho result, to at- 
tend tho conference, and the council 
of the board of trado has decided for 
the present not to send a delegate.

pending a .settlement. 



ONTARIO'S TIMBER 

Toronto, April 20.— Five thousand 
dollars is to bo spent by the govern- 
ment in obtaining a careful and thor- 
ough estimate of the pine timber in 
the Temigaml forest reserve. Tho 
Idea Is that general knowledge on this 
subject should be supplemented by de- 
tails exact as possible, so that thero 
will be no danger of allowing mining 
development to proceed where quanti- 
ties of good pine timber are standing. 

A TRIPLE TRAGEDY 

OttUmwa, la., April 20. — Because he 
thought his brother had gained tho 
affections of Mrs. Sally Morgan, to 
whom both had been paying attention, 
Ovitt Thompson, of Bedford, Iowa, to- 
day shot and killed the woman, mor- 
tally wounded Roscoe Thompson and 
committed suicide. The woman has 
been separated from her husband for 
somo time, and both the Thompsons 
had been paying her attention. This 
afternoon Ovitt found bis brother and 
Mrs. Morgan together* and immediate- 
ly began shooting.

— The race move- 
ment is spreading and growing in in- 
tensity in some of the districts of 
Bulgaria Inhabited jointly by Rou- 
manians and Maggars, The move- 
ment Is tin outcome of the jealousies 
and feeling aroused by the aggression 
of the Maggars, who seem to domin- 
ate tho situation, politically and oth 
erwise. According to reports" re- 
ceived in Budapest, peasants havo 
burned down tho residence in the v'H 
lago of Lopannoy of a Hungarian no 
tary. The notary, however, escaped 
into a Maggar district. These attacks 
havo aroused considerable resent 
ment among the Hungarians.

Election of Deputies Likely to Be At-

NO ASSASSINATION PLOT. 

Story Regarding President Came From 
'Unbalanced Mind. 

Washington, April 20. — The an- 
nouncement was made today by secret 
service officials that no further at- 
tention will he paid to tlie statements 
of Jan Bartula, who Informed tho po- 
lice of Newark, N.J., that a conspiracy 
I was on foot among the miners at 
Hazelon, Pa., to assassinate President 
Koosevelt. Bartula's mind Is said to 
be unbalanced. 

Hazelton, Pa., April 20. — A careful 
investigation today failed to sustuln 
the statement made by Jan Bartula, of 
Newark, N.J.j of a plot against the 
life of President Roosevelt. The po- 
lice hero say that Jan Bartula was an 
inmato of an asylum in this country 
some years ago. After his release ho 
located near Audenred, hut has sinco 
left that place.

On Return East Wm. Whyte Will 
Inspect the Company's

William Whyte, second vice presi- 
dent of tho Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company, will leave tonight on his 
return journey to his headquarters at 
Winnipeg, going over to Vancouver by 
the Princess Victoria and setting out 
from there on his special car imme- 
diately on his arrival. On his way 
east Mr. Whyte will look over tho 
various branch lines which ho passed 
on his trip out. His first stop will be 
at Sponee's Bridge, where he will take 
a run over the new branch to Nicola. 

Mr. Whyte spent a pleasant time in 
this city, and is much impressed with 
the possibilities of Victoria as a, tour- 

t resort. 

Discussing the walk-out of the coal 
miners, In the Crow's Nest Pass dis- 
:t and in Alberta, Mr. Whyte ex- 
pressed a hope that the conference, 
between the operators and the men 
arranged for this wee« would result 
in work being resumed, for otherwise 
he believed serious conditions would 
ensue throughout all that district. 
Tho C, P. R- is preparing for extremes 
and eoni is being rushed out from 
Fort William and Duluth with all 
speed. Tho company lias plenty of 
coa) available at these ports, and It is 
only a matter of getting It out to the 
affected district. The railway com- 
pany will liavo enough coal In storo 
for Its own needs, but that is all. 



Constitutional government will have 
a strong endorsement, and the ac- 
ceptance of campaign contributions 
from trusts and large corporations will 
receive severe condemnation. The 
platform will define the necessity for 
and proper use of money contributed 
for running campaigns. Usurpation 
of power by the president will be 
made a strong point, and the conven- 
tion will be asked to declare that 
President Roosevelt in this respect, as 
woll as in the matter of accepting or 
approving compaign contributions, lias 
overstepped democratic, principles. 

Governmental economies will re- 
ceive the usual attention, and a halt 
will be demanded In naval extensions. 
It will bo declared that tho vast sums 
spent on armament may much better 
be employed in irrigation of the plains 
of the west. Development of river 
navigation is to be endorsed. Elec- 
tion of senators by direct vote of the 
people, reformation of the civil service 
rules and a strong foreign policy will 
be strongly proclaimed and pledged. 
No overtures of any sort are to be 
made to the Populists beyond a gen- 
eral Invitation directed to all classes 
to join forces with the Democratic 
party In an effort to enforco the prin- 
ciples proclaimed and demanded In 
the Democratic faith. 



Ottawa, April 20.— Speaker Suther- 
land announced today that he had re- 
ceived the resignation of Hon. C. S. 
Hyman as member of London. The 
resignation was properly witnessed. 

According to a statement by Hon. 
Mr. Fielding, 2,246 Intercolonial cars 
are In use on American lines. 

The bill to create a department ofi 
mines was read a third time, with 
an amendment providing that tho new 
department must bo administered by 
tho head of one of the other depart* 
ments, thus shutting out the possi- 
bility of creating a new portfolio. 

Hon. Mr. Poster, referring to the 
resignation of Blihu Stewart from 
the position of superintendent of for- 
estry, said it was poor economy, in 
his judgment, to allow a few thou- 
sand dollars to stand in tho way ofi 
retaining tho service of a competent 
expert.

Hon. Mr. Oliver said he quito 
agreed with Mr. Foster's observa- 
tions;. If Mr. Oliver desires to re- 
tain tho services of the best officials 
they would have to be paid liberally. 
In Mr. Stewart's case the inducements 
offered to him by private parties were 
so groat that the country could not 
meet them without disarranging the 
entire public service. 

Mr. Oliver announced that F. T, 
Congdon I ad resigned from the ser-* 
vice of the government. This was 
doubtless anticipating the finding ofl 
Commissioner Power.

Lisbon, Portugal, April 20. — Several 
earthquake shocks were recorded to- 
i day in various sections of Portugal, 
but the damage done was slight. 

Constantinople, April 20.— Another 
earth shock was felt here and In the 
suburbs at "four o'clock this morning. 

Manila, Aprl 20. — Thero was no loss 
of life by tho earthquake here. The 
shocks, whilo the most severe experi- 
enced in 15 years, were not violent 
enough to cause much destructlcn. 
Despatches from several provinces re- 
port severe shocks, but llltlo damage. | 



Manila, April 20.— FIro destroyed 100 
American homes and many native 
dwellings In parts of tho districts ofi 
Slngalong, Paco and Bambung, in 
Manila this afternoon. Tho American 
settlements at Frmlta and Malato 
escaped through the hard work of tho 
firemen, assisted by soldiers and citi- 
zens. Tho flames, tanned by a heavy; 
gale, swept an area of 100 acres clean 
within two hours and destroyed tho 
homes of 100 residents and 1,000 na- 
tives. The native refugees are now 
sheltered in tho schools and other 
public buildings, while many aro 
camping In open space. The damage 
Is estimated at ?200,000 in gold. 

Tho latest reports from Hollo say 
that tho fire thero has been checked. 
The natlvo quarter of tho city was 
destroyed. The property loss Is esti- 
mated at $100,000. 

The business section of tho city was 
untouched, it being ficved by the mili- 
tary and constabulary. Several hun- 
dred houses were destroyed and 8,000 
to 10,000 natives rendered homeless. 

Adequate relief measures havo been 
taken, the homeless being housed in 
schools and other buildings. The pro- 
vinces and the city will provide foe 
tho sufferers from tho lire.

The provincial legislature yesterday 
aflcnioon dealt with routine, business, 
putting a number of. private hills 
through committee. There was prac- 
tically no discussion. All members 
displayed an earnest desire to wipe 
oil everything on the order paper; in 
fact they were all feverishly active. 

Price IClllson, the member for 
Okanagan, took the chair in the ab- 
sence of Speaker Eberts. 

Questions and Answers 

Questions wero asked and answered 
as follows: 

Mr. Mcllrinis to aslc the cliief com- 
missioner of lands and works the 
following questions: 

1. Is it the intention of the govern- 
ment to build a new wagon road be- 
tween Hartford junction and Phoenix? 

2. If so, when? 

Answer to No. 1. Not at present. 
Matter wilt be carefully Inquired into. 

Answer to No. 2. Answered by No. I. 
A Point of Order 

Mr. Garden moved on the third 
reading of "An Act to Incorporate the 
Bentinck Arm and Qucsnel Railway 
Co." that the rules be suspended In 
order to allow tho introduction of an 
amendment as follows: 

To strike out the words on lino 3, 
section 2, "the gauge of four feet eight 
and one-half inches," and insert in 
lieu thereof the words, "standard or 
narrow gauge and with any motive 
power." 

Mr. Oliver objected, arguing that the 
measure had to be committed for tho 
purpose ol permitting the Introduction 
of such an alteration.

Mr. Hawthornthwaito moved that 
in section 1 an amendment bo made 
to follow after tho words "English 
language" as follows: "Or any 
language in Europe." The main 
section follows: 

"The Immigration into British Col- 
umbia of any person who, when asked 
tn do so by the officer appointed un- 
der this act, shall fall himself to write 
out and sign, in the English language, 
an application to the provincial secre- 
tary of tile province of British Col- 
umbia, to tho effect of tho form sot 
out in schedule B to this act annexed, 
as well as read In English any text 
submitted to him by the officer ap- 
pointed under this act, shall bo law- 
ful." 

Drastic Measure 
Mr. Hawthornthwalte said that he 
had no doubt that the honorable 
member would accept tho proposal on 
reflection. He pointed out that the 
text would result in rendering it im- 
possible for members of the French 
speaking population of the east to 
come to British Columbia. Of neces- 
sity, therefore, the bill as drafted 
would he disallowed by the Dominion 
authorities. 

Accepted Suggestion 
Mr. Bowser replied that, as both the

Opposition Leader 
Mr. Macdonald would ho quite 
agreeable to go as far as intimated 
by the member for Vancouver. But 
tho bill went further, placing In the 
association's hands the right to ex- 
clude any individual, even though he 
might he qualified, If members of tho 
provincial organization did not "ap- 
prove" of him. That was his Inter- 
pretation of tho bill and he held that 
no other close corporation was given 
such power. 

Nothing Nov/ 

Mr Bowser said that" the Pharma- 
ceutical association had had such a 
right for some years. If was noth- 
ing new. Ho thought It was Impor- 
tant that tho society should have this 
privilege because it was most impor- 
tant that the young nun, employed 
in making up prescriptions, should be 
of good repute. 

Amendments 
Mr. Oliver moved that the words 
"approved of by the board of exam- 
iners" be struck out in tho following 
section: 

"Every person approved of by the 
board of examiners, who by examin- 
ation has obtained a diploma or cer- 
tificate from any pharmaceutical asso- 
ciation or society whose .standing and 
requirements are equal to those of 
the Pharmaceutical association of the 
province of British Columbia, may, 
subject to the. provisions of sub-sec- 
tion (a) of this section, be registered 
without the examination prescribed 
by this act. Such persons must, pro- 
duce certificates of good moral char- 
acter, satisfactory to the council of 
the association, and shall bo subject 
to such other regulations as may be 
provided for in the bylaws of the as- 
sociation: Provided, however, that 
tho said bylaws shall not require, on 
tho part or such person, any previous 
residential qualification." 

Mr. Macdonald suggested that, the 
words "of gooil repute" should be In- 
serted In place of the words "approved 
of by the board of examiners." 
Mr. Oliver's motion was withdrawn 



and tho loader of tho opposition had 
ills suggestion put to a vote, when it 
was lost. 

Inconsistency 

Mr, Oliver contended that under tho 
provisions of the bill it would be pos- 
slblo for tho qualilied clerk to com- 
pound drugs while tho druggist him- 
self would not bo permitted to do tho 
same thing. 

Mr. Bowser protested strenuously 
against this statement. Tho truth was 
ho said, that his honorable friend 
thought ho knew too much about ev- 
erything. Having had some exper- 
ience in legal mutters ho thought he 
could place his opinion before . tho 
committee, at least, confident that it 
should carry equal weight. 

Mr. Oliver reiterated his opinion, 
adding that "while the senior member 
for Vancouver might know all about 
law he hud not a monopoly on com- 
mon sense." (Laughter.) 

On motion of Mr. Bowser section !> 
was struclc out. This read as append- 
ed: 

"Section Ifi nf said chapter 27 Is 
hereby amended by striking out till tho 
words after tho word "act," in the sixth 
line thereof." 
This carried. 

Tho Last Clause 
Mr. Hawthornthwaito protested 
against tho last clause of the bill, tak- 
ing the ground that it gave tho chem- 
ist too much power. 
The clause reads: 

"No company incorporated, regis- 
tered or licensed under any of the 
acts of the province of British Colum- 
bia in force, regulating joint stock 
companies, shall soil or keep open 
shop for retailing, dispensing or com- 
pounding poisons, drugs or medicines, 
as provided in said chapter 27 and 
amendments, or sell, or attempt to 
sell, and of the articles mentioned in 
schedules A or B to said chapter 27, 
unless a majority of the directors 
thereof are duly registered as licen- 
tiates of pharmacy under said chap- 
ter 27 and amendments, and unless 
one of such directors shall personally 
manage and conduct such shop, and 
shall have his name and certificate 
posted up in a conspicuous position in 
tho shop, and no person not registered 

as a "licentiate of pharmae\ certified 

clerk," or 'certified apprentice," under 
said chapter 27, shall in any way in- 
terfere with or take part in the man- 
agement and conduct of such shop; 
and anything which would be an of- 
fence under said chapter 27 ,»and 
amendments. If committed by an in- 
dividual, shall bo an offenco by eacli 
of such directors, and by such cor. 
pany, and the prosecution of any oi 
of them shall not be a bar to the 
prosecution of the others or any of 
them: Provided that joint stock com 
panics which wero actively engaged 
in carrying on business as chemists 
and druggists, or chemists, or drug- 
gists, or pharmacists, or apothecaries, 
or dispensing chemists, or dispensing 
druggists, in the province of British 
Columbia on tho twelfth day of April, 
1907, shall, in respect to those shops 
actually being conducted by them at 
that time, ho exempt from tho pro- 
visions of this section, but such joint 
stock companies shall, in the retail 
ing, dispensing or compounding of 
poisons, drugs or medicines, bo sub- 
ject to and comply with all the other 
provisions of the 'Pharmacy act' and 
amending acts." 

Mr. Munro said that the last sec- 
tion was not for the protection of 
human life or the purchasing public. 
But It was for tho protection of tho 
Individual chemist. He thought that 
men In other lines of business wero 
entitled to the same consideration. 
He did not think it was wise legisla- 
tion. 

In Ontario 

Mr. Macdonald understood why 
such legislation was passed in On- 
tario. There large departmental stores 
wero going into the business 
to the injury of the Individ- 
ual chemist. He did not think 
tho same condition was in vogue in 
British Columbia, but If it was he 
was of the opinion that there should 
bo somo manifestation in the provis- 
ion. 

Tho amendment was lost on a di- 
vision. 

Another Amendment 

Mr. Bowser moved that the words 
"In respect to those shops actually 
being conducted by them at that 
time," in the clause quoted, should 
bo struck out. 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte said that the 
amendment only accentuated the in- 
tent of the bill. He claimed that 
it would have the effect of placing a 
monopoly In the hands of British 
Columbia druggists to the detriment 
of tho general public. 

Tho amendment carried. 

On motion the bill was reported 
completo with amendments. 

Tho War Cry 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte, on a ques- 
tion of privilege, objected to the 
finance minister having placed a copy 
of tho War Cry on his desk. (Laugh- 
ter). 

Tho finance minister denied that ho 
had put a copy on the. desk of tho 
member for Nanaimo, Ho advised, 
however, that Mr. Hawthornthwalte, 
having the paper, should take it 
home, read it, and so benefit that lie 
would come back on Monday in ;i 
better frame of mind, (Renewed 
laughter).

Victoria Wholesalers Say New 
Schedule Will Hurt Ship- 
ping Business 



Tho changes proposed by tho Vic- 
toria pilotage board in regard to pil- 
otage fees are by no means pleasing 
to the wholesale merchants and oth- 
ers interested in tho Import trade In 
this city. It is claimed that they 
will, If carried out, have tho effect 
of keeping deep water vessels from 
touching at this port, and that to put 
them into effect will have a very bad 
influence upon the local shipping 
business. It is probable that a spe- 
cial meeting of the pilotage committee 
of tile board of trade will bo called 
within the next few days to consider 
tho whole matter. 

According to the changes recom- 
mended by the local pilotage board, 
and which are now on their way to 
Ottawa for tho ratification of the 
government, tho dues hereafter will 
be levied not on the draft of vessels, 
but by means of a combined sched- 
ule, involving consideration of draft 
and tonnage alike. This alteration, 
although favorable to the small coast- 
ing vessels, will react upon the blue 
water vessels such us those of the 
Bluo Funnel line and the tramp 
steamers which aro continually call- 
ing ut this port. 

As matters arc at the present time 
tho advantage is with tho largo 
freighters. Theso boats are for the 
most part of considerable tonnage, but 
aro built with such round bottoms 
as to be of very light draft. Tho 
costing boats on tho other hand, al- 
though of infinitely less tonnage than 
tho ocean going vessels, often draw 
just as much water, and have accord- 
ingly under the old system been 
forced to pay Just as much. If tho 
new schedule is put into effect tho 
dues of the coasting boats will bo 
lowered from 20 to 28 por cent, while 
thoso of the ocean going freighters 
will bo Increased considerably. 

Tho local wholesalers claim that if 
tho pilotage dues are raised on the 
big boats it will have the offoct of 
keeping them from visiting this port. 
"Instead of calling here as they do 
now," said Gourlay Wilson, in discus- 
sing the matter with a Colonist re- 
porter yesterday, "they will call at 
Seattle and will ship their merchan- 
dise up hero, by coasting steamers. 
Such a state of affairs as that would 
be disastrous to this city, and that 
it should bo contemplated at all is Is, 
I think, particularly unfortunate at 
this time, whon wo aro doing all In 
our power to work up our shipping 
trade." 

Tho move of tho pilotage board Is 
almost diametrically opposed to tho 
direction in which tho board of trade 
is working. The board as at the pres- 
ent timo endeavoring to get this port 
thrown open, and the uso of a pilot 
by incoming vessels mado optional. 
At tho present timo the uso of a pilot 
is compulsory and unless a captain 
takes ono aboard, his owners lose, In 




caso of damage to the ship in at- 
tempting to enter tho port, all right 
to claim insurance. 

Tho board has asked tho govern- 
ment that this bo altered. It is con- 
tended that Victoria's deep water har- 
bor is so easy of access that it Is 
rcal'.y not necessary for vessels to 
take aboard a pilot at all, and tho 
government is being requested to re- 
move the regulation making it com- 
pulsory. 

Tho question will be at once taken 
up by the board of trade. 

NOTED EDITOR DEAD. 

Sir Georgo Armstrong, Publisher of 
London Globe. 

London, April 20. — Sir Geo. Arm- 
strong, proprietor of tho London Globe, 
died at his residence in London this 
afternoon. He was born m 1S30. 

Capt. Sir George Carlyon Hughes 
Armstrong, in addition to being the 
solo proprietor of the Globo, was part 
proprietor of the People and tho Sun 
of London. Ho was born at Lucknow, 
India, and entered the British Indian 
army in 1SG5, serving throughout the 
Indian mutiny. He was severely 
wounded near Delhi, and retired on a 
pension. The captain joined the staff 
of tho Globo in 1872, and subsequently 
became its proprietor and editor.

A TRANSPORTATION POLICY 

Tho Mall and Empire heads an edi- 
torial: "Wanted — A Transportation 
policy," and it commends Mr. Monk's 
inquiry as to when the government 
proposed to declare its intentions as 
to the recommendations contained in 
the report of the Royal Commission 
on Transportation. Our Toronto con- 
temporary refers chiefly to the re- 
commendations made by the Commis- 
sion in regard to tho traffic eastward 
from the Central Provinces. These 
were of a very useful and far-reach- 
ing nature, and as yet they do not 
appear to have received any special 
consideration at the hands of tho gov- 
ernment. It is not supposablo that 
the Commission was appointed sim- 
ply to give Messrs. Reford and Ash- 
down a job. They are both men of 
too high standing and too much busi- 
ness to make such a tiling possible. 
There must have been some justifi- 
able motive in providing for the in- 
quiry. The work of the Commission 
was thorough. If wo may Judge from 
the manner in which they conducted 
their inquiries in Victoria, they aimed 
to get at the real gist ot every trans- 
portation question presented to them. 
They took up each subject intelli- 
gently and dealt with It exhaustively, 
and their report shows the excellence 
of the results reached. It seems, 
therefore, more than strange that 
nothing has boon done along tho lines 
recommended by tho Commissioners. 
Wo hope that the delay does not sig- 
nify that the report and all the evi- 
dence taken is so much waste paper, 
but that by the time Parliament next 
convenes the government will have 
mado up Its mind as to what It will 
do in respect to some, at. least, of the 
many matters upon which tho Com- 
missioners reported. 



SCHOOLS AND LIBRARIES 

We made a very brief reference a 
day or two ago to tho suggestion that 
a Boy's Department ought to be added 
to the Victoria Public Library. This 
is not a new subject, although it has 
not heretofore received much attention 
at tho hands of tho press of this 
province. But it has a broader side 
than that which wc were then think- 
ing of. There ought to bo some spe- 
cies of co-operation between the pub- 
lic libraries and the public schools. 
In a paper, read at the Provincial 
Teachers' Institute, held at Revelstoke 
.in 1903, Mr. David Wilson dealt with 
tho subject in somo detail. Wo quote 
a part of his remarks as showing what 
had up to that time been done In the 
United States In this direction. Mr. 
Wilson said: 

The hearty co-operation of the pub- 
lic library with the public school is 
one of the most noticeable, features of 
tho modern library movement in the 
United States. Tho utmost anxiety Is 
thore displayed to havo the library as- 
sist tho school in every possible way. 
Teachers are Buppllbfi with teachers' 



cards, allowing them to take many 
books at a tlmo and to retain thein 
for a long time. Classes are supplied 
with books, and boxes of books are 
carried from school to school. All tho 
public libraries of California recog- 
nlzo tho needs of the boys and girls. 
San Francisco Public Library opened 
a juvenile department In 1895. In 
that city, moro than 15,000 children' 
books are circulated monthly. 

The old city of Brookllne, a wealthy 
suburb of Boston, exUromely conserva 
tivo in almost everything but cduca 
tlon, has, through tho efforts of its 
Education Society, practically Drought 
tho public library into the schools. A 
school room lias been opened in (the 
public library building and mado itho 
headquarters of school children. Tho 
person in charge of this room assists 
and instructs school children in tho 
use of the library and reveals its re- 
sources. Books selected by the school 
commltteo (that Is, board of school 
trustees) aro collected in this room, 
especially books adapted for tho use 
of school children and such as throw 
light upon their studies. These books 
are at the command of teachers and 
are sent to tho school-rooms upon 
their requisition, ' on the principle of 
tho traveling library. All the other 
books and resources of tho library aro 
accessible to the school children, under 
proper restrictions. Clasps of pupils 
are taken to tho schoolroom in tho 
library for lectures and instruction. 
Tho school librarian visits the teach- 
ers, learns their needs, and encour- 
ages a more general use of books, oth- 
er than tho regular text-books in the 
schoolroom. Thus the public library 
is brought into the schools, for the 
school children arc mado familiar witli 
the use of the library, given systematic 
instruction in tho use of hooks, and en- 
couraged to form the habit of using a 
library. In Los Angeles, all the city 
school libraries were, as early as 1891, 
deposited in the public library building 
and placed under tho care of th 
brarlan and his staff. Both teachers 
and pupils wore thus given access to 
a larger number of volumes. In 1S97, 
a school reference room was estab- 
lished and copies of many valuable 
books of reference secured. In addi- 
tion to books, tho school department 
of the JjOs Angeles library has a large 
collection of mounted pictures for con- 
crete illustration of lessons. Besides 
this, groups of pictures of interest in 
connection with various holidays, cur- 
rent events and occasions of note are 
always displayed from time to time in 
this department. On the occasion of 
my visit early in 1901, pictures of our 
late beloved Queen (then recently de- 
ceased) were on exhibition to teach 
the young American tho history of one 
of our greatest sovereigns. The rooms 
were crowded with children just from 
school, who wero selecting books or 
drinking in information through the 
eye from tho pictures of the day. In 
tills way tho people of Los Angeles 
havo tho schools and the library work- 
ing together in tho utmost harmony, 
and accomplishing the maximum 
amount of good upon tho minimum 
amount of money, time and energy. 

Mr. Wilson thinks that much good 
could bo accomplished along the lines 
suggested by him, if the local school 
boards were represented on the boards 
of library managers, and there is very 
much to bo said in favor of such a pro- 
posal. We do not think wc are mis- 
taken in saying that the principal use 
of tho Victoria Public Library is to 
afford amusement or recreation to peo- 
ple, who have passed the school age. 
It is hot much used for the purposes 
of study, and in this respect, we do not 
suppose that it is In any way differ- 
ent' from most public libraries. This 
is because our schools do not teach 
children the real value of books. To 
the average schoolboy or school-girl, 
the idea of a book is associated with 
a task, which is more or less irksome. 
There are ways In which they can be 
taught that books are a well-spring 
of pleasure, not simply because they 
tell in a more or less delightful way 
the doings and sufferings of tho he- 
roes and heroines of fiction, but be- 
cause they give an insight into the 
wonders of Nature, and into the stor- 
ies of tl\e past; because they show 
in innumerable ways that truth is 
stranger than fiction, and Infinitely 
more interesting, when once its study 
has been changed from a labor to a 
pleasure. This cannot be done with 
the facilities usually available to the 
public schools, and this is one of the 
reasons why some means ought to be 
adopted, if possible, whereby the 
schools and the public libraries might 
work In unison for the purpose for 
which they both are Instituted.

Settlers and their belongings are 
pouring into Central Canada at an un- 
precedented rate, and the railways 
may soon bo compelled to give up the 
task of transporting them to their des- 
tinations.

If it were not for this 
there would not bo a cloud In the sky 
of Canada's progress. During tho coal 
famine of last winter tho Colonist 
spoke of the falluro of tho companies 
to provide for the needs of tho coun- 
try. That falluro Is emphasized by 
what is now transpiring. When pri- 
vate companies fail to do what tho ex- 
igencies of tho country require, it be- 
comes a question whether or not the 
government should not take a very ac- 
tive part in meeting emergencies. To 
uso an oft-quoted phrase: It is a con- 
dition and not a theory that confronts 
us. 



AN ISLAND ASSOCIATION 

Mr. W. D. McGregor writes us a 
letter In regard to tho necessity of 
something being done to make Van- 
couver Island better known in East- 
ern Canada. There is not quito as 
dense ignorance about tills part ot 
the Dominion among our friends in 
that portion of tho country as thero 
used to be, but there Is yet a very 
great deal. Our correspondent thinks 
that wo ought to have a Vancouver 
Island Association. The Idea strikes 
as a good one, and we would like 
to hear from some others about it. 
There Is little uso in taking up a 
matter of this kind unless It is reas- 
onably certain to meet with pretty 
general support. If the idea com- 
mends itself to the public, we suggest 
that tho initiatory steps might be 
taken at a meeting to be held in say, 
Nanaimo, which is a central point. 
What do our Nanaimo friends think 
of tho suggestion? If it meets their 
approval, they might send out Jnvl- 
tatlos to an organization meeting to 
lie held at some convenient and early 
date. Wc shall refer to this mat- 
ter again.

THE COAL SITUATION 

Very prompt and stringent steps will 
have to be taken to end the distressing 
situation at the coal mines. An Ot- 
tawa despatch said that Mr. Lemloux, 
who Is Minister of Labor, was dis- 
posed to treat tho whole matter light- 
ly, but this can only be because lie is 
not correctly Informed as to the na- 
ture of tho situation. The strike, for 
that is practically what it is, coming 
upon the heels of the severest winter 
Central Canada has ever known since 
it was opened to colonization, finds 
the coal supply exhausted. Tho con- 
sequences of this must be exceedingly 
grave. We have, in our observations 
on this matter in previous issues, 
spoken chiefly of the attitude of the 
men. About that of tho operators we 
arc not so well-informed, because what 
they may do or refuse to do is not 
open to tlio public gaze. It is not im- 
possible that they aro In a measure to 
blame. But tlio great question today 
Is the necessity of having work start- 
ed again at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. Mr. Mackenzie King is on his 
way to the scene of trouble. lie has 
been a very efficient negotiator in the 
past, and It Is to be hoped that his 
skill will not desert him now. 

The pcoplo on the ground or near- 
est to it do not share in Mr. Lom- 
ieux's optimism. The Board of Trade 
of Nolson has asked tho government 
to Intervene and take charge of the 
working of the mines. The Canadian 
Pacific Is refusing all kinds of freight 
at that point and notifying ship- 
pers generally in that part of the coun- 
try that only livestock and perishables 
would be handled. How long even this 
can bo done, If relief does not come 
to the situation, cannot at present be 
told. Mr. Lcmleux ought to rise to 
tho situation. lie docs not appear at 
present to have done so. 



It Is pleasant to read In the Lon- 
don Financier that its editor, after 
making a tour of Canada, feels able 
to say that "no province appeals more 
readily to the British investor than 
British Columbia." He seems to 
think that the greatest present op- 
portunity for investment Is In the 
lumber business, and this is naturally 
what would .strike the visiting ob- 
server first of all. Our forests can 
bo seen. Tho vast wealth hidden in 
our mountain ranges must be searched 
for. 



Tho Montreal Herald points opt 
that tlio Act recently passed by Par- 
liament, for the settlement of labor 
troubles, and most commonly known 
as tho Lemicux Act, Is weak In that 
it does not provide any machinery 
whereby tho federal government may 
promptly and effectively Interfere, 
and prosecute for offences against its 
provisions. It appears that Mr. Lc- 
mieux takes the position that the 
government is not called upon to 
take any steps for the punishment 
of offences, unless some privnte pros- 
ecutor comes to the front. If this Is 
right, tho law Is exceedingly weak in 
that respect, and a law, llko a chain, 
is no stronger than its weakest part. 
Parliament ought to have abundant 
time before rising to remedy this de- 
felt If It exists. There are inter- 
ests to he protected other than those 
of mine ov.'ners and miners, and it is 
tho duty of the Dominion govern- 
ment, now that it has undertaken to 
deal with tho question, to provide for 
tlio protection of sucli interests.

The .Senator irs nqt afraid, either, to ask 
that in this matter the well-to-do shall as- 
nl«r. the unfortunate. He would raise at 
least some of the money for an old age 
pension fund by taxing the larger accumu- 
lations of wealth. And In this there is an 
clement, of justice. These great fortunes 
could not; bo won if it wore not for the 
highly organized civilization in which we 
live, and of which tho worklngnian forms 
so important a part. We all go in together 
to create the vast reservoirs of wealth 
which division of labor and Intricate organ- 
isation makes possible; and, out of the 
product, some get great wealth while others 
feel themselves lucky to make sure of a 
dally wage.— (Montreal .Slur.

The 
brigadier says most emphatically that 
these men \ver not brought to Vic- 
toria by the Salvation Army, and 
points out that if they had been they 
would have reported to the army hero 
immediately on their arrival in this 
city, in which case they would have 
been provided for and there would 
have been no occasion for the dust I 
tution that it is charged is being ex- 
perienced. Further than this lie mndi 
clear that the government cannot in 
any way bo held responsible for any 
trouble that has arisen in connection 
with the matter 

Brigadier Smeeton, accompa- .ied by 
Adjutant Bloss, also of Van>:ouver, 
came over from that city last evening 
for the purpose of conducting the sci- 
vices in the local barracks la3t oven 
ing and today, and the first he learned 
of the Hawthornthwalte eharg-s was 
what ho saw in the papers on his ar- 
rival in "Victoria. 

When soen by a reporter for the 
Colonist tho brigadier said that he 
had been very much surprised to read 
what Mr. Hawthornthwalte had said 
in -tho house and also the statement: 
signed by tho ten men over whose 
coming to this city all tho trouble lias 
arisen. The facts as set forth in ihat 
statement were not in accord with the 
truth and on thcs Mr. Hawthorn th- 
walte had based an attack, the op- 
portunity for which ho had apparently 
been eagerly looking for. 

The real facts in regard to the com- 
ing of these men were that tho Army 
had departed from its regular custom 
of bringing In from tho Old Country 
only farm help and domestic laborers 
and had taken to supply a number of 
men accustomed to shipbuilding work. 
Later it was discovered that ihore was 
trouble at the works of tho Esquimau 
Marine Railway company, controlled 
by the Messrs. Bullen, and tho Army 
officials, careful not to mix In any 
labor trouble or any dispute of any 
kind, at once wired to Halifax to Ft>p 
the men from coming to Victoria. Ac- 
cordingly all were sent to Toronto, 
where work was secured for them. 
Some of them, however, wero not get- 
ting very good wages and were m >"e 
or less pinched and the Army cauio 
to their assistance with money, and III 
every way tried to do Its duty by them. 

Recently some of tho men were ap- 
proached by another organization, 
with which the army is In no way, 
shape or form connected, with a pro- 
position to come to A r ictoria to work 
at Bulleuis' and the ten men who nr- 
rived here Thursday and whom Mr. 
Hawthornwaite says arc In a state o£ 
destitution, accepted tho offer made 
them. Tho Army had absolutely noth- 
ing to do with their coming to Victoria 
The officers in Vancouver were not 
advised of their leaving Toronto, as 
is done in the case of all immigrants 
sent out under Salvation auspices, and 
neither was tho local officers notified. 
Further than this the men in question 
did not report to the Army headquart- 
ers, neither in Vancouver nor in Vic- 
toria. Had they reported to him in 
Vancouver he could and would have 
secured them work there, although 
they had not come west under Army 
auspices, and If they had reported here 
they would also have been looked after. 

Instead of doing cither of these 
things they came right through Van- 
couver and, on their arrival in Vic- 
toria, at once allied themselves with 
Mr. Hawthornthwalte. Why they 
should have done so lie could not 
understand. If they had thought tho 
Army owed them anything it was their 
duty to have come to the Army on 
their arrival here, and have given the 
officer in charge an opportunity to ful- 
fill any promises that they-might claim 
had been made to them by the Army 
before leaving the cast. If they had 
wanted to act the manly part they 
would have done so,. Instead, they 
placed their case in tho hands oZ Mr 
Hawthornthwalte and would not ovjh 
talk tha mutter over with him. Car.t. 
Traviss, '.he loca, officer, ha-1 during 
tho afternoon hunted .for these men 
and had located two of them, whom he 
had asked to come up to tho local 
headquarters of tho Army to talk the 
whole matter over. Their reply had 
been that they "might" come if a 
meeting which they wero going to at- 
tend got through in time. 

Ho regretted exceedingly the at- 
tempt that had been made by Mr. 
Hawthornthwalte to injure the Army 
in its work by means of the absolutely 
incorrect statement made by these 
men and he was sorry to sec tho men 
lending themselves to any such at- 
tompt. Tho statement was a gross 
lie, arid the charges which Mr. Haw- 
thornthwalte based- on it' were "a 
gross misrepresentation of the facts." 

In connection with Mr. Hawthorn" 
thwalte's attempt to saddle tho gov- 
ernment with the responsibility for 
tho army's alleged wrongdoing, he

Donald McKay, held by tho police In 
connection with tho death of the aged 
negro, William Tyrrell, will have to 
answer tho most serious charge In the 
criminal category. Chief of Police 
Langley stated yesterday that ho 
would prefer a charge of murder 
against McKay and tho Information 
will be laid on Monday. 

Dr. Hart, city coroner, yesterday is- 
ed a writ for an inquest and this will 
take place tomorrow afternoon at 3 
lock. Dr. Hermann Robertson, city 
medical health officer, conducted a 
post-mortem examination of the body 
of Tyrell yesterday afternoon at Han- 
na's undertaking parlors, Yates street, 
but when questioned last night was 
not prepared to make any statement 
as to tho cause of death. 

It Is understood, however, that death 
was due to congestion of blood on the 
brain, caused by tho brutal beating the 
Victim received. Tho autopsy dis- 
closed that there wcro big hemor- 
rhages between tho brain and the 
scalp and tho brain was badly con 
gosted numerous clots of blood being 
found. Tho face \Vas badly swollen 
the eyes closed, the nose broken, there 
was a cut on the forehead and tho el- 
bows were severely bruised. The in- 
ternal organs appeared to bo in fair 
condition with the exception of tho 
liver while the heart was normal 
There was no fracturo of the skull as 
was expected but the congestion of the 
brain was sufficient to cause death. 

Indications that another crime just 
as serious was contemplated by Mc- 
Kay are not lacking. On Friday after- 
noon McKay endeavored to pursuadc 
the Cargill woman to go out boating 
with him up tho Gorge but she was 
afraid that McKay had some ulterior 
purpose in view presumably the up 
sotting of the boat with an idea of get 
ting rid of her and she refused to go 
on the water at all. McKay: there- 
upon arranged that they should go by 
street car- to tho -Gorge. Instead of 
making the trip himself in the cars, 
McKay hired a boat and rowed up 
there. In the meantime the woman 
was arrested by Detective McDonald 
just as she was about to board the 
Gorge car on Government street. Mc- 
Kay mot several cars at the Gorge but 
not iinding tho woman rowed back to 
the city and put tho boat away. Ho 
went to the Klondike saloon and when 
ho got there found Detective Perdue 
and the chief waiting for him. 

It is tho opinion of the police that 
McKay was endeavoring to get the 
woman to the Gorge for the sole pur- 
pose of upsetting tho boat and permit- 
ing her to drown, thus getting rid of 
the only witness who could conclu- 
sively connect him with the case. 

The story which McKay told the po- 
lico showed discrepencles in several 
places. "When arrested lie claimed 
that on the night of Tyreirs death he 
went back to his ship, the Otter at 12 
o'clock and did not leave it again till| 
late in tho morning. It has been found) 
though that he was at the ship at 12! 
o'clock, but he was only there for; 
about five minutes, going away again' 
and remaining out till about 6:30 
o'clock in the morning when he went 
I on board hurriedly, sought his bunk 
j and went to sleep with his clothes on. 
, McKay was responsible for tho arrest 
j of Michael Leahy and the police think 
I this was merely an effort to cast guilt 
i on an innocent man. McKay seems 
to take the matter very carelessly and 
beyond denying strongly any connec- 
tion with the death of the aged negro 
has not done much worrying so far. 

Mrs. Cargill was intoxicated when 
arrested on the day of the tragedy but 
she reiterated her original story when, 
she had sobered up yesterday and the 
details were essentially the same. Th 
police are inclined to think that sh

World Has No Such Widespread 
Supplies of Mineral Fuol as Are 
to Bo Found in Canada 



In a paper on the mineral fuel sup 
ply of Canada read before the Royal 
Society of Canada at its meeting of 
last year, and now published in pam 
phlet form, Dr. K. \V. BUs comes to 
the satisfactory conclusion that in the 
.western half of the Dominion the sup 
plies of mineral fuel arc practically In 
exhaustible. Following is a summary 
of tho paper, which, dealing as It does 
with tho question of an adequate fuel 
supply, as a. source of heat, light and 
power, must always be. of paramount 
importance: 

"With the growth of knowledge aris 
ing from the detailed examination of 
every portion of the Dominion, carried 
on largely by the officers of tho Geo- 
logical Survey and by the Topographi- 
cal branch of the interior department, 
wo have now ascertained this fact, that 
In every province of the Dominion, 
from Nova Scotia on the east to the 
most northern confines of British Co- 
lumbia on the west, including the isl- 
ands of tho Pacific adjacent to the 
mainland, and extending into the wilds 
of tho Yukon district coal or mineral 
fuol in some form and in workable 
quantity is to be had whenever its ex- 
ploitation for commercial purposes is! 
required. Even in the Arctic islands 
and on the adjacent coast of Green- 
land large deposits of coal are now 
known to occur; and although no com- 
mercial value can at present be at- 
tached to the northern deposits on| two 
Canadian territory, it may well be sup- 
posed that, in the rapid development 
of our great country, the time may 
come when even these stores of fuel 
will be found available for economic 
purposes. 

Tho Atlantic Provinces 

"Beginning with the Atlantic prov- 
inces proper, it may be remarked that 
in Nova Scotia the coals are for tho 



so far as can be ascertained, of but 
small economic value. 

Island of Capo Brnton 

"In the island of Cape Breton, the 
Sydney coal-field is - the most Impor- 
tant of those which occur in Nova 
Scotia. It extends along the eastern 
shore from Mira bay on the southeast 
to Cape Dauphin at tho entrance to 
Bras D'Or lake. The land area Of this 
basin is given by Mr. Hugh Fletcher 
as. about -'00 square miles, being thir- 
ty-two miles in iongth by six In 
breadth. The aggregate thickness of 
coal In tho several workable seams 
varies from 13% feet in the Dauphin 
area in the northern margin of the 
basis to 44 Vj feet on Sydney harbor, 
the seams ranging from three to nine 
feot in thickness. Tho dip Is gener- 
ally at a low angle seaward, so that 
a large area of submarine workings is 
available where mining is now being 
prosecuted on a large scale. The coals 
are all of tho bituminous variety. 

Prince Edward Island 
"The province of Prince Edward 
Island does not show tho presence of 
coal seams at any point on the sur- 
face. Tho rocks over the whole isl- 
and belong to tho upper carboniferous 
or pormian formations and coal seams 
If existing at all must he sought for 
at considerable depths by boring at 
well chosen points. The only source 
of mineral fuel In that province is in 
tho several peat bogs of excellent qual- 
ity, but no attempt has ever been 
made to utilize these, and in view of 
tho cheap transit from tho Pictou and 
Inverness coal fields across Northum- 
berland . strait it is probable that this 
province will continue to obtain its 
supply of coal from the Nova Scotia 
mines unless the contemplated borings 
should disclose the presence of under- 
lying seams at a workable depth. 

New Brunswick 

"Passing to the provinco of New 
Brunswick it may he said that carbon- 
iferous rocks have a very wide distri- 
bution and comprise an area of more 
than 10,000 square, miles. They form 
a triangular area with the base along 
the eastern part of tho provinco ex- 
tending from Bathurst on tho north to 
tho Nova Scotia boundary line on tho 
south, while the apex of the triangle 
Is near tho southwest part of the 
province.. At many points through- 
out this area thin coal seams outcrop, 
and near the upper end of Grand lake, 
where the coal , appears to have the 
greatest thickness, it has been mined 
for nearly a century. The thickness 
of the main seam at this place rare- 
ly exceeds twenty inches but in places 



ity witli tho butter or older grade of 
llgnlto of tho tertiary period, which 
Is so abundant throughout the groat 
plains of the west. 

Manitoba and Groat Plains 

"In Manitoba and throughout the 
great plains east of tho Rocky moun- 
tains, and extending northward, down 
tho valley of the Mackenzie river to 
the Arctic ocean, tho rocks are largely 
of Cretaceous age. Tho district. Is un- 
derlaid in many places by large beds 
of lignite, tho outcrops of which are 
seen as far oust as Turtle mountain in 
the provinco flrstnamed. Along the 
upper waters of the South Saskatche- 
wan as also along the North Saskat- 
chewan as far down as the settlement 
of Victoria these lignites are seen, 
sometimes in bods of great thickness 
and extent, so that the supply of this 
fuel must be simply enormous. 
The Crow's Nest Field 

"Passing still further west into the 
foot-hills of the mountain, as at Banff 
and as fur south as tho Crow's Nest 
pass, tho lignites change their char 



of places towards tho northern oxtrem- 
lty, the mining centres are still con- 
fined to three localities, viz., Comox, 
Nnnaimo and Uadysmlth, tho original 
collieries at Wellington having re- 
cently been abandoned after being 
worked for nearly half a century. The 
coal-bearing rocks of tho district are 
all of Cretaceous ago, and tho coal it- 
self Is generally a high grade bitum- 
inous variety, tho seams varying in 
thickness from two' to eight foot. A 
peculiarity of these seams is tho fre- 
quent change in size, owing to local 
thickening or thinning out, generally 
duo to small faults, rolls or slips, so 
that a seam which may bo worked for 
a time with a minimum thickness of 
three to four feot may rapidly increase 
to fifteen on even twenty feet. 

"Though small seams of coal or 
sometimes lignite have been reported 
from several of tho local basins to tho 
north no precise details can bo given, 
other than that tho containing rocks 
are of Cretaceous ago. 

Mainland of British Columbia' 
"On the mainland of British Co- 
lumbia coals of several kinds are also 
found at widely separated localities. 
.Most of the deposits us already indi- 
cated occur in "isolated basins or val- 
leys, the associated sandstones and 
shales in most cases resting upon vol- 
canic or igneous rocks which resemble 
closely those seen along the west, side 
of Vancouver island. The greater por- 
tion of these inland coals are bitum- 
inous rather than lignltlc, ' though the 
latter is also found Doth as lignite and 
as llgnitic coal. 

In the Yukon 
"In tho Yukon district coals of good 
quality have been found at several 
places. Among other localities the 
Klondike river shows tertiary coal- 
hearing rocks for a distance of about 
sixty miles. Tho fuel is of the lig- 
nite variety and outcrops on Ruck and 
Coal creeks, and on Cliff, Twelve and 
Fifteen mile creeks the area underlaid 
by the coal being estimated at about 
200 square miles. The quality of this 
fuel lis reported as fairly good. There 
are several seams exposed and two out- 
crops on Cliff creek with thicknesses 
of nino and three feet respectively, 
have boon opened up to some extent. 

"Lignite also is found on the Bowes that In tho lc 
river Rink rapids and a deposit of an- " 
thraolte coal has. recently been dis- 
covered near the line of the AVhltc 
Pass railway near Dugdalo station, not 
far from the Whitehorso copper dis- 
trict. This may possibly prove on de- 
velopment to be of economic value. 

"Coal was first reported by Mr. Wil- 
liam Ogllvie as occurring on the Polly 
Ivor in the Yukon district some years 
ago, the mineral being of good qual- 
ity and in seams from live to seven 
feet thick. The difficulty of explor- 
ation and tho expense' of transporta- 
tion render the development of those 
deposits somewhat uncertain, at least 
for some years. # 

Queon Charlotte Group 
One of the largest coal-fields on the 
nillc coast is found on Graham 
island, the largest of the Queoiv Char- 
lotto group. Attention was directed to 
this area nearly fifty years ago through 
tho finding of a bed of anthracite on 
the southern end near the head of 
Skidegate harbor. Attempts were

Some of the Changes Recently 
Made by the Dominion 
Government 



It usually happens In tho case of a 
big gold field that before tho work of 
Its exploitation Is established on a se- 
cure basis that many changes have to 
bo made in the laws and regulations 
governing the work. The Yukon re- 
gion has not escaped this universal 
rule, and in tho northern gold area 
many modifications of the mining laws 
have been effected. Mr. Richmond U 
Denham, of Montpoller, Vt., who has 
spent several years there explained to 
a Montreal Star reporter tho signifi- 
cance of some of tho changes recently 
made by the Government in the regu- 
lations governing the Yukon district. 

'The mining laws have been modi- 
fied in various ways to meet tho cir- 
cumstances of tho region," ho said, 
"and as a rule these changes have been 
for the advantage of tho miners and 
for the belter development of the re- 
sources of the country. But probably 
the most important) and beneficial of 
all the acts of the Government has 
been, not so much the change in the 
laws, as the more strict enforcement of 
them in tho matter of what are known 
as concessions. These concessions are 
also called hydraulic leases, and are 
nothing more or less than grants by 
the Government to certain individuals 
or companies or mining rights over 
largo extents of land for tho reason 
that such land does not contain gold in 
sufficient quantities to be worked by 
the ordinary placer method, but re- 
quires the installation of expensive 
machinery and tho use of hydraulic 
works." 

Mr. Denham went on to point out 
of such concessions 
It was clearly mentioned that such 
lands should not contain rich deposits 
of gold such as might bo worked by 
ordinary methods and that further- 
more that the lessor should install on 
them within a year's time sufficient 
machinery to be able to work the land 
in an adequate and efficient manner. 

"That is tho intention of the law," 
he continued, 'and it clearly is a very 
good one, because there is much land 
requiring very expensive machinery 
for its profitable exploitation and If 
men aro going to install such a plant 
they naturally require tho concession 
of a big territory to work hi. But the 
law naturally offers temptations to un- 
scrupulous miners to take advantage of 
Its offers In order to get possession of 
land to which they have no right. 
There have not been wanting numbers 
of such men, who have thus been en- 
abled to obtain land on the plea that 
they had to install expensive machin- 
ery, and then instead of carrying out 
their contract have simply gon

Although a number of 
holes were sunk to depths ranging 
from 1,000 to 3,000 feet, several of 
which were In the Immediate vicinity 
of tho oil springs, no petroleum with 
the exception of small showings was 
found. In all some GO holes were 
bored In an area about thirty miles 
In length by ten In breadth. The same 
broken character of strata prevails 
throughout, and the shales and sand 
stone, while differing In character from 
those of Now Brunswick, are closely 
related in geological time. Bands of 
rich oil-shale also occur ln these rocks 
but not, so far as known, In quantity 
sufficient to Incur tho expense of de- 
velopment. 

Province of Ontario 
"Turning to tho provinco of Ontario, 
true coals are nowhere found, but de- 
posits of anthraxolite and llgnlto oc- 
cur, tho latter ln the area south of 
James bay wdiere largo supplies have 
quite recently been discovered and 
may some day be utilized. 

"This lignite of the Moose river 
basin is peculiar, in that it is found 
in post tertiary deposits of sand, graved 
and boulder clay instead of in a solid 
rock formation as In the case of tho 
lignites of tho west. . It Is therefore 
the newest lignite formation known In 
Canada with tho exception of certain 
small deposits that occur in clays on 
the north end of Graham Island, one 
of tho Queen Charlotte group on the 
Pacific coast. 

"In spito of tho newness of the de- 
posits along tho Moose river tho seams, 
though In places somewhat Irregular 
In deposition, arc of considerable thick- 
ness. Tho llgnlto when dry burns read- 
ily and the deposit promises to yield, 
under certain conditions and for cer- 
tain purposes, a fairly satisfactory 
fuol. It is of a brownish black color 
and burns quite freely In an open fire, 
it cannot, however, compare ln qual- 



Ashcroft and the Bulkley valley de- 
posits farther north, situated to the 
south of tho Skeena river. The great- 
er part of these coals are of the cok- 
ing variety, while tho lignites aro of 
excellent quality. 

Tho Pacific Coast 
"On the Pacific coast itself there 
aro great deposits on Vancouver Island, 
of Cretaceous ago which have been [day: 
mined for nearly half a century, and I Where; 
which at the present time aro tho only 
producing areas on the Pacific slope in 
Canada; while further north, on Gra- 
ham island, which is the most north- 
erly of tho Queen Charlotte group, 
several varieties of coal aro found, in- 
eluding anthracite, high-grade bitum- 
inous and lignite. With the exception 
of attempts to work the anthracite on 
the south coast of the Island, which, 
however, have not been productive of 
economic results beyond the sinking of 
a few shallow pits in prospecting work 
In connection with the development of 
the great scams of bituminous coals 
of the interior, but little work has been 
attempted. This field promises to bo 
of great value in the not distant fu- 
ture. 

Vancouver Island 

The coal areas of Vancouver Island 
have for many years furnished the 
great bulk of the coal supply for the 
Pacific coast not only in British Co- 
lumbia but as far south at least as 
San Francisco, where it competes with 
tho Inferior coals of tho states of 
Washington and California. The Van- 
couver coals are apparently all located 
on tho east side of tho island, and 
though coal-measure rocks and small 
Indications of coal occur at a mil

The Pan Anglican congress Is to be 
held from June 18 to 23, 1908. It will 
lie a congress of the Anglican com- 
munion, that is to say, of the Angll 
can churches; viz,. the Church of 
England and its sister and daughter 
churches. It will not be strictly ;i 
missionary congress, yet tho subject! 
discussed will necessarily bo mostly 
of a. missionary character. 

Tho object of tlie congress is to give 
expression to the thoughts and desires 
and hopes of churchmen regarding the 
spread of tho gospel throughout the 
world; the co-operation and co-ordin- 
ation of missions; tho building up of 
independent churches; relations to 
other Christian communions; ln fact, 
any and all subjects affecting the well 
being of Christendom and of all man 
kind. 

When tho congress was first pro- 
jected letters were sent to all bishops, 
synods and diocesan conferences of the 
Anglican communion. asking what 
they considered the most Important 
subjects for discussion. A largo 
number of replies were received and 
a variety of topics were suggested. A 
draft programme has been prepared 
by the. congress committee In Bon- 
don, and they nre now busily filling 
in tho details. 

Members. — Every province or dio- 
cese throughout tho world has been 
invited to send regularly appointed 
delegates, for whom hospitality will 
bo provided. Arrangements will be 
made in due course for home mem- 
bers of the congress. 

The Thankofforlng — An important 
feature of the scheme from the first 
has been that the congress should 
be an occasion for a thanksgiving to 
God from tho whole Anglican commu- 
nion for Immeasurable blessings 
vouchsafed to the churches In nil purls 
of tho world. The thank-offering will 
consist of two parts: (1) offerings 
car-marked for Specific objects, and 
(2) offerings unappropriated, to be 
eventually used as may )>e decided by 
a committee appointed by tho Lam- 
both conference.

DEBUTES LENGTHEN 
PARLIAMENT SESSION 



Insurance Commission — Minis- 
ters Not Able to Leave for 
Colonial Conference 



Ottawa, April 13— (Special).— Sir 
Willfrid Laurier and his colleagues 
landed in Liverpool today, but there 
docs not seem to bo much prospect 
of Mr. Fielding; sailing; on the Em- 
press of Ireland next Friday to join 
them unless ho is prepared to leave 
parliament in session, and this would 
hardly be a safe procedure, as, in the 
event of! tho absence of the Minister 
of Finance, tho ministerial side would 
bo absolutely lost. Mr. Patterson 
who is the senior of the ministers, is 
an easy-going man, a good administra- 
tor, an abl speaker, but he is not re 
guarded as a forcible member of the 
administration. Mr. Aylesworth, un 
doubtedly, stands head and shoulders 
over his fellows, but he has tho un- 
fortunate habit of losing his temper, 
and this weakness very seriously mini- 
mizes his abillities, and influence. 

It is still undecided whether Mr. 
Fielding will leave for England, or not 
next Friday. There tire two reasons 
which would impel him to go. First, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier desires his per- 
sence at the Colonial Conference when 
the trade issue is discussed, and, 
secondly, the minister himself wishes 
to go over to renew for a period of 
four years a loan of ten million dollars 
which falls duo about May 1st. It may 
l>o, however, that the exigencies of 
the parliamentary situation will re- 
quire the Minister of Finance to re- 
main at the capital, and in this event 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier will have to worry 
along at the Conference without the 
assistance of Mr. Fielding, while the 
new loan will have to he floated 
through the agency of a strong finan- 
cial corporation, like the Hank of Mon- 
treal. 

It was hoped that this week would 
have seen the parliamentary slate 
pretty well cleared, but this has not 
boon the case. Two days were spent 
in committee of supply discussing; the 
supplementary appropriation of $75,- 
000 for the Insurance Commission, 
mailing $12i>,000 in all as the expenses 
of this political probing machine. The 
submission of this appropriation af- 
forded to Mr. Foster tho opportunity 
of defending himself from the stric- 
tures of the commission. His speech 
was a magnificent one. He showed 
that as manager of the Union Trust 
Company, handling the funds of the 
I. O. F., the' investments which tho 
board of the company has made had In 
little over fivo years made a profit 
of over half a million dollars for the 
Forresters' organization. With natural 
pride the ex-minister of financo de- 
clared that no other trust and loan 
company In Canada could boast of 
such d record. Tho ono point In tho 
commission's report upon which tho 
chief Interest centered with regard to 
Mr. Foster's explanation, referred to 
tho commission of $5,000 which (lie 
insurance report charged him with 
having taken. Mr. Foster's explana- 
tion upon this point was quito clear. 
Tho lands which they were purchas- 
ing, It appears, wero in tho hands of 



an agent, and this agent voluntarily 
offered to divide his commission with 
the members of the Board of tho Un- 
ion Trust Company. The Board ac- 
cepted this condition, and tho bene- 
ficiaries were the late Dr. Oronhya- 
tckha, Mr. Matthew Wilson, K. C, 
Mr. McGllllvray, K. C, and Mr. Fos- 
ter. In this Instance there was no div- 
ersion of the funds of the company, no 
withdrawal of the funds of tho com- 
pany but on tho contrary a splendid 
transaction from which tho Foresters 
benefited. Mr. Aylesworth was very 
severe in his criticism of Mr. Foster, 
holding that he had been playing fast 
and loose with funds which were the 
property of widows and orphans. The 
high sounding phrases of the Minister 
of Justice will not go down with rea- 
sonable minded people through the 
country, who, when they reflect upon 
tho success which Mr. Foster achieved 
as manager of this company, will real- 
ize that the Union Trust Company 
could not have had a better and safer 
man at the head of that institution. 

It was while Mr. Fowler was speak- 
ing that one of tho most deplorable 
incidents in Parliament in recent years 
took place. The old timers In the gal- 
lery, and there are a few of us who 
can go back for twenty-five or thirty 
years, cannot recall such" a scene of 
disorder as was witnessed in the 
House on AVednesday morning. The 
words 'liar!' "conspirators" 'slander- 
er!' were freely used. Tho scene was a 
disgrace to Parliament, and neither 
side can claim to be Immune from 
blame. It has become a growing habit 
on tho part of back benchers to jibe at 
and interrupt each other, to use sneer- 
ing observations, and generally to 
provoke ebulltions of bad temper and 
bad manners. Certainly the scen will 
not serve to Impress tho country with 
a high conception of parliamentary 
proceedings. 

The report of the Department of 
Militia has been critically examined by 
members of the opposition, and they 
are somewhat appalled at the enor- 
mous increase In the cost of the force. 
Generally speaking there is no objec- 
tion to a reasonable amount being vot- 
ed to enable all tho militia of tho 
country to be drilled once a year, but 
tho fuss and feathers which have been 
donned at Ottawa are to say the least 
amazing. In 1896 when the present 
Government came Into power the head 
quarters' staff numbered six officers 
and two clerks, the annual cost to the 
country under this head being $16,ri00. 
Today there are no fewer than twenty- 
threo officers at headquarters, with 
annual pay aggregating $73,425, and a 
regular army of clerks and typewriters. 
The total cost of the militia in 1890 
was $2,193,372, of which ono million 
was for arms and accoutrements. In 
190G the expenditure on the militia 
amounted to $5,fiG-l,192 of which only 
$1,299,875 was for arms. It is but rea- 
sonable to expect that there should bo 
an augmentation year by year for the 
militia, but the extraordinary increase, 
much of it on fuss and feathers in ten 
years, disposes thinking men to the 
belief that it Is time to call a halt. 

Another instanco of the manner in 
which the present ministry favors its 
political friends to tho detriment of 
tho honest settler was afforded to the 
House yesterday when Mr. Lake, M. 
P. for Qu'Appollo told once more tho 
story of the Blairmoro townslte scan- 
dal. Blalrmore is situate on tho 
Crow's Nest branch of tho C. P. B., 
ono mile west of Frank. It is an im- 
portant spot by reason of the many 
coal deposits In that vicinity, and tho 
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fortunate owner of tho site is bound 
to become rich out of it. The story 
goes back to tho year 1S9S Tyher, H. E. 
Lyon was station agent at Blalnnoi-o, 
and the only men living there In addi- 
tion to himself wore two or three sec- 
tion men of whom an Italian named 
Felix Montalbettl was the foreman. 
Lyon built a substantial house at the 
place. In 1900 the land was surveyed 
and it turned out that what constitu- 
tes the Blalrmore site today was an 
odd-numbered section and, therefore, 
it could not be homesteaded. Lyon in 
tho meantime had left the service of 
the C. P. R. and had opened a store 
at Blalrmore. When he discovered 
that the section was an odd numbered 
one ho put in a claim for squatter's 
rights on the ground that he was the 
first settler. From the record it ap- 
pears that there were three claimants 
for squatter's rights, Lyon, Montalbet- 
tl, and one Moffatt. Instructions were 
given to Mr. Stewart, the homestead 
Inspector to report upon the dispute 
but as Stewart could not go at th 
time a telegram was sent to Joseph 
Nixon, sub homestead Inspector 
Macleod to make an Investigation ; 
to report as to who was the proper 
person entitled to the squatter's pre- 
ference. Nixon was the man who Was 
subsequently dismissed from the gov- 
ernment service for mismanaging 
funds, but later on was given a better 
position under the Government, on his 
visit to Blairmoro Nixon was aecoivj. 
panled by Mr. Malcolm Mackenzie 
who was the Liberal candidate In tin 
elections of 1904 and Is now a membei 
of the Legislature of Alberta. Mac- 
kenzie is a great friend of Mr. Slfton 
Nixon reported that in his opinion 
Montalbetti was the man entitled to 
the land, but in the meantime Stewart 
himself had made an investigation and 
his report was to the effect that neith- 
er Lyons or Montalbettl Was the ori- 
ginal squatter, but Moffatt. A hear- 
ing of the claimants was held before 
Mr. Turriff, the then Dominion Lands 
Commissioner, and now Liberal rnoiri- 
ber for East Asslniboia. On the 18th 
of July, 1900, he gave his reward, de- 
creeing that. Montelbettl was entitled 
to (be land, for which he paid $180 or 
at the rate of $3 an acre. The mach- 
inery «f the department was well "li- 
ed, as a result of which the patent for 
the land was speedily Issued. It tran- 
spired that exactly ono week before 
tho decision of Mr. Turriff in favor of 
[Montalbettl, tho latter had assigned 
his Interest to Malcolm Mackenzie for 
the sum of $1,000. Mackenzie lmrriQ- 
dlalely deposited this assignment 
with the department, and tho patent 
was promptly Issued to him. Lyon en- 
tered a protest, and the case went to 
the Exchequer court. Fraud having 
been alleged in connection with tho 
transaction, the crown had to hecoino 
a party to the suit. Mr. Slfton Was 
away at tho time, and tho lato Hon. 
David Mills, as acting Minister of tho 
Interior, authorized the Department of 
Justice to take the necessary action. 
Judge Burbldgo of tho Exchequer 
court deputed Judge Wctmor of the 
Supreme court of the North West Ter- 
ritories to mako an investigation, and 
the report of tho latter was that ftfon- 
talbotti's claims wero altogether based 
on false statements, and rcconmicna- 
Ing that tho patent bo cancelled. Judge 
Burbldgo reviewed the finding of 
Judge Wetmoro, and decided that he 
would like to get both Turriff and Nix- 
on before him as witnesses. At this 
particular point the suit suddenly col- 
lapsed, because the crown' said it did 
not want to havo tho patent cancelled. 
Mr. Slfton had returned In tho iriean- 
tlmo, .and It was ho who Intimated 
that ho desired the patent to stand, 
and the crown to withdraw from the 
case. He wanted to assist friend Mac- 
kenzie. This in brief is LyoVs Grie- 



vance. It has been held by one of tho 
judges of the North West that Mon- 
talbettl, otherwise Mackenzie, obtain- 
ed tho Iand> by fraud, and when an op- 
portunity was afforded of having tho 
matter thoroughly probed by Judge 
Burbldgo the crown suddenly with- 
draws from tho case, and Mr. Lyon Is 
left without, any redress. 

Mr. Turriff made the lamest pos- 
sible defence of his own position. He 
declared that on tho 'occasion of tho 
enquiry before him all the parties to 
tho dispute had tho fullest opportunity 
of examining tho papers, but this con- 
tention was knocked endways a few 
moments later by Mr. Claude Mac- 
donell, who read a letter on file from 
the firm of Latchford and Daly, coun- 
sel in tho case, protesting that thoy 
had not been given an opportunity of 
examining tho flies. 

From all parts of Canada tho news 
comes that tho Lord's Day Act of 
last session is practically unworkable. 
Although efforts were made to secure 
a liberal measure, which while pres- 
erving tho sanctity of the Sabbath day. 
and the day of rest for tho artisan 
would not interfere with tho commerce 
of the . country, it Is clearly apparent 
that the restrictions imposed are of 
such a character . that serious injury 
will bo done to the trade interests of 
tho Dominion unless greater latitude is 
permitted. There Is an absolute 
bioekado at present on tho Canadian 
Northern Railway yards, and so much 
confusion has oxhlbltod itself in tho 
Railway yards

Year 
after year steady and rapid progress 
was. made, tho number of members 
admitted on profession of faith being 
unusually numerous. 

"Mr. McLeod's ministry was built on 
old-fashioned evangelistic lines. His 
church was full of workers, and ho had 
a bible class of two hundred. All the 
sittings wero free, but thorn was no 
difficulty in raising from £1,700 to 
£1,800 per annum to carry on tho work 
of the congregation, the membership of 
which increased during his ministry 
from 40 to 4G5. Mr. McLeod will bo 
sorely missed by his large nnd at- 
tached congregation, as well as by his 
sorrowing widow and family, to whom 
the sympathy of the whole church will 
bo extended in this time of their sud- 
den bereavement." 

- The following is from a more recent 
numberi of the British Weekly: 

"The funeral service of the lato Rev. 
P. M. McLeod, held In St. Peter's 
Church, Upper Tooting, on Wednesday 
afternoon of last week, was largely at- 
tended. The Rev. W. M. Macphal], 
M.A., of Streatham (Synod Clerk), 
presided, and in tho course of a brief 
preliminary address, quietly delivered 
and In excellent taste, reviewed Mr. 
McLeod's Tooting ministry, the domi- 
nant note of which, he said, was 
earnestness. The funeral address was 
delivered by tho Rev. Bovill Allen 
(Congregational minister) who dwelt 
chiefly on Mr. McLeod's brotherliness 
and catholicity, and his unwearied and 
benevolent labors, especially amongst 
tho poor. The Rev. W. Gilchrist of 
Highflelds (moderator of the South 
London Presbytry) read the scriptures, 
and the devotional part of tho service 
\Vns conducted by tho Rev. D 4 C. 
Macgregor, M.A., of Wimbledon, and 
the Rev. Wm. Armstrong, M.A., of 
Reading, (moderator of the North 
London Presbytery). The hymns 
sung were "O God of Bethel" and 
"Asleep In Jesus." Funeral sermons 
were preached in St. Peter's on Sim- 
day last by the Rev. Wm. Souper, M.A. 
of Batte-.sea Rise, and the Rev. Court- 
hope Todd, who Is a member of St. 
Peter's congregation." 



FINLAND ALARMED. 

Manoeuvres Thought to Indicate Mili- 
tary Occupation. 

St. Petersburg, April 20.— The of- 
flcers of several of the cavalry and 
artillery regiments of tho guard have 
been notified that manoeuvring In Fin- 
land may be substituted this year for 
the usual exercises in the summer 
camp at Krasnoe Solo. The news has 
caused considerable alarm among the 
Finns, who regard this as a step to- 
ward the military occupation of Fin- 
land. Tho recent captures of cart- 
ridges from abroad, which are sup- 
posed to havo been destined for im- 
portation into Russia through Finland, 
and the capture of cartridges in Fin- 
land itself, Intended for the revolution- 
ists in part of the empire, has 
strengthened tho hands of the antl- 
Plnnlsh advisers of the emperor. Two 
squadrons of torpedo boats have been 
formed to guard the gulfs of Bothnia 
and Finland, and wireless telegraph 
stations are being established at Bo- 
marsund, Likolalstad, Abo, and other 
ports.

RAILWAYS KNUCKLE DOWN. 

St. Paul, Minn., April 20.— Tho Great 
Northern railroad yesterday decided to 
accept tho two cent passenger fare and 
commodity rate schedule passed by the 
legislature. The other roarls will prob- 
ably take similar action. Both laws go 
Into effect May 1st. 



A hitch has occurred in the plans of 
the city for the improving of Rock- 
land avenue, and although It is hoped 
that tho whole scheme may not fail 
through, there will certainly be a fur 
ther delay of several weeks before 
anything can be done. 

The hitch has occurred owing to the 
action of a number of the property 
holders, who are unwilling to go tho 
whole length proposed by the city, and 
who havo accordingly prepared a peti- 
tion begging that that portion of tho 
plans,, regarding tho tar surfacing of 
the thoroughfare bo done away with, 
and that tho plain macadamized sur- 
face bo adhered to. This petition has 
not yet been signed by all tho prop- 
erty holders interested in tho project, 
but It has now received the signatures 
of a sufficient number to secure the 
holding up of tho scheme. It will bo 
submitted to the council on Monday 
evening, and steps will be immediately 
taken to have tho required alterations 
made to the scheme. 

The action of the property owners 
In question has caused a good deal of 
disappointment at tho city hall. Be- 
fore any local improvement scheme, 
can be carried through It is necessary 
that' all tho plans and specifications 
bo exhibited in a public place for two 
weeks, in order that ail those having 
objections may register them. The 
plans for tho Rockland avenue Im- 
provement have been lying on the 
counter at the city assessor's office for 
days past, and by Friday of the pres- 
ent week it would have been too lato 
for any change to bo made. Now 
■that this objection has been registered 
a new report will have to be prepared 
and laid on the table for two weeks, 
thus delaying tho carrying out of the 
scheme for some time. 

In the petition the property holders 
express themselves as being dissatis- 
fied at the proposal to treat the sur- 
face of the street with tar, for tho 
purpose of keeping down the dust. 
This, it Is contended, Is an experiment, 
and to all experiments tho residents 
of Rockland avenue have a rooted ob- 
jection. 

The aldermen interested in the 
scheme point out that in their opinion 
the tar surface is no experiment at ali. 
"Why, they have been tar surfacing 
the roads In the Old Country for years 
now," said one of them to the Colo- 
nist yesterday, "and the plan works 
to the entire satisfaction of everyone 
there. Why it should not be just as 
efficacious in Victoria I'm sure I can- 
not see." 

The proposal for the tor surfacing 
is only responsible for a mere $6,000 
out of tho total cost of J2S.O0O which 
it Is estimated will be sufficient to 
carry the undertaking through. Con- 
sidering the fact that the repayment 
of the Interest and sinking fund on 
this $0,000 is spread over ten years, it 
does not come to a very lnrge annual 
sum when distributed among the forty 
odd property owners interested, and 
the aldermen cannot see what pos- 
sible objection can be entertained to 
it. 

Tho removal of the tar surfacing 
project from the scheme makes the 
second clause to he cancelled since 
the original scheme was introduced. 
The other clause which suffered was 
that to the effect that conduits for the 
use of tho electric light and telephone 
wires be Installed in the gutters.

Are in Use in U. S. 



Montreal, April 1?.— A gentleman 
whoso position brings him very close- 
ly In touch with manufacturing and 
shipping interests all over Canada, af- 
ter a visit to the Maritime provinces, 
says he received information from a 
source which lie lias every reason to 
believe to be reliable, that 4,000 Inter- 
colonial railway cars are now in use 
by the railways of the United States. 

"It seems a most remarkable state 
of affairs," he declared, "that the cars 
which the people of this country have 
built with their own money should be 
used to move the shipments of their 
greatest commercial rivals, and espe- 
cially at a time when all interests are 
suffering from the inadequacy of our 
railway ' equipment. Agents of Unit- 
ed States- lines are posted at every im- 
portant point in" Canada for no other 
purpose than to see that their cars are 
promptly returned, instead of being 
used for Canadian business on a per 
diem charge basis. I believe the Grand 
Trunk and Canadian Pacific arc mak- 
ing an honest effort to bring home 
cars that havo been consigned to Unit- 
ed States* points, in order that they 
may be in as good a position as pos- 
sible to cope with a situation already 
serious by virtue of inadequate ter- 
minal facilities and lack of motive 
power, But that the country's own 
cars, built with the people's money, 
should be used to ship American goods 
into the markets ., of the Canadian 
"West, when we ourselves are losing 
business because of our inability to get 
cars and make delivery, Is little less 
than scandalous. The matter ought to 
bo thoroughly investigated, and if the 
facts as reported are found to be cor- 
rect the management of the Interco- 
lonial ought to be brought to account 
for their negligence."

"I was handed a tin of salmon from 
Columbia river, and had a hard time 
In convincing the dealer this was not 
from British Columbia. When I told 
him I was from British Columbia, be 
collapsed. 

"I did not visit so many places 111 
London, but my experience there was 
similar. I could not obtain a single 
can of British Columbia salmon. I 
cannot account for this state of affairs; 
and I think it is a matter that should 
receive the attention of the board of 
trade and the tourist association. 

Were British Columbia salmon on 
sale in the Old Country as it. ought to 
be, it would constitute a great adver- 
tisement for the province."

The Socialist party in the local 
legislature is unique because of the 
fact that British Columbia is tin; only 
province iii the Dominion In which 
that party has a recognized place, rep- 
resenting" a trio of constituencies. 
This fact need not be taken as an in- 
dication of the growth or spread of 
socialistic sentiment in the country, as 
it is equally credible and likely that 
either or all of the present Socialist 
members would have been elected by 
their constituents as independent La- 
bor candidates. Their presence and 
place in the House is, however, a tri- 
umph of organized labor In Its deter- 
mination to secure a voice in the 
legislative councils of the province', 
the only regrettable feature of the rep- 
resentation being the "class-conscious" 
significance which it suggests. That 
socialistic sentiment as It Is proclaim- 
ed in British Columbia Is not rapdly 
spreading may be accurately judged 
from the fact that a number of the 
straight Socialist candidates were 
overwhelmingly defeated In strong La- 
bor constituencies by party men at the 
late election. Even the present So- 
cialist members received the votes of 
many laboring men and others who 
have little sympathy with the Socialist 
propaganda. These members must, 
however, be absolved from the charge 
of taking advantage of this fact to 
make socialistic, capital from their 
election, as each candidate during the 
campaign avowed himself unqualified- 
ly a member of the Socialist party. 
The Socialist never denies his politi- 
cal cult, and glories In the fact of his 
socialistic preferences to a degree 
somewhat beyond the comprehension 
or 'appreciation of those whose politi- 
cal opinions are shaped on party lines. 
The evanescent and visionary Ideals of 
the Socialist which escape the mental 
grasp of the average politician are not 
wanting in the creed and pronounce- 
ments of the present Socialist mem- 
bers, and however they may vote on 
the measures before the House thcro 
Is never any misunderstanding as to 
their identity as the representatives 
of what they believe will becomo a 
new social and political order. 

The Member for Nanaimo 

Is the recognized leader of the party 
in the legislature, though it may be 
doubted whether he is considered 
leader of tho Socialist party in the 
country. Mr. .1. 11. Hawthornthwalto 
lias had an interesting political career, 
the details of which would make fas- 
cinating reading for those who do not 
know them. They deserve, Ctom their 
literary possibilities, u more extended 



reference than the present space af- 
fords. The member for Nanaimo was 
born in Ireland, though he is of Eng- 
Ush extraction on his father's side, and 
during the twenty-two years of his 
residence in British Columbia, up till 
the time he was selected as the candi- 
date of the Independent Labor party in 
Nanaimo in 1900, led a secluded life, 
exhibiting little interest in the politi- 
cal affairs of the country. Just how 
he captured the nomination of that 
party has always been a mystery even 
to his constituents, but It was the be- 
ginning of what has since developed 
into an enviable political career. Few 
of the platform politicians of the 
province are gifted with his ability to 
judge his audiences and to address 
them, either with the moderation 
which the situation demands or with 
the revolutionary skyrockets that 
sometimes Illuminate the Socialist 
leader's platform utterances. When 
he is surrounded by an audience of his 
own "class-conscious" confreres, his 
language is often treasonable, and h 
defies precedent in his criticism of th 
established institutions of the conn 
try. He is more guarded when ad 
dressing mixed audiences in which the 
members of his party are in the minor- 
ity, and can make an interesting ad- 
dress on political subjects when he 
cuts out his socialistic rant. In the 
House, while he never misses an op 
portunity to attack the capitalistic 
system and to condemn "wage sla- 
very," he keeps well within parlia- 
mentary rules in debate. Everything, 
however, must g-rind grist for the So- 
cialist mill, and the ingenuity which 
he exhibits in framing criticisms of 
government measures or opposition 
amendments, so as to make them ex- 
cuses for socialistic harangues, lias 
often amazed the members of I he 
House. He lias arrogated to his office 
as leader of his party the same im- 
portance as attaches to that of leader 
of the opposition, and is on his feet 
even oftener than the latter. It is no 
exaggeration to say that many of his 
speeches bore the members, some of 
whom retire to the lobby and yawn 
over "Too much hot air," but at times 
his shrewd observations exhibit a. de- 
gree of familiarity with abstract poli- 
tical subjects that is highly compli- 
mentary to his Intelligence. Ills man- 
ner 'when speaking Is usually earnest, 
and especially so when lie. is ringing 
the changes on his favorite socialistic 
topics. Ordinarily standing with his 
hands folded behind hilli, when he Is 
in animated discussion he uses sev- 
eral sets of gestures apparently with- 
out thought of their fitness or unfit- 
ness to give oratorical finish to his re- 



marks. Mr. Hawthornthwalte has 
never quite succeeded in convincing 
either the House or the country of his 
absolute political sincerity, though he 
vows that not even a cabinet position 
in any party government, except his 
own, would tempt him to desert the 
ranks of the Socialists. 

His election by acclamation in 1!I00 
as the representative of the Indepen- 
dent Labor party, his re-election in 
1903 as an avowed Socialist over one 
opponent, by a large majority, and his 
return In 1!)07 over two party candi- 
dates with a large plurality over his 
next highest opponent has a signifi- 
cance with reference to his political 
standing In his' own constituency 
which cannot be overlooked or under- 
estimated. He sits in the House with 
one of his Socialist colleagues on the 
right and the other on the left. He 
has the distinction of being the only 
"gentleman" member of the legislature, 
as, aside from his legislative duties, lie 
has no known vocation. 

The Member for Newcastle 

is a working miner and intimate with 
the political opinions of tho wage- 
earning class. .Mr. Parker Williams, 
a native of Wales, as his speech be- 
trayeth, has been a British Columbian 
for nine years and represents the elec- 
toral district lying between Alberni 
and Cowlchan, embracing tho extensive 
Island operations of the Wellington 
Colliery company at Extension with Its 
residential headquarters at Ladysmith. 
Besides coaling, the district is agri- 
cultural and includes among its in- 
dustries logging and milling of lum- 
'ber. Air. Williams is another worthy 
illustration of tho working men's de- 
termination to have representation In 
the legislative chambers, and Is a 
credit to that class in his community. 
Tho present is his second term in llie 
House. He explains his adoption of 
socialistic, tenets because of his dis- 
gust with what ho terms the corrup- 
tion and other reprehensible things as- 
sociated with government by parties, 
and, like many another Socialist or 
distinctively Labor candidate, Is a de- 
serter from the Liberal ranks. Tho 
disgust with Which he resented party 
government drove him to a study of 
the system of political economy de- 
nominated Socialism, if it may lie call- 
ed a system, and he found therein the 
prospective balm for the wounds of 
society In its economic sores.

llouiish. Me lias few mannerisms, and 
is not awkward in gesture or speech. 
Neither is lie fiery or revolutionary, 
but displays a moderation in address 
Which is much more likely to command 
a hearing than the more pyrotechnic 
panegryrles of others. To show how 
evenly balanced is the sentiment of 
his district on theories of political 
economy, it is only necessary to state 
that out of nine hundred registered 
voters he won his seat by a majority 
of sixty-two. 

Tho Member for Grand Forks 

completes tho Socialist trio In tlio 
legislative assembly, and Mr. John 
Mclnnis, who 'holds that honor, Is the 
youngest member Of the House as 
years are reckoned. His riding em- 
braces the territory bounded by Green - 
wood and Ymir, and is the most im- 
portant section of the Boundary 
country. In it are the famous Phoe- 
nix mines at the town which prom- 
ises to rival Butte, Montana, as a 
wealth-producing centre, and the 
Granby smelter, one of tho largest In 
tho country, employs the men who 
helped to elect him. The valleys of 
the Kettle and Cascade rivers, which 
water this territory, have unbounded 
agricultural and fruit-growing pos- 
sibilities, while the climate lends it- 
self to the encouragement of these. 
Mr. Mclnnis Is an avowed Socialist, 
elected as such and holding 
firmly the political creed of his class. 
He believes, of course In the collective 
ownership by the people of everything 
collectively used and in the develop- 
ment and management of these by the 
state under Socialistic regime, but 
unlike the more or less advanced and 
revolutionary Socialists he admits pro- 
prietory or private ownership of things 
personally used. He is rapidly acquir- 
ing readiness in speech and clear- 
ness of expression together with con- 
fidence in himself in the house. So 
far as he has gone in his experience 
with political adventure, and the am- 
enities of debate he enjoys tho game. 

The present is his first session in 
the legislature and on the floor he 
avers that a return of a Socialistic 
government will take place in the near 
future. 

The Westminster Constituency 

Is loo well known to old timers and 
to the rising generation to require de- 
scription in these papers. Its early 
history, its advantageous fresh water 
frontage on the Fraser river, its dis- 
astrous fire and its subsequent Phoe- 
nix-like. resurrection from Its ashes 
aro matters of common knowledge.

He is a 
Conservative by rational choice, und 
like many other members of the 
house, was dragged into tin; political 
arena by the pressure of lfis friends. 
Ho has given a good account of him- 
self and has amply justified the judg- 
ment of those who called him to bear 
tho Standard of his party. He quali- 
fied for confidence as a public man 
by serving on tho school municipal 
and hospital boards of his city, and 
during nlno or ton years took an ac- 
tive Interest in municipal affairs in 
general.

prospect which was once ' so full of 
promise for the necessary railway 
connections. Some years ago tho 
Kootenay Central railway obtained a 
charter from tho then provincial gov- 
ernment with the promise of substan- 
tial subsidies to aid in tho construc- 
tion of the line. The exploitation of 
the company and the securing of tho 
necessary capital to guarantee con- 
struction was being successfully car- 
ried out when the tempestuous poli- 
tical experiences of tho province of 
British Columbia were experienced. 
The Instability of successive govern- 
ments handicapped the enterprise and 
some technical changes in the laws 
governing railway corporations wore 
overlooked by those in charge of the 
undertaking, with tho result that the 
bonus and subsidies granted under 
tho charter of tho company lapsed.

sary lias- passed out of reach unless 
tho avowed policy of the present ad- 
ministration is discarded. These 
conditions justify the sore grievance 
of tile people of the riding. 

Besides its lumbering and mining 
possibilities there is abundant land 
suitable for agricultural and fruit 
growing purposes, with the advan- 
tage over constituencies lying farther 
west that it. would bo twenty-four 
hours nearer the markets of the 
prairie provinces than those of the 
other parts of British Columbia.

"Victoria is, in my opinion, destined 
to become t Ho Washington of the 
west." Such was the statement made 
by Thomas C. Irving, the western gen- 
eral manager of Bradstreets, who ar- 
rived In this city yesterday and is 
now staying at the Oak Bay hotel. 

liven though he had been in the city 
only a few hours, Mr. Irving, located, 
in the midst of tho beauties of Oak 
Bay, had yielded himself completely 
to the spells of tho superb weather, 
and the Colonist reporter who called 
on him found him in a most optimistic 
mood. 

"There's a great future ahead of this 
city of yours," said 1)/?. "I've been 
pretty well over tho whole of Canada, 
but I've never before seen anything 
that can beat this," and Mr. Irving 
with a wave of his hand took in tho 
smiling waters of tho Bay and the 
blue hills in tho distance. 

"It's your splendid climate and your 
beautiful scenery that are going to bo 
the making of this city," ho continued. 
"The country Is bound to go ahead — 
British Columbia is destined to be one 
of the richest provinces of the Domin- 
ion, and the natural collorary of that 
is that there are going to be a lot of 
men made wealthy within the next few 
j years. When a man has gathered to 
himself a certahi amount .of tills 
world's goods h wants to settle down 
somewhere, and it is to Victoria I 
Prophesy that the future wealthy men 
of the west will turn to spend their 
declining days. That's why I say that 
this city will become tho Washington 
of the west. "Washington is a place 
of rich men. It is a beautiful town, 
and such a place as rich men like to 
in. dust such a place will Vic- 
toria become. Of course your trade 
will grow, but Vancouver is I think 
bound to become the commercial head- 
quarters of the province. While Vic- 
toria will become the Washington, I 
should say that Vancouver would be- 
come tho New York of the west."

10 STRAIGHTEN STREET 



Cook Street Proposition Will Be 
Before Council on Mon- 
day Night 



Definite steps have 'been taken by 
the city for the straightening of Cook 
.street. The plan iw u favorite of the 
Mayor's, and ever since the present 
council has been receiving more or 
less attention from the aldermen who 
are members of the streets, brldgos 
and sewers committee. No decisive 
move was made, however, untii a few 
days ago, when it was unanimously 
decided at a meeting of that committee 
that the undertaking should bo pro- 
ceeded with as soon as possible. A'.d. 
Henderson has posted a notice at the 
city hall setting forth the resolution 
of tlie committee in this respect, and 
the whole matter will come before the 
aldermen at the regular meeting to- 
morrow evening. 

The project is a large one and in- 
volves the street from the Fairfield to 
the Dallas road. Cook street has 
the distinction of being the widest 
street in the city, being, between the 
two points named, of a uniform width 
of 100 feet. Were it not for the fact 
that it has, in common with so many 
other streets in this city, an untoward 
kink, it would be the finest residential 
thoroughfare in Victoria. 
• The jog is between Hilda and May 
streets. From the Fairfield road to 
the former of these two streets the 
thoroughfare runs uniformly nortl 
and south. Below Hilda street It 
takes u slight dip to the. east, to r« 
sume its north and smith course again 
beiow May street. To straighten it 
It will he necessary to abandon most 
of the present roadway between these 
two streets :.nd to take a large slice

off the recently subdivided Fairfield 
farm estate. 

The irregular portion of the street 
Is faced for its whole length by the 
Fairfield estate, and although this has 
been on the market as building sites 
for some time, it has not yet been 
built upon. Accordingly the city will 
not be called Upon to destroy or re- 
move any buildings. 

The property which, according to 
the tentative plans of the city engi- 
neer, It will be necessary to expropri- 
ate include parts of lots' 1, 2, ^ and 4 
of Block H, parts of lots 1, 2, 3 and I 
of Block I, parts of lots 1, 2. 3 and 1, 
Block J, and parts of lots 1, 2, 3 and -I, 
Block K. The property , is all valu- 
able, but in no case Is it rated so 
high on the market as to warrant the 
owners holding the city up for a pro 
hibltive price. Inasmuch as the 
carrying out of the plan will have tho 
effect of making Cook street one of 
the finest residential streets in the 
city, and of Immensely enhancing tho 
vaiuo of the real estate facing on it, it 
is expectfd that the property owners 
in question will be in favor of the 
plan. 

In addition to the widening of the 
roadway there is also a proposition 
for the establishment of a speedway 
for horsemen on this street. It is 
pointed out that the building of such 
a speedway between the Dallas and 
the Fairfield roads would allow of a 
drive out from the city by way of the 
outer wharf and back by the Fairfield 
road.

To ono who has lived with the 
beautiful and glorious of nature ever 
near at hand, with no obstacles In tho 
way to enjoy the manifold and wonder- 
ful ' glories which glow around 
thorn in varying and gorgeous 
grandeur sometimes tho most ex- 
quisite sights and the most de- 
lightful pleasures become common- 
place, but they never loso their charm 
nor does their beauty fade. Ever, 
ever, over do tho scenes of tho wild- 
wood and tho stream call for tho ono 
who has once frequented them and 
ever, over, ever do tho sports of the 
woods and tho waters appeal to tho 
ono who has engaged in thorn. 

A short distance from Seattle by 
water, just across the boundary lino 
between the United States and British 
Columbia, a provineo of Canada, is 
Vancouver Island, where all the de- 
lights of the forest and the stream 
abound and where the oldest white 
settlement In the Northwest is situated 
—the citv of Victoria. Vancouver Isl- 
and is yet a wild and unsettled reg- 
ion In part, as untouched as when the 
vessels of Columbus touched for the 
first time the shores of the now world 
and as' when for the tirst time the 
banners of Old Spain were planted up- 
on tho western slopes and tho great 
ocean which lay before the soldiers 
was named, "Tho Pacific." Victoria 
is hallowed with a history which 
touches all the parts of this great 
Northwest and reaches out and en- 
riches tho doings of years in tho past, 



many of which are forgotten and lost 
from the memory of men. The city 
ls in fact a bit of Old England planted 
in the new world, with the energy and 
tho enterprise of men of tho new world 
moving around in the customs and tho 
architecture of the day of tho ancient 
past. Oh. tho glow — tho glow of tho 
heart antt the gleam of the eye, when 
a tourist beholds Victoria and treads 
upon her streets tho first time! 

As ono nears Victoria from the wat- 
er can he seen, the whirling currents 
as they dash upon the rocky shores 
at the entrance to tho inlet. Wo have 
come across tho straits, perhaps, and 
the day has been a beautiful manifes- 
tation of tho glory of the Universe. 
The clear blue skies have been pointed 
by the snow-covered summits of 
many mountain peaks. The afternoon, 
if it bo in the afternoon, is warm and 
delightful. A golden glow holds the 
mountains as the sun hovers abovo 
their tops ere sinking' to rest beyond 
them in the sea. 

Upon the shores of the island tho 
primitive Indian may be tenting in his 
aYicient modeled tepee beneath tho 
giant trees, or the children of the 
white man may be holding sports upon 
tho bay. At any rate, a welcome 
awaits — a welcome, which is not pre- 
tention, but honest and as blunt as 
it is cheering and pleasing. 

Tho postotllce building catches the 
eye and pleases tho mind with its sol- 
id and strong lines, after the magnifi- 
cent and beautiful parliament build- 
ings have been passed and the eye has 
paused to take In tho proportions and 
symmetry of the now Canadian Rail- 
road hotel which stands at the head 
of tho inlet, where onco the tide rose 
and fell.

has a great interest and 
hour can bo spent visiting, one of the 
shipyards at Victoria, whore can bo 
seen under course of construction a 
sailing vessel, which when completed 
will ride majestically the waves of tho 
ocean to rise and fall with each tidal 
swell, to battle with the storm, to fleo 
before tiie rushing winds across the 
bosom of the trackless deep, eventual- 
ly to nestle close to the piers of some 
commercial port and stand proudly 
awaiting the order of the master to 
light tho waves -again. 

Tlio scenes in and around Victoria 
are especially beautiful and attractive. 
Among some of the most interesting 
Is the Gorge, a narrow place through 
which the waters of tho sea rush for- 
wards and backwards at every change 
of the tide, spanned by a bridge 
reaching from rocky ledge to rocky 
ledge. Victoria Arm with its placid 
and peaceful pastoral surroundings has 
a delight for many. Tlio scones of the 
regattas lire the minds of the spec- 
tators to a frenzy and are tho great 
delight of all lovers of aquatic sports. 

The glorious sports of river, lake 
and forest, however, accomplish more 
for the tourist's happiness than any- 
thing else. Ah, the trout stream of the 
Vancouver Island wilderness Is a mag- 
nlnflcont and Indescribable place!

over rucks and How through pools 
which are alive with tho gamiest and 
most charming trout that ever jump- 
ed a riffle or climbed the current of a 
steam. 

Tho lakes, surrounded to their wat- 
er's edge with dense timber, are 
stocked with abundant fish of many 
descriptions and poor, indeed, the fel- 
low who goes forth to come back 
without a catch. The wild! The soli- 
tude! Tho grand and overwhelming 
joyous exhilaration and thrilling de- 
light of the wild! Man can then be 
lost in the immensity and greatness 
of the Spirit who wrought tho moun- 
tains and tilled tlio hollows covered by 
the sua. 

The hunter can .always find , his 
quarry in the Vancouver Island woods. 
It is no uncommon thing to bring down 
ell;, deer, bear, and all kinds of 
feathered game. A thrilling moment 
is that when the stag stands strong 
and unmindful in the sight of tlio aim- 
ing hunter. The glow of liealth as it 
exists in tho untenanted wild, is 
breathed from its nostrils. The pow- 
er and glory of a created, living, maj- 
estic creature is pictured in tho re- 
cesses of the still wood. Tho warmth 
and brightness of life is present. Then 
— crack! A crash is heard. The proud 



horned leader of a herd is no more. 
The hot blood trickles out upon the 
leaves and dirt. Once more a sacri- 
fice of unblemished and unspotted pur- 
ity and strength is made upon tho al- 
tar of the chase, that man may live. 

The mountains of Vancouver Island 
hold minerals .and deposits of coal and 
lime. In addition to tho wealth of tho 
fisheries and the commercial interests 
the mines are of interest and it is a 
sight worth seeing to visit the concen- 
trator and smelters. Tlio great wealth 
of tho island, however, is contained In 
its lumbering. 

Immense are the capacities of some 
of the saw mills which take in the 
gigantic fallen monarchs of tho for- 
est and turn them out in ripped and 
cut dimensions. From tho mills lum- 
ber is shipped to tho ports of the 
world and there is not a nation upon 
tho face of tho earth, where the ocean 
loads which has not boon treated to 
ono cargo, at least, of Vancouver Isl- 
and lumber. 

Not far from Victoria aro tho gar- 
dons which are run by the Chinese 
gardeners, quiet and persistent fellows 
who work day and night for a pittance 
and when they have gathered together 
a competence, go back to the llowery 
kingdom from whence they camo. 

The soil hero is kept under the 
highest of cultivation and from the 



fruits and products raised and from 
other sources havo been gathered a 
very interesting and attractive display 
which can ho seen in the Tourist As- 
sociation's rooms on Fort street. 

In tho meadows near Victoria are 
some old and picturesque meadows 
Where can bo scon gnarled oaks. In 
these pastures sheep aro often found 
and a beautiful sight, truly it is to watch 
them as they wait to hear the shep- 
herd's voice when he comes out to see 
thorn and notice how they are getting 
along. Can anything bo pictured more 
pleasing and pathetic 'ha na drove 
of sheep With no shepherd peacefully 
browsing beneath tho shadows of the 
old gnarled oaks? 

Tho summer months are replete 
With scenes of work upon the farm in 
the agricultural districts of British Co- 
lumbia and many the romance, which 
has been woven around tho scenes of 
the meadows in haymaking. The liv- 
ing could speak but wdll not; the dead 
cannot, hence we have no tales of the 
haying to tell at this time. Maud 
Muller is historic and we will let it go 
at that. 

The architecture of Victoria is of 
tho old type, interspersed with the 
new. One of tho most expensive and 
palatial homes In tho west is the cas- 
tle of Lord Dunsmulr. With tills ar- 
ticle is presented a view of a modern 
typo of home and convenient and 
shows tho sweet home life of the Vic- 
toria people in tho flowers and foliage 
which surround It. 

The residents of Victoria live. As 
they journey through the maze of eurth 
they pause, once in a while, and im- 
bibe of the deep and everlasting de- 
lights,' which the Creator placed upon 
tho earth for tiie enjoyment and hap- 
piness of man. Many Americans can 



learn largo and beneficial lessons from 
tho home life of tho British Columbia 
people. In their social llfo thoy aro 
lively and wide awake In all things. 
Thoy stop in their eating long enough 
to tasto of tho foods before thoy rush 
on to tho duties which if not com- 
pleted today must go over to the morrow. 

In their parks and recreation 
grounds tho Victorians aro keenly 
alivo to tho beautiful and strengthen- 
ing. The touch of tho soul of tho 
heavens which comes upon tlio breath 
of tho wind is the influence hero and 
the magic power of the spirit of nature 
is tho great force tilling this region, 
whore those can go who would quaff 
tho wine of llfo, where they can forgot 
tlio cares and worries of business 
strife. 

Some have said that tho Victorians 
aro a slow people, but this is wrong. 
Thoy keep such hours as tho business 
man of Seattle and tho other cities of 
tho United States. Thoy aro at their 
offices by oight and nine in tho morn- 
ing, the professional men at ten, and 
thoy remain there until tho evening 
hour comes around, with a respite at 
noon. In business dealings thoy arc 
courteous and honest and make it 
their boast that their word is as good 
as their bond. 

No ono who comes to tho North- 
west should fail to visit Victoria and 
Vancouver Island. It Is a short and 
delightful trip across the waters of 
Puget Sound to the city and from 
Victoria the Canndian Pacific Railway 
operates a lino of railroad leading to 
Nanalmo, Ladysmith and Duncans, af- 
fording all who deslro cheap and easy 
access to somo of the most interesting 
and charming mparts of tho Northwest 
and certainly tho most pleasing and 
dollghtful about which ono can read. 



AN APRIL MORNING 

The Lovely Land and Water View 
From the Road at Oak Bay 



It was tho morning of April 20th. 
Tho glorious sunshine made everything 
beautiful. Tho cherry trees were laden 
with bloom; the 'roadsides yellow with 
dandelions. Tlio air was delicately 
fregrant with the odor of swcot briar. 
In the gardens along the car line, as 
we rode out to Oak Bay, there was a 
wealth of flowers, the gracefu daffo- 
UH the stately tulips, the , pr mroses 
of various hues and tho long rows i yl 
white arabus combining with the^el- 
vety? green lawns to make pictures 
fair enough to satisfy the most exact- 
ing At Oak Bay there was a gcntlo 
wind blowing from the Strait, bat not 
■ enough to detract from the genial 
w anntn of the day. Tho air had a 
misty look, and in. consequence the 
distant lowlands were obscured I, 1 ut 
above tho faint cloud rose tho grand, 
rugged pinnacle of Mount Baker, 
learning- In unblemished whiteness 
against the blue sky. In the middle 
distance the shores of "0]^ot.ttaa 
islands of the Georgian Archipelago 
were visible. To tho left were tho 
green fields and attractive homes 
which border tho bay. In tho middle 
distance and stretching far away to 
Hie right, until it was lost in the imUt, 
were the placid waters of the Strait. 
If one looked still further around to 
the right, the majestic peaks of tho 
Olympic mountains, with their snow- 
fields and glaciers, stood out with 
startling distinctness. 

This view is one of those most 
esteemed by visitors to Victoria. It is 
an expansive one. It can hardly be 
called a picture. It Is more of a pan- 
orama. An artist could not depict it 
all upon one canvas. To take It all 
in, several distinct paintings would be 
necessary. Photographs, of which 
there are many, utterly fail to give a 
just conception of the beauty and 
grandeur of the scene from this point. 
The powers of the photographic lens 
aro limited. It cannot reproduce the 
perspective in due proportion, and 
when an attempt is made to illustrate 
a scene in which there are. distant 
mountains, the lens practically breaks 
down. In a photograph, Mount Baker, 
which this morning seemed to hang 
like a great monument of white mar- 
ble almost in the heart of the heav- 
ens, being cut off from the lower 
levels by the bank of mist, would look 
like a little white shape of no particu- 
lar significance, and the Olympics, the 
admiration of all who behold them, 
would be shorn of ninety per cent of 
their beauty and all of their magnifl 
cencc. 

As the observer stands on the shore 
of Oak Bay, he looks out over an in- 
teresting waterway. To the right, 
across the unbroken expanse of water, 
is tho steamer route to Seattle and 
the other cities on Puget Sound, rap- 
idly becoming the chief headquarters 
of the commerce or the United States 
upon the- Pacific Coast. To tho left, 
winding between the islands, is the 
steamer route' to Vancouver, and tho 
terminus of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way. From this point as the clays 
pass, you may see the beautiful 
steamships of tho Canadian Pacific go 
backwards and forwards on their way 
to and from the Orient; tho admirable 
liners which ply between Victoria and 
Vancouver, on the one hand, and the 
Australasian cities on the other. Or 
you may see the great freighters of 
the China Mutual, better known as 
the Blue Funnel liners, or the Marus, 
which is the name borne by the ships 
of the Nippon Yusen Kaisha, that 
great Japanese steamship organiza- 
tion which is bidding BO hard for su- 
premacy in the commerce Of the North 
Pacific ocean. In addition to 
these there are the many steam- 
ships of various lines, which ply 
to tho Puget Sound ports, including 
the coasting ships from San Francisco, 
soon to bo added to ' the Canadian 
lino to Mexico. OtTfOJ craft, which 
traverse those waters, are those en- 
gaged in the Alaskan tradg and that 
with the ports on the northwest coast 
of British Columbia, also the great 
colliers, which load at the Vancouver 
Island mines, thft lumber ships, which 
got their cargoes at the mills along 
these Inland seas, the ore carriers 
from the north, and a host of smaller 
craft, 

There Is an historic interest about 
the scone. That largo Island In tho 
middle distance and almost In a line 
with Mount Baker, Is San Juan, over 
the possession of which Great Britain 
and the United States very nearly 
came to blows, not very long ago. The 
dispute was left to the arbitrament of 
the Emperor of Germany, grandfather 
of tho present Kaiser, and ho gave the! 
Island to the United States, 





Tourists Viewing the Magnificent Scenery of the Gulf From the Golf Links, Oak- Bay 



As robins . herald the approach of 
spring, so In the city of Victoria does 
the appearance on th e streets of the 
tally-hos, with their burdens of gaily- j 
attired visitors, portend the opening 
of the tourist, season. Perhaps in mo 
other way do strangers to the city get 
so much enjoyment for so littlo cash 
expenditure as In indulging in the 
tally-ho pastime; and the indications 
aro that tlio coming summer will wit- 
ness the greatest popularity In this 
phase of "taking In the sights" .yet 
recorded. There ar* now In the city 
about a half-dozen of this sort of 
vehicles — the latest importations be- 
ing of a most elaborate and ornato 
character. The outlook for a big seas- 
on's trade is considered tiie rosiest. 

It was about fivo years ago that the 
Victoria Transfer Co. made tho ven- 
ture of placing on the streets of Vic- 
toria a tally-ho such as Is in use at all 
tho big tourist resorts in tho United 
States. That they acted wisely in do- 
ing so is attested by the fact, that the 
venture proved profitable from tho 



start, so much so that rivals soon en- 
tered the Held. But during the past 
three or four seasons, owing to the 
growth of the tourist, traffic, there has 
been business enough for all, and with 
tho assurance that there will be a .re- 
markably large number of visitors in 
the city tho present summer, it is 
taken as a certainty that tho business 
this year will prove very lucrative. 

It is doubtful If there Is any other 
way In which the magnificent attrac- 
tions of Victoria can ho seen to so 
good advantage as from the top of one 
of the comfortable tally-hos. The en- 
joyment derived from a drive in one 
of them is incomparably greater than 
In the case of those who take their 
outing in an automobile. In tho first 
place, tho seats In an auto aro alto- 
gether too low to permit of properly 
enjoying the scenic beauties of the 
country traversed; the speed of the 
auto does not allow of lolsuroly sight- 
seeing — and to the bulk of people there 
Is still a fascination in sitting behind 
spanking teams driven four-in-hand 
by tin expert Jehu, such as are em- 



ployed by the companies operating the 
tally-hos in this city. 

A rather remarkable feature Of the 
tally-ho business as conductod here 
was pointed out by a gentleman own- 
ing one of the vehicles to the Colonist 
yesterday. He said that notwithstand- 
ing the fact that it was possibly tho 
cheapest way in which an outing for 
purposes of pleasure could be indulged 
In, the fact remained that very few 
of the residents of Victoria availed 
themselves of the Opportunity. Most 
of tiie patrons woro visitors, strangers 
in the city. Hi; hardly knew how to 
account for this, as, were the delight 
of a drive in- a lally-ho on a tine 
day properly appreciated, he was suro 
Victorians themselves ' would be 
amongst (lie most ardent patrons of 
the pastime. 

During the height of the tourist 
season, when nil the hotels are full of 
guests, It Is necessary very often for 
seats to be reserved a day In advance, 
so keen is the deslro for visitors to 
'take In' ono of the famous drives. And 
the drives are really famous and prob- 
ably unequalled for scenic magnifi- 



cence anywhere in the world. A fav- 
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3 chosen IS through Beacon 
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) Bay and home to the city 
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• Visitors never tire of singing the 
praises of Victoria after "taking In" 
this drive. Tho charms of Beacon' Hill 
park aro never seen to better advant- 
age, The- broad, winding roadways, 
shaded Into a delicious coolness by the 
interlaced branches of the mighty oaks 
and elms; the pretty lakes over which 
run picturesque arched bridges, the 
flower beds with 'their wealth of buds 
and blossoms — all make up an environ- 
ment at once pleasing to the eye and 
a delight, to the senses. Emerging on to 
the beach driveway, at the foot of 
which roll in In refreshing grandeur 
the billows of tho Straits of. San Juan 
do Fucu, piercing the sky-lino to the 
south aro seen the mighty Olympic 
mountains, their heads hoary with the 
snows of untold centuries, stern sen- 
tinels of that magnificent water course, 
Puget Sound. Pursuing the broad, 
winding road which leads to Oak Bay, 
hero another dollghtful scenic outlook 
greets the visitors— the broad expanse 
of tho Gulf waters, with tho snow- 



capped Cascades in tho distance, being 
dotted with numerous pretty islets, re- 
splendent in their spring verdure. 
On' reaching Cadboro Bay the eyes of 
the Btranger are permitted to view 
what Is pronounced by much-travelled 
people to be ono of the grandest nat- 
ural sights to bo found anywhere in 
the world — tho broad bay in its horse- 
shoe form encompassing a valley from 
whoso shores rise gently reclining hills 
which will no doubt ultimately become 
the ultra-fashionable quarter, from a 
residential standpoint, In a city famed 
far and near for its magnificent homes. 
Returning to the city via Rockland 
avenue at present tho "Nob II 111" of 
tin' city, tho visitor views at close 
range some of the most magnificent re- 
sidential structures to bo found in any 
city of similar size In the world — 
buildings of tho typo of Old World 
architecture being embowered amongst 
trees and shrubbery behind spacious 
green lawns. 

This, it is to be remembered, is but 
oho of the famous taily-ho drives. The 
others which are favorites — to tho 
Gorge, to Esquimau, to Cordova Bay, 
to Motchosln— being equally magnifi- 
cent and onjoyuble in their scenic at- 
tractiveness. 



HISTORIC INTEREST 

Some of the Memories Which Clus- 
ter Around the Scene 



It was hero that Juan do Fuca some 
two centuries or so ago, sailed, and 
here ho invented his fairy tale about 
a great strait extending across to tho 
Atlantic, that is, If ho ever was in this 
part of tho world at all. When ho got 
back from his prolonged voyage, ho 
told his story to tho merchants of 
Genoa, and offered, for reasonable 
consideration, to take a party of them 
through tho great passageway; but 
the offer was not accepted. Many 
people believed his story. Vancouver 
named the Strait after him, because It 
tallied in a general way with tho de- 
scription he had given of it, and when 
Captain Meares came across the Pa- 
cific and explored a part of this coast, 
ho sailed from Nootka ono lino sum- 
mer day, and when he reached a point 
in the Strait, about abreast of whero 
we stood looking out over tho water, 
he saw a mist lying low .upon it, as 
wo saw it yesterday. There was no 
land in sight, except the Olym- 
pics on the south and • tho 
islands of tho archipelago on tho north, 
and he felt sure that he had discover- 
ed Juan de Fuca's passage to the At- 
lantic. His ship was not in very good 
condition, so he put back to Nootka, 
and before lie could pursue his investi- 
gations any further, tho Spaniards 
camo along, and took him and all ho 
had into their possession, and he was 
too much pleased when thoy allowed 
him to go home, to troublo himself 
about learning where the beautiful 
passage led to. However this did not 
keep him from writing a book about 
his voyages, which was proper enough, 
nor did it prevent him from evolving 
a very interesting theory about this 
mysterious waterway. He was absolu- 
tely suro for two reasons that tho 
Strait extended through to tho Atlan- 
tic. These reasons were tho exlstenco 
of ice In tho form of small floating 
bergs along what is now Alaska. 
These he said could never have, been 
formed in tho ulmost tropical regions 
in which Nootka is situated. But his 
most conclusive reason was the pres- 
ence of whales In these waters. Whero 
else could they have come from, ho 
asked, but from the Atlantic? That 
they could have found their way 
around through the Arctic ocean was 
not supposable. It was utterly un- 
reasonable to think that they could 
have come by way of Cape Horn or 
around the Capo of Good Hope. There- 
fore, he argued, there must be a direct 
passage through tho American conti- 
nent to the North Atlantic, and through 
this tho whales come. When ho pub- 
lished his theory it was treated with 
a great deal of serious consideration. 
Pamphlets were written against It, but 
tho captain had been here, and know 
that lie saw tho Ice, and the whales, 
and the water way, extending towards 
the oast further than tho eye could 
reach, and so ho maintained that Juan 
de Fuca was right ami that tho groat 
transcontinental waterway existed and 
would ono day form the highway of 
commerce between Europe and tho 
Orient. Captain Meares was about 
as far astray as a man could be as 
the nature of tho transcontinental 
route which Oriental commerco would 
follow; but he was right in thinking 
that it would be by way of tho beauti- 
ful Strait, tho waters of which his 
little ship was one of tho first to navi- 
gate, i 

Such arc a few of the things that 
ono ought to know about when tak- 
ing a tally-ho drive around by tlio 
ocean road to Oak Bay, or when ono 
sits on some glorious morning like 
that of yesterday, and looks out over 
the matchless scenery. Imagination 
can easily go backward and recall 
what tho Bceno was like in tho days 
when Juan de Fuca, and Meares, and 
that great master mariner Vancouver 
endeavored to wrest from the North- 
west Coast its many secrets; but no 
one can hope to forecast even In tho 
mind's eye what tho scone will bo 
like, when the commerce between Am- 
erica and tho Orient has reached its 
full development. This lovely water- 
way upon which ono looks from Oak 
Bay, Is Nature's great vestlbulo for tho 
American continent. Victoria stands 
nearest tlio sea but ono of tho many 
ports which are reached by it. To 
this city and to the other cities, grow- 
ing tip on every hand, all tho trans- 
continental railway lines aro elthor 
now built or aro heading. Horo will 
centre the commerco of hundreds of 
millions of people. This is tho "land- 
locked" blue of which Kipling sings: 

(From iKust to West the circling word Ima 
paused, 

The West 1b Kiist beside our land-locked 
blue; 

From JSust to West tlio tested chnhi holds 
fast. 

Tho well-forged link rings true.

In eager thought, and will no longer wait. 

If the present is to bo Canada's cen- 
tury, ns the last was United States', 
there must be something radical done 
to keep transportation facilities 
abreast of the rapid development 
which is at present taking place. In 
1905 Canada had over twenty thousand 
six hundred miles of railroad. Since 
that time some six thousand addition- 
al miles have been constructed. Be- 
sides the old established companies the 
National Transcontinental and the J. 
J. Hill systems have begun active 
work in the new territory and a num- 
ber of smaller companies have been 
chartered or have started construction 
work In the seemingly limitless terri- 
tory available. But the record of the 
past six months is still too fresh in 
the mliids of all Canadians for them to 
entertain the Idea that these increases 
In mileage and area will be sufficient to 
meet tho needs of Canada. It is the 
last country which possesses "west," 
a term which bring-* the idea of free 
homesteads and unending possibilities 
for the many with little capital but a 
stout heart. 

Canada's Growing Time. 

So far as the century's opening 
years have gone there seems to bo 
nothing which can stop or hinder Can- 
ada's growth. In every civilized land 
where strong virile men ar. to be 
found the fame of the free homesteads 
has gone forth, and so great are the 
inducements offered that even the 
United States, whose last west was of 
yesterday, is sending its thousands to 
lake up their homes on the western 
prairies. Great Britain and all of the 
countries of northern Europe send 
their quota to increase tho tlood of 
immigrants which Is ever pouring in 
to this last west. These Immigrants, 
within a year or more, will be raising 
great crops of grain to swell the golden 
flood which is pouring into the mar- 
kets of Great Britain, Europe and tho 
Orient. This flood has choked tho 
regular avenues of egress and another 
outlet must be found. Tho hopes of 
the west are centred, rightly or wrong- 
ly upon a line to an open port on Hud- 
son Bay to meet their needs. 

In tho Federal House, on February 
22, Sir "Wilfrid Laurier stated that at 
the present time the question of a new 
. outlet, via tho Hudson Bay, Is engag- 
ing tho attention of the government, 
and that while he was not prepared to 
state that it would be taken up at 
once, he expected that before the close 
of the session he would bo In a posi- 
tion to have something to declare upon 
this subject. 

Tho question of tho Hudson Bay 
outlet for the products of western 
Canada has been engaging a consider- 
able amount of attention for many 
years past, but conditions which have J 
existed during the last year have 
made the feeling more acute. Manitoba 
a:nd the new provinces have felt the 
need of additional railroad facilities, 
and along with the Idea that the ex- 
isting railroads have not done all that 
could have been accomplished to re- 
lieve the congestion has come a sen- 
timent that some new avenue of out- 
let should be provided. 

A Bone of Contention. 

For the last twenty or twenty-five 
years endless contention has raged 
over the feasibility of the Hudson Bay 
route to Europe. It has been contend- 
ed that it would be impossible to run 
a railway through the tundra country 
to the northeast of Lake Winnipeg, 
that navigation of the bay was so dan- 
garous and the open season so short 
there that no steamship company would 
care to risk their vessels In such dan- 
gerous waters. However, the impres- 
sion is largely held that these conten- 
tions have been raised either by per- 
sons who did not know the actual 
existing conditions or by companies 
and corporations who did not wish for 
business reasons, that tho route should 
be developed. 

Tile route is deemed feasible by men 
who arc in a position to back their 
opinions. The Canadian Northern now 
has a line under construction to the 
bay, and announces its intention to 
rush construction as rapidly as pos- 
sible. In the list of western railways, 
chartered or under construction, there 
aro some eight or ten which have as 
their terminus some point on the Hud- 
son Bay. This would seem proof 
enough that the route Is considered 
possible, and that in the opinion of 
railway promoters it would prove a 
profitable investment. 

But what Is actually being done? 
The people of Western Canada fully 
believe that the opening up of the 
route is a necessity, but public men, 
who have studied the problem, feel 
that it is too great an undertaking to 
bo attempted by any single company, 
for though they might ultimately car- 
ry the line through, It would be at such 
an expenditure of time that tho West 
could not afford to wait. Tho strong- 
est hacking would be necessary to car- 
ry the construction through In time to 
he of material service to the country 
to be served. The government, there- 
fore, Is the one to undertake the work. 
There Is a strong and growing feel- 
ing that it should be done cither as 
the National Transcontinental Is being 
built or that it should be construct- 
ed as a government railway over 
which nil roads which desire to do so 
may handle trains, 

Westerners Want Relief 

Western members In the federal 
House, as well as a large percentage 



of those in the East, and all shades of 
politics, have spoken in favor of the 
line. Sir Wilfrid Laurier has stated 
that ho fully realizes tho congestion 
which has existed throughout Canada 
during the past yoaiv While tho exist- 
ing railway companies were doing all 
in their power to relieve the situation 
and to meet the ever-increasing de- 
mands upon them, there was some- 
thing further than rolling stock which 
was needed, and that was another out- 
let to the sea. That outlet, he' be- 
lieved, was to bo found by way of 
Hudson Bay. The opening of such a 
routo would be of the greatest bene- 
fit to the West, and this benefit would 
be reflected in tho East. Then, too. It 
would have the tendency to broaden 
Canada, as Eastern Canada had hith- 
erto been confined to the valley of the 
St. Lawrence. It could not possibly 
provo a hindrance to the older Canada 
to have another outlet to the north, 
more particularly as the National 
Transcontinental was tapping such a 
valuable country beyond the height of 
land. 

That the idea was not a now one he 
proved by referring In tho slatuto 
book, where during tho last quarter of 
a century, there has been a chapter 
devoted to the construction of the 
Hudson Bay railway. A substantial 
subsidy of 12.S00 acres lo the mile was 
provided for such a railway, but no 
company or individual had cared to 
take the risk despite the value of the 
land grant offered. As a subsidy of 
that slue had not been sufficient to 
tempt anyone to undertake the con- 
struction, he thought that some other 
means should be found to carry out 
the scheme. 

In the meantime this land grant has 
lapsed, but a suggestion has been of- 
fered whereby tho railroad may bo 
built without this bonus, but the coun- 
try can benefit directly and indirectly 
through Its construction. This sugges- 
tion is that money received from the 
sale or the odd-numbered sections of 
land in the West should be devoted to 
the construction of tho Hudson Bay 
route, and the development of the ter- 
minals at Port Churchill., 
A National Port 

Senator Lougheed, speaking In the 
Senate, expressed the idea that Port 
Churchill should be a national port, 
owned and administered by the Do- 
minion. The government should build 
and own the railroad from Saskatciie- 
wan to Churchill and should give free 
running rights to any railroad which 
desired to haul freight over it. Docks, 
wharves and all dock equipment 
should be built at Churchill and ad- 
ministered by a commission which 
would not only represent the federal 
government, but the Western provin- 
cial governments. If the federal gov- 
ernment was not willing to bear the 
whole of this expense, ho felt that the 
Western provinces would bo willing to 
contribute a share. He would advocate 
that the 5,000,000 acres of land, which 
had been offered as a bonus, should be 
turned over to a commission which 
could realize not less than $5 an aero 
on them, thus providing a fund of 
525,000,000. He estimated the cost of 
building the railroad at $S,000,000. An 
equal sum would be more than suffi- 
cient to equip Churchill, thus leaving 
a fund of $0,000,000 on hand, which 
should produce an annual income of 
somo $300,000. This sum would en- 
able a bonus of a cent or a cent anil a 
half to bo paid on all grain carried 
out of Churchill. 

This idea is not a new one, and 
there is evidence to show that the fed- 
eral government lias had something 
of the kind in view for several months 
past. Last winter William Beech ar- 
rived In Winnipeg from Fort Churchill 
and stated that a party of govern- 
ment surveyors, under Mr. Thlbodeau 
were engaged in making surveys about 
the harbor. The government had re-, 
served a large tract of land at that 
point, the engineers were engaged in 
looking it over as a possible terminus 
for a railway, and also were making 
soundings to get definite knowledge as 
to the suitability of the location for 
vessels of deep draught. This report 
has been still further confirmed 
through debates In the House of Com- 
mons and Senate during this present 
session. 

Knowledge of Conditions 

The government has been active in 
securing accurate information regard- 
ing the possibilities of the Hudson Bay 
route, and already a tremendous vol- 
ume of statistics have been received, 
supplemented by reports from various 
sources, all of which go to confirm the 
belief that the project is feasible. Mis- 
sionaries, trappers, geologists, fisher- 
men and many others have stated that 
open water could be assured at a suf- 
ficiently laic date to permit of the 
handling of at least a large percentage 
of the Western wheat crop. The aux- 
iliary steamer Neptune spent the years 
1903 and 1901 in those northern waters, 
and the report compiled by A. P. Low, 
of the geological survey, who was in 
charge, has been published in book 
form, covering some .'150 pages, with 
maps and cute. Following out the 
same plan the steamer Arctic was 
sent out in charge of Capt. Bernier, 
and still further valuable information 
secured. 

Early in March Prof. Joseph Burr 
Tyrrell, mining engineer ana .explorer, 
who Is considered one of the greatest 
authorities on northern Canada, was 
called before tho Senate committee to 
whom he gave a lengthy description of 
the country which would be tapped by 
the Hudson Bay railway. He said that 
from the north end of Lake Winnipeg, 
west of the Nelson river, there was a 
tract of magnilicont agricultural land 
200 miles wide, running the whole wax- 
to the Athabasca river, somo 595 
miles; that this country was now cov- 
ered with excellent timber, most of It 
fit for manufacturing purposes; that 
the soil, after the timber was removed, 
was equal to anything in the AVest, 
and that the climate could not be 
beaten; that there were large possibil- 
ities of petroleum and coal being dis- 
covered. 

Through a Fine Country 

Describing the proposed route of the 
Hudson Bay railway, lie said that for 
more than half the dlstnnco to tho 
bay tile road ran through a good agri- 
cultural country as far as the fishing 
lakes. From there on the country 
was not so good, being flat and marshy 
for 100 miles, but was an easy coun- 
try to build a railway on, following 
the bank of the Nelson river. Taken 
ns a whole, it would not be an expen- 
sive road to build. He said the coun- 
try was full of large lakes, teeming 
With fish of a very fine futility. He had 
surveyed the north side of one lake 
particularly and traveled over 100 
miles. He had not visited the other 
side of the lake, but, looking from a 
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hill on the north side, he could not see 
across. He had a most thorough 
knowledge of tho country, having 
traveled through it for iive or six years 
exploring for the Dominion govern- 
ment. 

Senator Ferguson, of Prince Ed- 
ward Island, is a strong advocate of 
the Hudson Bay route. During tho 
course of an address delivered early in 
February In the Senate, he pointed out 
that the resources of the Hudson Bay 
and communication to Europe via 
Hudson Straits were subjects that 
were frequently discussed in the Sen- 
ate from 1S7S to 1891. In these dis- 
cussions the route was discredited by 
interests affected by the St. Lawrence 
navigation. There was, no doubt, wis- 
dom In proceeding with deliberation, 
but the time is near at hand when the 
question, he said, would have to be en- 
ergetically dealt with. A glance at the 
map revealed the wonderful position 
of the great Canadian sea. Churchill 
is situated 250 miles west of St. Louis 
and St. Paul. The distance to Liver- 
pool Is the same as from Montreal. 
Churchill communicates with tho open 
sea as directly as Halifax. Develpo- 
ment in the Yukon and at Cobalt have 
given some idea of the wonderful 
wealth of tho Canadian hinterland, and 
reports indicate that tho country 
around the bay is rich in valuable 
minerals, the extent of which can only 
be ascertained when the country Is 
supplied with means of communica- 
tion. Valuable timber grows along the 
rivers. The fisheries of the bay and 
of tho Inland waters of Ungava and 
Keewatin will, when developed, be- 
come one of the best resources of the 
Dominion. 

Dr. Bell's Report 

Hudson Bay has a sea coast within 
the temperate zone of over 2,000 miles. 
Dr. Robert Bell in 1877, during the 
months of July, August and Septem- 
ber, found the temperature along the 
east main coast as follows: Sea, 53 
degrees; rivers, 01 degrees; air, 61 1-2 
degrees, the moan temperature of the 
nlr being only three-quarters of a de- 
greo lower than the average temper- 
ature, at the same period, of ten prin- 
cipal stations from Halifax to Port 
Simpson, on Hie Mackenzie river. Mr. 
Tyrrell gives the average dates of the 
opening and closing of Churchill har- 
bor In all the years from 1821 to 1894, 
as follows: Average day of opening, 
June 19, average day of closing, Nov. 
19; average period of navigation, five 
months. Dr. Bell gives similar dates 
for Fort York, extending over 50 
years, showing an average of six 
months of open water. 

Theo. A. Burrows, M. P., Is one of 
the members of the House who has 
taken a strong stand on this most im- 
portant question of better transporta- 
tion facilities. To a Free Press re- 
porter he recently said: 

"From past experiences it is quite 
clear that no railway company will 
build this road without getting a bo- 
nus which would be equal at least to 
the cost of constructing the railway. 
I think that if the government have to 
pay for tho cost of building this rail- 
way, they should build it and own it. 
To my mind it is highly important 
that the government should address it- 
self at once to the question of provid- 
ing this outlet ns quickly as possible. 
Any person who has followed the his- 
tory of the Hudson Bay road will 
know that the Eastern people have al- 
ways been opposed to its construc- 
tion, and they would not willingly 
provide the necessary financial means 
to build it. The AVest are a unit on 
the desirability of this road, and would 
be willing that It should be built out 
of the proceeds of the sale of lands. I 
think, therefore, the government 
should reserve and set apart land suf- 
ficient to construct this road, Improve 
the harbor at Churchill and provide 
terminal facilities. Perhaps also they 
should provide a fund to be used in 
connection with the securing of a 
steamboat line. The government 
should anticipate the possibility of 
having to assist a steamship line to 
Induce them to come to that port. 
Outlines His Suggestion 

"The way I would suggest," Mr. Bur- 
rows went on to say, "would be that 
the government set apart certain sec- 
tions of land In each township In a 
given area to be reserved and known 
as Hudson Bay railway land reserve. 
I think they should borrow the money, 
proceed at once with the construction 
of the railroad, and get it completed as 
quickly as possible. 

"In my opinion the best place for 
this road would lie from The Pas to 
Churchill. At some future time when 
the land would sell to the best ad- 
vantage these lands would be sold by 
public competition, similarly in the 
way in which school lands are now 
sold, and the borrowed money could 
then be paid back. It seems to me, 
when once the road was completed 
there would be no difficulty about op- 
eration. Arrangements could be made 
with some of the present railway sys- 
tems, possibly the. Canadian , Northern 
railway, to operate this road, and at 
tlie same time to reserve running 
rights for any other, that wanted to 
carry traffic to the; bay. 

"I have given a brief outline of what 
I think is the most, feasible way of 
building this road; that is as a gov- 
ernment undertaking, and in a manner 
which Is tho most easily financed. I 
am sure that the Western people, who 
are so unanimous in favor of this road, 
would be willing that tho land.'; of the 
West should be exploited in Its con- 
struction. Public opinion will never 
tolerate the giving of a land grunt by 
any government to any railway. In 
this way the road could bo easily 
built as a government undertaking, 
and the cost of the same defrayed oiit 
of the sale, of lands to take place here- 
after when the land would bo worth 
$10 to 512 per acre." 

Senator Davis' Claim 

A few days ago Senator Davis, of 
Saskatchewan, warmly supported the 
project of a railway to Hudson Bay. 
He said: "I do not know, since the 
announcement has boon mude by the 
Premier with reference to this ques- 
tion, that It. is necessary for me or 
anybody else to say much on the sub- 
ject. However, as It has been debated 
hero and in the House of Commons, 
and certain statements have been 



made by members of the Senate as to 
tho advisability of building a railway 
to Hudson Bay, and doubts have been 
thrown on the practicability of tho 
project it will not be out of place for 
mo to make a few remarks on the 
question, seeing that I come from a 
part of tiie country that would bo 
greatly benefited by the opening up of 
this route. I claim that it Is a great 
national undertaking, and I wish to 
discuss It from a national standpoint, 
not from a sectional point of view, be- 
cause I am bound to say wo have too 
much sectional spirit In this country 
at present. 

"There is a feeling in our part of 
the country that certain portions of 
this Dominion are opposed to the con- 
struction of this road, for tho reason 
that, perhaps, it might divert trade 
which now goes through the older 
provinces Into another channel. I 
want to impress on honorable, gentle- 
men the fact that, as time goes on, 
they will find not only all tho routes 
wo have at present, but the Hudson 
Buy roulo when built, as built it will 
be, will have all they can do. I claim 
that the opening up of tho Hudson 
Bay route, by the building of this road, 
will be a national advantage. Instead 
of taking away trade from the' older 
provinces, It will Increase their trade. 
If this route were opened up and we 
had steamboats plying between Nova 
Scotia and Hudson Bay, it would fur- 
nish facilities for transporting heavy 
materials and would build up a great 
trade, because everybody knows that 
transportation by water Is very cheap 
as compared with transportation by 
rail, and I see no reason why a large 
trade could not be worked up in that 
way. 

How to Open the Route 

"Now, with reference to the open- 
ing up of the route. I claim if a line 
of proper|y constructed steamers is 
put on the Hudson's Bay route, as I 
hope In tho near future will be done, 
it will be of great benefit to tho trade 
of the older provinces. We raise 
wheat and cattle and make money in 
the West, but most of that money finds 
Its way Into the coffers of the people 
of the Eastern provinces. We manu- 
facture scarcely anything in the West- 
ern provinces, but import from the 
older provinces as far as they can 
supply us. It is true, we purchase 
some agricultural machinery from the 
United States, but we would not do so 
if the manufacturers in the Eastern 
provinces could supply us. Since they 
cannot do so, we have to go across the 
line. What. I want to emphasize is 
tho fact that the greater portion of 
the money we receive for our products 
finds its way to tho Eastern provinces 
to build up great industries and cities 
and employ great numbers of menf 
building up your banking institutions 
because every bank In the West is 
simply a branch of some Eastern bank. 

"Now, let us deal for a moment with 
what we In the West consider the 
opening up of this route will do for us. 
I live in tho city of Prince Albert, on 
the Saskatchewan river. If that route 
were opened up, the people of Prince 
Albert would be about as near to Liv- 
erpool as are the people of Montreal. 

"We produced this season, of all 
kinds of grain, something like two 
hundred million bushels, and with all 
our boasted railway facilities, over 
two-thirds of that grain has yet to bo 
taken to market. We have not got 
sufficient transportation to take the 
produce of seven million acres of land 
to market, and two-thirds of it is still 
in the hands of our farmers in the 
West. They have to go, as a conse- 
quence, to the banks and borrow 
money on this grain stored, in many 
cases, as some of my honorable friends 
here know, in small warehouses on the 
prairie. It Is subject to great damage, 
and the owners may suffer serious 
loss. With two great railways we arc 
unable now to carry out more than 
one-third of this crop. With seven 
million acres under cultivation, and a 
possibility of 170,000,000 acres more to 
cultivate, we are still dickering about 
the means of transportation. 

Railways Cannot Move the Grain 

"I desire to say now that before the 
Grand Trunk Pacilic is constructed, 
and before It Is In a position to carry, 
grain from the Western prairies, that 
it will not be able to carry half the 
produce that will be offered for trans- 
port to the seaboard. We will need 
that road, and the Hudson's Bay road 
and every other road that we can pos- 
sibly construct, in order to carry our 
grain to market. I am going to 
point to some uf the advantages that 
will accrue to the people of our part 
of the country, and incidentally to tho 
whole Dominion, If that railway were 
built. The following table of distances 
is tuken from a report made by 10. P. 
Leacock, . a gentleman in Manitoba, 
who went into tills proposltoln exhaus- 
tively some years ago, and arrived at 
these figures:

"I have here a report of Mr. Lindsay 
Russell, surveyor-general, who is we!! 
known to everybody. 

"Mr. Lindsay Russell, in his calcu- 
lation of distances, linds that even tho 
city of Winnipeg, situated In tho ex- 
treme southeastern part of these ter- 
ritories, is at least 500 miles nearer 
to Liverpool by Hudson Bay route 
than by the St. Lawrence; while the 
difference In favor of the former will 
bo Increased continually as we ad- 
vanco northward into tho interior. He 
says: 

North Has Advantage 

"If wo take a central point of the 
whole of the agricultural lands in the 
Northwest Territories, say In the 
neighborhood of Lao la Blche, longi- 
tude 11 degrees west, latitude 55 de- 
grees north, we shall find that the dis- 
tance from it to the city of Winnipeg 
is about the same as to Churchill. The 
distance from the latter to Liverpool 
is about the same as from Montreal, 
so that between the above named cen- 
tre and Liverpool by Hudson Bay 
route, the whole distance from Winni- 
peg to Montreal Is saved. This 
amounts to 1,291 miles by way of Lake 
Superior and 1.G9S miles by the Chi- 
cago route. The distance by way of 
New York Is still greater than by 
Montreal. The advantage of this route 
over all tho others aro numerous. 
Grain, cattle and other products of the 
Northwest Territories reach- a Euro- 
pean market through Ontario or Que- 
bec by way of New York. A large 
proportion of their value is consumed 
by the long land carriage, whereas If 
they can find an outlet at Churchill 
there will be a saving of at least 1,291 
miles, as compared with Montreal, and 
upwards of 1,700 as compared witli 
New York, and this without increas- 
ing the length of . the voyage; owing 
to the short land journey grain from 
the Saskatchewan and Peace river 
regions could be exported by way of 
Hudson Bay the same year In which 
it is harvested. For the transportation 
of grain and fresh meat, as Colonel 
Dennis has pointed out, the northern 
route besides shortening the distance, 
would have great advantages, owing 
to its colder and more uniform tem- 
peratu re. 

Navigation of the Bay 

"We have heard a great deal in this 
House about tho navigation of Hudson 
Bay. We have heard Inside and out- 
side this Houso that a great many be- 
lieve this route to be impracticable, 
but I think 1 have figures here to 
prove, if figures prove anything that 
the route can be navigated at least 
four months in the year and that is all 
we claim for the routo. If that route 
can be navigated for four months in a 
year and operated up to the middle of 
November, it is going to he a great 
boon to the people of this country, 
because that is the time in the full of 
the year we can get our products to 
market. Some honorable gentleman 
made a statement as to the employment 
of the rolling stock. He said we ' could 
only utilize the rolling stock and 
roadbed of tho Hudson Bay railway 
for a part of tho year and that we 
would be paying interest on idle prop- 
erty. The company could only operate 
the road four months In tho year. What 
do 'Mackenzie & Mann do with the 
roiling stock they bring down from 
Winnipeg, hauling grain to Port Ar- 
thur? That Is about the distance the 
rolling stock would have to be mov- 
ed. That rolling stock could bo] 
brought down in a day and a half, per- 
haps in a day, possibly loss. The can-' 
uls of the Dominion cost millions of! 
dollars, and they are only used part ofi 
the your. Tho St. Lawrence channel 
improvements and all the steamboats I 
that navigate that channel cost mil- j 
lions, yet they aro only used part of 
the year. A portion of this road will! 
be used as a colonization road, and the 
rolling stock that Is required on the 
■100 miles can be used on the prairie 
country when it Is not employed on 
the Hudson Bay route, carrying wheat 
in another direction over the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. 

Dismissing as unwarranted the 
claims which have boon put forward 
regarding open navigation of Hudson 
Straits for a period of six months, 
Senator Ferguson quoted Markham, 
Bell, Wukeham, Gordon and Lowe as 
practically agreeing on a four months' 
season of navigation of these straits. 
This concensus of opinion, he folt, put 
the commercial value of communica- 
tion to Europe, via the Hudsons Bay 
route, beyond all doubt. The entire 
absence of rocks and shoals made tho 
route an ideal one in the summer 
months. Icebergs were not encounter- 
ed except, for about 100 miles west of 
the mouth of the straits. The length 
of the day during tho season of nav- 
igation greatly facilitated navigation. 
| Two Proposals in Sight 

Senator Ferguson said two proposi- 
tions for reaching Hudson Bay have 
been pressing themselves on public ati 
tentlon, but they wore not rival ones. 
One was tho tapping of James Bay 
either by the C.P.R. or tho Tomlskam- 
ing & Northern Ontario railway. A 
fairly good harbor when necessary 
improvements have been made, Is 
found near the mouth of the Notaway 
river, In tho province of Quebec. When 
I this point is reached by rail the whole 



coast of tho bay will be opened for 
public enterprise, and will result in an 
enormous impulse in the business of 
Toronto, Montreal and other Canadian 
cities. 

Tho other proposition, and the ono 
In .which Western Canada is directly 
I 



interested, is either the extension ofl 
the Canadian Northern railway from 
The Pas to Churchill, or tho construc- 
tion of a line from Prince Albert to 
that point. Tho Canadian Northern 
has already accomplished a portion of 
the work, and all that remains is a 
section of some 400 miles. The sena- 
tor thought this might be helped with 
reasonable land grants. Senator Fer- 
guson declared that a railway to 
Churchill, with ample elevator accom- 
modation at that point, will provo of 
more value in carrying out tho grain 
and cattle of the Northwest, than half 
a dozen national transcontinental rail- 
ways, and will not cost a tithe of 
the amount of the obligation assumed 
by the government for the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. 

It is already known, from the sur- 
veys of Dr. Klotz, Mr. Macoun and 
Others who have, gone over the routo 
for tho Canadian government, that 
there aro no serious engineering dif- 
ficulties to be encountered. The coun- 
try to bo traversed Is level and admir- 
ably adapted for railroad building; 
very few bridges would be required, 
and none of these of considerable size; 
the most of the timber required for 
bridges, ties, etc., is procurable along 
the route. As Sir Sandford Fleming 
pointed out many years ago, the en- 
tire Canadian Northwest, from the 
point where the International boun- 
dary strikes the Rockies, to the shore 
of Hudson Bay, consists of a great 
plane sloping from Its apex at the foot 
of tho Rocky Mountains, where the 
elevation Is about. 4,000 feet above sea 
level, to the western coast of Hudson 
Bay. The elevation at Luke Winnipe- 
gosis is something under 1,000 feet 
above sea level, so that the country to 
be traversed by the new railroad is 
about as favorable as could bo found 
anywhere. 

Will It Pay? 

The commercial possibilities of tho 
routo are the primary consideration. 
Sentiment has no place where such an 
expenditure of money is concerned, and 
if this routo is to compete with the 
other great arteries of traffic on the 
continent, for it is claimed that it will 
compete with tho railroads of the Uni- 
to States as well as Canada, it must be 
fully demonstrated that the lino shows 
advantages to guarantee such an ex- 
penditure. First us to distances. Trade 
as has already been said, seeks tho 
shortest and cheapest route — the line 
of least resistance — from the producer 
to tho consumer. Tho shortest route, 
and undoubtedly the cheapest route, 
for western traffic consigned to tho 
British or continental markets, is via 
Hudson Bay. 

Tho advantages of this route may 
bo readily seen from the figures given 
by Senator Davis but there are other 
advantages which will accrue, and 
which will have a great tendency to 
swing a largo percentage of the trade 
to the northern outlet. In the first, 
place the rail haul will be a compara- 
tively short one compared to the pres- 
ent means of reaching the seaboard. 1 
The C.P.R. route to Fort William is 
440 miles. The rail haul Is the more 
expensive, and is therefore to be av-j 
oided as much us possible. Then too 
the grain or cattle will go from the 
cars direct to tho ocean-going bot- 
toms, making but one trans-shipment 
necessary whereas at present the grain 
is handled several times in transit — ■■ 
at Fort William, a Lake Huron port,! 
and at Montreal. All this handling 
adds to the expense. 

What An Explorer Says 

To quote from Major Moodie's re- 
port: "I left Quebec In the Arctic on 
Sept. 17, 1904, arriving at Fulferton, 
Hudson Bay, on Oct. 16. No ice was 
met with during- tho voyage. Somo 
'slob' ice was moving on and off the 
shore at Fullerton with the tide. Tho 
inner harbor was frozen over about 
four inches when the Arctic entered 
and was sufficiently solid for trallic a 
week later. Tho lowest temperature 
during the winter was 52 degrees. The 
weather was fine, with a few days of 
blizzard. 

"On July 1 we commenced to break 
out of winter quarters, the ice ranging 
from four to six feet in thickness. The 
Arctic behaved admirably under all 
conditions. On leaving Fullerton July 
8, wo steered for Churchill, but when 
within 100 miles we met a heavy shore 
ice, some rafted, and fearing to miss 
connections with the supply steamer, 
turned north after being In the ice 
for about four days. Had we not been 
due to meet the. steamer on a certain 
date we could easily have made our 
way through to Churchill. From about 
159 miles south of Coatos' island wo 
saw no lee on our way north. There 
was splendid warm weather, with a 
smooth sea. We cruised In Hudson 
straits till Sept. -1, when we loft for 
Chateau bay to coal and repair a 
windlass. 

"On Sept. 21 I transferred to the 
steamer Neptune, Captain Bartlett, 
and wailed for tho Hudson Bay. Wo 
mot heavy weather and finally had to 
run into Hebron on tho Labrador coast 
where we remained till Oct.l. When 
going through Hudson Bay for Church- 
Ill, our compass went wrong and the 
vessel ran on the reefs off tho south- 
east end of Marble island, nearly 200 
miles northwest of our supposed pos- 
ition. On Oct. 17 the Neptune left for 
Churchill, arriving on the 20th of the 
same month and Immediately com- 
menced landing supplies, Saturday, 
Oct. 21, a wind was blowing very hard 
and after landing three boat-loads, two 
boats were unable to get. back to the 
steamer. The lee commenced running 
down the river and tho wind Increased, 
making boat work impossible, On 
Tuesday morning, the 24th, we lost 
two anchors and ninety fathoms of 
chain from the pressure of the Ice, 
and had to aland out in the river. Re- 
turning at slack water we landed . two 
more boat-loads, and finally sailed, the 
risk of remaining longer being too 
great. 

Gales in the Straits 

"When running through tho Hudson 
strait wo mot a heavy gale north of 
Charles Island and lay to for three 
days. We had a fair rim off Cape 
Mugford, when we again had to lay 
to for three days in a gale, and again 
further south, had two days of heavy 
gales, making in all fourteen days of 
laying to in about seven weeks, No 
Ice was met in the Hudson Buy and 
Hudson strait. The storms were ex- 
ceptionally severe all along the coa3t 
from the gulf north, this fall. With 
the Hudson Bay arid strait properly 
charted, with lighthouses and bea- 
cons along tho route, and with good 
wharves at Churchill, there is nothing 
to prevent the successful working of 



the Churchill to Liverpool routo 
four months in the year." 

It Is stated that Newfoundland ship- 
pers, bred from youth to lco condi- 
tions, declare that they would sooner 
navigate Hudson strait than Bello Isle 
strait, (tho present routo between 
Montreal and Liverpool) because in the 
former region there is daylight for 
the whole twenty-four hours. Tho 
water is cold along tho coast, fogs aro 
not experienced and the bergs from 
Greenland have mostly passed south 
before the straits are open. It is 
argued therefore that with the prog- 
ress shipbuilding has made of late, tho 
staunchness of modern iron steamers, 
the improved accesorles of navigation 
today, and the provision of efficient 
coast aids, there is no reason why 
the passage of Hudson strait should 
not be us safely effected as that of the 
Bultic. The limitations of tho routo 
are that it calls for ships of not more 
than 8,000 tons burden, specially 
strengthened to stand tho contact with 
the Hoes, and that skilful and experi- 
enced ice pilots should bo carried on 
them, with tho most up-to-date coast 
guards, telegraph signals, etc., provid- 
ed. Its ndvuntuges aro the short rail 
route and sea voyage and tho fact 
that perishable products convoyed by 
this cold northern channel would es- 
cape the deterioration inevitable in 
forwarding by a more southern route. 
At the Harbor 
But what of tho harbor at Churchill'.' 
A. P. Low, in his report, states that 
the western coast of Hudson Bay is 
low and flat. It. rises very slowly in- 
land from swampy shores, while tho 
water deepens slowly, and there aro 
numerous shoals and bars that extend 
for a considerable distance from tho 
shore-line and render coastwise navi- 
gation dangerous. This character of 
coast extends from the southern end of 
James Bay to beyond the mouth of 
Churchill harbor. Tho mouths of all of 
the large rivers to the southward of 
Churchill are more or less blocked by 
deposits of sand and clay, brought 
down by the streams and deposited in 
the form of bars or Hat shoals. The 
approach to the harbor of Churchill, if 
aided by a few lights and beacons, 
would be comparatively safe, as the 
channel of approach is fairly deep and 
wide. Once lnsido tho points of the 
mouth the harbor extends up stream 
about a mile, with a copplo of shallow 
places at the upper part that might 
easily be removed by dredging; the 
general depth of the harbor being from 
four to four and a half fathoms. 

At the mouth of that little known 
harbor at Fort Churchill there stands 
one of Canada's historical relics, the 
almost forgotten fortress of past cen- 
turies, Fort Prince of Wales, situated 
at tho north side of the entrance to 
Churchill river, and far from tho trav- 
eled routes it is seldom seen except by 
Hudsons Bay company traders or a 
few hardy explorers. It was some- 
where about 1688 that the first stone 
fort was built at this point. Almost a 
century later Fort Prince of Wales 
was completed there, by the Hudsons 
Bay company, to guard the Inner har- 
bor and trading post of tho company. 
In 1769 and 1772 attacks were mado on 
the fort, "but they were repulsed. In 
1777 La Perouse appeared before tho 
fort, which surrendered without a shot 
being fired. He took the furs stored 
there, carried oft all the provisions ho 
wanted and made a partially success- 
ful attempt to destroy tho walls, a 
large part of which stand. 

Ruins of Ancient Fort. 
These remains still stand today, a 
monument to the tremendous expenso 
involved In saving this valuable coun- 
try to the company of gentlemen ad- 
venturers. These ruins show that tho 
fort was originally somo 300 feet on 
eacli side. The walls were of great 
strength, being 30 feet wide at tho 
base, 20 feet In height and 20 feet wido 
at tho top. The southern and western 
walls were faced with hammer dres- 
sed stone in regular courses, each 
stone being about four feet long and 
two feet thick. Tho other walls were, 
faced with rubble masonary. At each 
corner thcro was a bastion, in each of 
which there was a well of water and 
storage room for provisions to stand 
a considerable siege. It is not known 
what armament was carried, but at tho 
present time there are still some can- 
non in sight, and it is supposed that 
there are others buried in the rub- 
bish. 

Construction on this fori ideation was 
begun in 1733, the first material used 
being wood. In 174G, Robson started 
work on tho stone parapet, the origin- 
al plan calling for a wall 42 feet thick 
at the base, though this was some- 
what modified later. Insido the walls 
wore two houses, a dwelling and of- 
fice building, One of these buildings 
was 101 feet inches by 33 feet, with 
walls 17 feet in height. Tho roof was 
covered with load. Fort Prince of 
Wales was captured by the French 
admiral on Aug. 9, 1777, Samuel 
Hearne, the then governor submitting 
without an attempt at a struggle. This 
relic of the. past will be brought beforo 
tho present, generation In tho opening 
of the new route. 

There was an increase In the popu- 
lation of England and Wales last year 
of 403,676.

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Portland, Or., April IS— The dark- 
ness of the long night has been super- 
seded by tho bright rays of the spring 
sun In the Arctic seas to the north of 
Alaska. If the plans of the Anglo- 
American Polar expedition have been 
successful anil their theories correct, 
new lands have been discovered In 
this hitherto unexplored region, and 
In a few months the news of the dis- 
covery will he given to tho civilized 
world. 

A few years ago, while trembling 
with cold in a small, shaklns tent, a 
thousand miles north of tho Arctic 
Circle, as members of the Baldwin- 
Zcigler expedition, which was making 
the attempt to reach the North Pole, 
Flnar Mikklesen, of Copenhagen, 
Denmark, and Ernest Lefflngwell, of 
Knoxville, III., conceived the idea of 
dissipating their surplus energies not 
In further Polo hunting, but in dis- 
covering lands In portions of the Arc- 
tic sea which had previously not been 
entered. The Anglo-American Polar 
expedition, which set out early last 
summer from Victoria, 13. C, with 
Mlkkleson in command and Lefflng- 
well second in command, was the re- 
sult of their plans. 

Both men are experienced explorers 
and have sufficient scientific training 
to do ail tho scientiilc work of an ex- 
pedition such as they have under- 
taken. Mlkkleson was a member of the 
Danish Bast Greenland expedition sev- 
eral years ago, and he as well as Lof- 
flngwell were with the Baldwin-Zeig- 
ler party in Franz Joseph's Land in 
1901-190:;. 

The expedition is under the auspices 
of tho Royal Geographical Society of 
London and tho American Geographl 
cal Society of New York. The primar; 
object is to explore the Beaufort sea, 
which lies to tho northeast of Alaska 
In addition, as much scientific work 
.as possible will bo done. 

Nearly all geographers Incline to- 
ward the belief that land exists some- 
where between Western Parry islands 
nnd tho Eastern Siberian Islands. They 
are led to this opinion chiefly by tho 
behavior of the tides and currents in 
that area, but other, though less con- 
clusive, evidence points the same 
way. . 

Tides Comes From Atlantic. 
In studying this region Mr. Lcfflng- 
well found that tho tides of the Arc- 
tic ocean enter from tho Atlantic side. 
If there were no obstruction they 
should llow across the Polo and strike 
tho shores of Alaska and Siberia at 
-approximately the same time and with 
nearly the same height, since these 
shores are about the same distance 
from the point of entry. The tidal 
wave first strikes tho Siberian coast 
and then turns east and runs parallel 
to the shore with diminishing height, 
until it is lost in the comparatively 
unexplored region to the east of 
Alaska. This peculiar deviation can 
only be explained by the existence, of 
a body of land to the north of Bering 
Straits. •■'•:<>"''■■'■ • ■ 

The lco in tho Beaufort sea is re- 
ported as being tremendously thick, 
Even after a strong wind It retreats 
but a slight distance from the Alas- 
kan coast. Both the thickness and Im- 
mobility point toward an obstruction 
to the north. Nansen reports tho thick- 
ness of Polar Ice as not exceeding 
Twenty feet in the region he traversed 
but in tho Beaufort sea it is said to 
rcach tho amazing thickness of ono 
hundred feet. , . . 

Whalers who" have been driven to 
the North put the evidence on this 
point as unsatisfactory. However, 
some geographers have gone so fai 
as to place the doubtful law Is .on the 
map. The Eskimos have traditions of 
lands which their hunters have seen 
when carried out to sea. 

The expedition has a ship of Its own 
and it was christened the Duchess of 
Bedford, in honor of the Duchess of 
Bedford: in England, who contributed 
freely towards tho expenso of equip- 
ping the expedition. The Personnel 
consists of fifteen men, most of them 
being experienced explorers.

Sometimes tho sea level 
raises thirty-five feet with high west 
winds, and we were not two feet above 
tide. 

Ice Piles Fifty Feet High 

"Tho ice often grinds up and piles 
on shore for fifty feet from the water 
line. You may be sure that wo lav 
awake all night ready to jump and 
run for it with our sleeping bags in 
case the worst happened. We should 
then have to lie down in the snow 
and weather the gale with no protec- 
tion at all. This would not have been 
anything very severe with tho temper- 
ature 112 below zoro, but it would have 
been fur from pleasant. Our smoke- 
stack blow down and the iron plate, 
which was sewn into the tent to re- 
ceive the stack, toro out, leaving a 
big hole through which tho snow 
drifted in. After daylight Storgeson 
went out and shifted tho tent while 
I sat against tho back and braced the. 
pole. When we had the tent stern to 
the wind he built a snow wall behind 
as a windbreak, while I wired the 
stove plate into place; then after stuff- 
ing the hole up with a shirt wo lay 
in greater comfort and then prepared 
our supper and would have had a 
pleasant night but for the great danger 
from Hood and Ice. 

"As soon as the windbreak was up 
tho snow began to drift us in. We lay 
close against the sides and pushed the 
snow out. but gradually we wero 
squeezed together as tho snow piled 
higher along the sides, until we were 
packed close side by side in the cen- 
tre of tho tent. I was afraid the wall 
would split with tho weight. At day- 
light tho gale had slackened somewhat 
and the tent was so taut from tho 
weight of tho snow that wc could re- 
place the stove stack and build a fire. 
One of us cooked while the other 
steadied the pipe, and so wo had a 
good warm meal at last. The front of 
the tent was drifted nearly to tho top, 
and I had to use my head' to butt the 
snow so that it would not fall in on us 
when I opened the tent. Then by using 
a stick I got enough snow for drinking 
water and tea, but it was quite salty 
from the fresh ice to windward of us. 
Situation a Comical One. 




"We presented a comical appearance 
that morning at our meal. The tent 
was so low and narrow that we could 
not sit up, so we had to kneel down 
over the stove, resting on our elbows 
like tho Chinamen kow-towing In ; 
Joss house. After the lire became ex 
tinguished we were dried out, so we 
cleared away the drifting snow and re- 
built our windbreak, which had been 
nearly all cut away by the driving 
snow. During the night the wind sub- 
sided and the snow ceased to drift, so 
that wo could seo/lo march. Wc were 
off early with a strong breeze behind 
us and perfect golng over snow as hard 
as a floor. We went- on a run and made

had no driftwood and cooked with 
a primus lamp. At night wo came 
into camp, unrolled our frozen sleep- 
ing bag, crawled Into it, carrying still 
more moisture into it with our frost- 
covered clothes, lay shivering until we 
melted the ice already in it, and lay 
ail night with wet covering. In tho 
morning we put on frozen footgear 
over our damp socks, donned our fro- 
zen mittens and went shivering out 
into the cold and wero miserable un- 
til we wero well upon the march. That 
is Arctic exploration. Here, the peo- 
ple have no Idea of what it Is. 

"Dr. Howe and Tuison started with 
us to bring back some deer meat, if 
possible to obtain it from a white man, 
Ned Avey, who had a cabin about 
sixty miles from the ship. AVo were 
experimenting on different field ra- 
tions. Ho had some vegetarian stuff 
put up by some crank on that uubject, 
while I had a ration composed chiefly 
or Horllck's Malted milk ami butter 
and biscuit. Wo used two pou..d-- 
daily, and while the doctor was de- 
cidedly hungry at the end of the first 
week, my party did no', have as much 
appetite " as while confined on board 
ship.

"Wo could have avoided the deep 
snow by keeping out on tho sea ice, 
where, tho snow is kept thin by wet- 
ting from below, but It was hazy and 
we "did not like to leave the shore for 
fear of missing the cabin. Hero we 
are in a nice, warm cabin, built of 
drift woorl and banked with turf. 
Thero is a gut .-kin window in the 
roof, stove, table log bed. log floor. 
We are eating caribou steaks from 
tho meat ho gave us and are dry and 
comfortable. Am writing this by the 
light of his blubber lamps and will 
shortly turn into a nice, dry sleeping 
bag. Tomorrow we start again and 
hope to be back hero in three weeks 
at the most. "We leave provisions for 
a week here for on our way back. 

"Next March Capt. Mlkkleson and I 
shall miil'.o a two-months' trip north 
over the ice from Flaxman island to 
explore that area. There Is a good 
prospect of discovering land there. It 
has been reported by whalers, tho tldo 
indicates It, nnd the fact that tho ico 
pack never leaves tho shore for moro 
than a few miles, these all point to 
land not more than a hundred miles 
away. 

"In June and July I hope to go up 
tho Kagua river to do geological

Capt. Mlkkleson was below but order- 
ed soundings every ten minutes. Tho 
mate allowed us to run to ten fathoms 
before reporting it. At Icy cape Aug- 
ust 1!, we struck tho pack and killed 
a bear and a walrus tho first day. Wc 
passed many droves of walrus on floes 
and could hear their grunting all day. 
The fog with northeast wind came on 
and continued with scarcely a break 
for six weeks. Our ship worked beau- 
tifully in the ice, but wo had somo ex- 
citing .times in beating the narrow 
heads with a heavy wind. At Cape 
Belcher wCj caught up with. the United 
States revenue cutter Thetis, steam 
whaler Wm. Beagle, and tender Har- 
old Dollar. Next day we left them in 
tho fog and pushed on and reached 
Point' Barrow on August 12. We wero 
tho first sailship to arrive and wero 
preceded only by one boat and that 
With motive power. At Point Barrow 
wo mndo several attempts to force our 
way east against wind, current and 
heavy sea lee, but failed. When the 
Gjoa, tho Norwegian ship, got roun'd 
after completing the northeast pass- 
age, wo tried again, and failed again. 
About September 1 we pulled Into tho 
bay for the winter. Just about then 
the Imprisoned whaling licet broke out 
Imd Just In time; Somo of the ves'srils 
had only a few days', food and fuel 
loft.

at 0:30. long before sunrise. Soon we 
came to tho sand spit that incloses 
Simpson cove, at the bottom of Cam- 
den bay. Hero Collinson wintered in 
tho early fifties. Crossing the sand 
spit we came into fresh glare ice. 
about four inches thick. I did not like 
it, as salt ice is not as strong as fresh 
water Ice. However, we hugged tho 
shore and went at a good pace for an 
hour, when we met Ned Avey in 
camp. He was on his way to Point 
Barrow, somo 300 or 400 miles away. 
His family numbered six: An Eskimo 
woman, two boys aged 1 to IB, two 
girls, aged 2 and 5 years. When we 
entered his tent his wife placed a pot 
of tea nnd about a bushel of "mok- 
pouras," the Eskimo doughnut, before 
us. The doctor's appetite was good, 
and mine rose to the occasion so the 
four of us demolished the whole pile 
in short order. Ned reported that the 
ice had moved the day previous, and 
that there was open water a couple 
of miles ahead. His boys Wero out for 
caribou and had shot one the day be- 
fore which they shortly brought in, 
hauling it ovr the snow with dogs. 
The open water decided us, so we put 
up our tents to wait for the Ice to 
form. Ned Avey has been hunting 
and prospecting in the extreme north 
twenty years, but had received a 
good offer from a whaling captain, 
and was on Ills way to Point Barrow 
with his family to join the ship's party 
Soon after we reached the camp the 
woman had a pot of meal boiling,

Leffingwell's Second Letter 
The second letter was written twen- 
ty-three days after the proceeding, as 
follows, from Leffingwell to Herschell 
I.: 

"Dear Andree: Arrived bore after 
a much more strenuous march than 
had been anticipated. After leaving 
Ned's cabin, wo made thirty-four miles 
in two.' days over the ice. Then wo 
struck pack ice and soft snow and 
had a tough time for over a week. 
After making six nnd eight miles over 
very bad snow, in which the dogs 
wero nearly helpless and wo had to 
do all the hauling, we camped for two 
days to wait for wind to pack the 
snow hard. During thoso days near 
ley reef we chopped a bole in tho ice 
and read tho riso and fall of the tide 
every hour, night and day. This is an 
Important part of our scientific work 
here. During this timo more snow 
fell, but we succeeded In making eight 
miles before going out. Then we de- 
cided to wait for a change, so we made 
a good camp, chopped up a lot of wood 
and waited for wind. It came and for 
two days blew hard enough to pack 
the snow sufficiently to hold the sled, 
but. not a man. This was better, but 
very severe on our feet, especially 
where the lco had been broken by pres- 
sure and then' drifted over by snow. 
Wo would break through the thin

see any distance through the steaming 
ocean, so I climbed a high bluff and 
was gladdened to see the steam whaler 
"Narwhal" at anchor only three miles 
away. We placed our sled In a safe 
place, unharnessed our dogs and walk 
ed in along tho shore. We thought of 
taking the sleigh In overland, but all 
the snow had blown off the tundra ex- 
cept In the gullies, so we gavo it up. 
When we reached tho ship Capt. Lea- 
vltt immediately had a line dinner pre- 
pared for us. We had been travelling 
<>n two meals per day for two weeks to 
save time in the short days. After din- 
ner tho captain gave us somo cigars, 
had some native women take our 
clothes, which required mending, gave 
us a change, and made us thoroughly 
co mfortablo. 

Tales of Arctic Experiences. 

"Hud a tremendous supper and then 
went ashore to bunk in Cockney's, tho 
store keeper's house. Here our host 
cooked up a late supper. Mr. Cockney 
has been up here about fifteen years, 
and regaled us with tales of the life. 
He has had experiences that would 
euro almost any man of the Arctic 
fever, but he never thinks of any oth- 
er life. In a gale similar to the one 
we had encountered, but 50 degrees be- 
low zero, he and another man had 
their tent blown away and had to live 
for two days and three flights out on 
the ice. When it cleared up Cockney 
arose and tried to awaken his compan- 
ion, but found that he had died. He 
placed him upon sledge, tying him 
with straps, and drove the dogs to- 
wards the ship, which was some miles 
away. lie then lost his head and came 
aboard singing hilariously and saying 
proudly that he was all right. When he 
stopped aboard they 'noticed that his 
feet clattered on the deck as If In: 
wero wearing wooden shoes. After 
much perusasion they induced him to 
undress, and found both feet frozen 
from toe to Instep, Tie says he Is 
never bothered with cold toes any 
moro, for he has none. 

"I am writing tills In a house occu- 
pied by the Canadian mounted police, 
who are stationed hero. 

"We will soon return to the ship. 
Will write again from here in the 
spring, and that will bo after our long 
sledge Journey north. We intend to call 
here for mall as we go East with the 
ship.

With such an unobstruslvc name, 
"A Primer of General Method," this 
valuable little work might easily pass 
unnoticed save- by those of the teach- 
ing fraternity, to whom tho word 
"primer" Would suggest some appli- 
cation to school and study.- Even tho 
most casual perusal would, however, 
induce any reader to look moro close- 
ly into its pages. The subject matter 
of the book deals for the most part 
with logic. To the general reader, un- 
less college-trained, logic Is a mys- 
terious unknown. To relate and apply 
it to methods of teaching Is tho pur- 
pose of the author, S. F. Lang, M. A., 
of the Manitoba Provincial Normal 
school. And so interestingly simplo 
and clear has ho made the elementary 
stops in the abstruse science of logic 
that his book is well worth careful 
perusal by any person, however gen- 
eral might ills interest be in such a 
line of study. 

The average business man knows 
llttlo of logic beyond the name and 
general purport of tho subject. But 
every one who is a reader — and who 
Is not? — would wish to have at least 
some general knowledge, and," if pos- 
sible, somo details of the outlines of a 
science intimately related to every 
branch of thought, research and study. 
Mr. Lang's work, though designed for 
the classroom, is emphatically of such 
a nature that the general reader wdll 
not only read It through with Inter- 
est, but will find that It gives the 
necessary rudiments of logic so many 
have long desired and have been un- 
able to secure in any published work 
on the .subject. For it is possible to 
read this little book from beginning to 
end and never once run tho risk of 
being lost in heavy argument or 
speculation whore the unaided student 
of the subject can neither follow tho 
line of reasoning or grasp its conclu- 
sions. 

Descriptive throughout, the book 
proceeds by easy steps and with care- 
fully repeated emphasis from point to 
point, making ciear the groundwork of 
a study which the average reader has 
always considered beyond his attain- 
ments to attempt to follow. Every 
stop in the building up of knowledge 
Is described, explained, discussed, and 
is abundantly illustrated by incidents 
from homely everyday experience. It 
is, perhaps, in [this last particular 
that the work Mr. Lang has dono in 
compiling his primer, appeals moro 
forcefully to the general reader. It „ 
was the object . to make a school text- 
book to aid students in the normal 
work. But the author has, unwitting- 
ly perhaps, written something which 
merits a very popular favor because 
of its earnest, forceful and simplo 
outline in practical, homely phrase of 
a hitherto abstruse subject. Teachers 
everywhere will welcomo the llttlo 
book, and, as Just said, the general 
reader will find it to the last dogreo 
interesting.

THE FOURTH COMMANDMENT 

A Colonist reader asks for an article 
on the Fourth Commandment, and he 
wishes especially to have some sug 
gestlons why It is that this alone of 
the Commandments is varied by legis 
lation. He has set us a task of some 
difficulty, and In tlio observations 
■which follow wo only hope to be able 
to touch the fringe of a very Interest 
ing subject. Yet perhaps It may be 
possible to say something that will 
stimulate investigation by some who 
•read this, and that Is, after all, what 
is principally aimed at in this and 
similar articles. The Fourth Com- 
mandment, wo may premise, is that 
which enjoins observance of the Sab- 
bath. 

The first matter to be taken into 
account is the nature of the Ten Com- 
mandments. What are they? They 
are not the first promulgation of law 
ifor the government of the conduct of 
men In their relations to God and each 
other. It was just as wrong to lie, 
steal and commit murder before the 
Ten Commandments wero given to the 



Israelites as it was afterwards. Neither unU] H)e 



which men ought on tho Sabbath to 
abstain from work. At one time th 
rule wa.5 pushed to such an extreme 
that it was deemed unlawful to re- 
sist an enemy attacking a city, and it 
was only after severe losses had been 
sustained by reason of this, that it 
was decreed lawful to resist an open 
attack; but even then tho people were 
forbidden to interfere with selge op- 
erations conducted by the enemy. At 
times it was ordained that tho Sabbath 
should be devoted to religious exer- 
cises; at others the people were com- 
manded to observe it as a day of joy. 
Thus when Ezra called tho people to- 
gether to expound tho law, after he 
had read It he dismissed them, say- 
ing: "Go your way, oat the fat and 
drink the sweet, and send portions un- 
to them for whom nothing is prepared, 
for this day Is holy unto the Lord, 
neither be ye sorry, for the Lord is 
your strength." After this tho read- 
ing continued from day to day, until 
all tho law had been read. Afterwards, 
when greater formality was Introduced 
into the Jewish religion, Sabbath ob- 
servance became exceedingly strict, 



do they contain all the law requisite 
for the ordering of men's lives or the 
protection of society. Moses amplilicd 
the Decalogue in very many ways, and 
at all times and in all countries, in 
which any progress has been made to 
wards the establishment of civilized 
communities, new laws have been 
found requisite. The. Ten Command 
ments appear 1o be tho fundamental 
rules for tho Israelites, and there was 
nothing new in any one of them. The 
command to worship one God only 
was in accordance with tho teachings 
of tho priests of Egypt. The com- 
mand against taking tho name of God 
in vain was also in consonance with 
the Egyptian cult of monotheism, 
which forbade tho mention of the in- 
effablo name, from which fact schol 
ara at one time concluded that the 
learning of Egypt had not reached the 
monotheistic conception. The com 
mand o£ obedience to parents wes in 
keeping with the teachings of great 
leaders of thought everywhere. The 
commandment relating to personal 
sins are as ancient as the race itself, 
apparently. The Fourth Commandment 
begins with tho word "Remember," 
and this is not merely the use In a fu- 
ture sense of a word applied principal- 
ly to past events, but in' a recognition 
of an established institution. The 
words, ""Remember the Sabbath day," 
did not create a Sabbath; they re- 
ferred to something already in exist- 
ence. : It would be easy to cite a great 
deal of proof upon this point, but one 
Instance will suffice. The Israelites 
reached Sinai, where the Ten Com- 
mandments were given, in the third 
month of their journey; but on the 
fifteenth day of the second month their 
eommisariat was exhausted, and man- 
na and quails were provided for their 
sustenance. When Moses was giving 
his people directions for the use of 
these things, he said, among other 
things: "Tomorrow is the rest of the 
holy Sabbath unto the Lord." In view 
of this it is not necessary to Inquire 
whether or not the Sabbath was an in- 
stitution, which came down from their 
remote past, but wo may add that 
there Is good reason to believe it was. 

We are unable to say with any cer- 
tainty if tho observance of the seventh 
day as one "of rest unto the Lord" was 
practiced by any other ancient people 
than tho Israelites and their immediate 
ancestors, but among tho cuniform 
inscriptions found in the ruins of 
Babylon is one relating to the obser- 
vance of Shahattum, which were days 
when precautions wore to be taken to 
avoid the wrath of the gods. There 
Jive such days in each month, the 7th, 
the 14th, the 10th, the 21st, and the 
2Sth, and these could not by any pos 
slbillty all fall upon the seventh day 
of the week; yet the observance of 
these days and the similarity of the 
name Shabattum to Sabbath is very 
suggestive, and Indicates cither that 
the Israelites copied from the Baby- 
lonians, or the Babylonians from them, 
or that tho custom in both countries 
had a common origin. Uncertainty as 
to dates prevents any satisfactory con- 
clusion being reached upon this point. 
According to the usually received 
chronology tho Ten Commandments 
were given 1491 years before Christ. 
Babylonian history goes back at least 
'J, 500 years before Christ, or before the 
dato usually accepted as that of the 
birth of Abraham. It will Ue seen, 
therefore, that there is reason to sup- 
pose that the Hebrew Sabbath was the 
recognition of a custom which had 
been observed in tho country where 
Abraham lived In the days before "the 
call." 

The reason for the observance of the 
Sabbath by the Israelites given in the 
Commandment is that on that day 
the Creator rested from His Labors; 
but in other places In tho Scriptures 
it is stated that they were to keep the 
day In commemoration of the fact that 
they had been led out of Egypt. It Is 
not. very clear how tho Commandment 
was understood, and notwithstanding 
tho explicit language used, it is cer- 
tain that prior to the Babylonian cap- 
tivity thero was not anything like an 
entire cessation from labor on that 
day. This seems to support the view 
that Babylonian influence was felt not 
only in the customs of the people, but 
also in the version of tho law as com- 
piled by Ezra after the captivity. At 
different times in the history of the 
Hebrew people very divergent .. views 
have been held as to the degree to 



correct observance of the 
day became almost a religion by itself, 
and was exalted to such Importance, 
that Jesus felt compelled on more than 
one occasion to demonstrate that "the 
Sabbath was made for man, not man 
for the Sabbath." Having in an arti- 
cle on tho Lord's Day Act shown how 
it came about that tho Jewish Sab- 
bath was abandoned by tho Christians 
and Sunday substituted' as a day of re- 
joicing, rest and worship, It is not 
necessary to refer to that phase of tho 
subject again; out for tho Information 
of tho gentleman at whoso request this 
article Is written, wo may point out 
that all legislation that has been en- 
acted in Christendom in rofei 'ence to 
a day of rest relate to Sunday and not 
to the Sabbath referred to in the Ten 
Commandments. 



UNKNOWN LANDS 

Second Articlo 
In tho present article reference will 
be made to the great hinterland of 
Brazil and the adjoining parts of Ven- 
ezuela, Colombia, Ecuador, Peru and 
Bolivia. Tho expression "unknown" 
hardly fits this great region, and per- 
haps is not exactly applicable to any 
of the lands described In this series. 

Little known" would bo a better defi- 
nition. Brazil is one of the largest 
countries In the world, Its area being 
18,139 square miles; that is, it is 
somewhat smaller than, Canada and 
somewhat larger than tho United 
States exclusive of Alaska. The states, 
which bound it on tho west are all of 
considerable dimensions. In a general 
way, South America may bo said to 
consist of the Andean range of moun- 
tains, a more scattered and less lofty 
mountain group adjacent to the At- 
lantic Ocean, and a great plain lying 
between them. Excluding Argentina 
and Chill, the settled portion of the 
Continent consists of a ring of varying 
width in the centre of which is the 
Amazon basin and the eastern slopes 
of the Andes, comprising in tho whole 
an area of approximately 2,000,000 
square miles, of which 1,250,000 square 
miles are Included in Brazil. This Im- 
mense region is very sparsely settled 
containing less than half a million peo- 
ple, of whom the greater number are 
Indians, very many of whom are 
"wild", not simply in the sense that 
they are not civilized, but because, 
they do not. recognize any other gov- 
ernment than their own tribal organi- 
zations. The Oronoco drains the north- 
ern part of this area, its head waters 
inter-locking with, and In one or more 
places Being actually connected, with 
those of tho Amazon; but it is the 
river system, called by the name just 
mentioned, which is the characteristic 
feature of this great little known area, 
a very considerable part of which is 
absolutely unexplored. Something 
therefore may be properly said in this 
connection about this mighty river. 

Tho magnitude of the Amazon can 
hardly be expressed in words. Tho 
total length of the main river is 3,300 
miles, of which nearly 2,000 miles arc 
in Brazil. Where tho river crosses the 
western boundary of that country It is 
about two miles wide, and In its course 
to the sea it steadily widens until it 
attains a breadth of fifty miles, when 
it rapidly expands until the distance 
across it from headland to headland, 
where It enters the ocean, is ISO miles. 
This vast expanse of fresh water is, 
however, broken by islands. So enor- 
mous Is the volume of water carried 
by the river, that at 200 miles out to 
sea it is distinctly observed, and nearer 
the coast tho fresh water can be dip- 
ped up from the surface of the open 
ocean. The effect of the tide Is Celt 
400 miles up the river, and sometimes 
the advancing water breaks Into a scr- 
ies of waves, from 10 to 15 feet in 
height. These are not salt water, but 
only tho water of the river forced back- 
ward by the groat tidal wave which 
sweeps across the Atlantic. Steamboat 
navigation is possible up the main 
river for a distance of 2,200, miles, 
that is all tho way across Brazil and 
Into Peru. In its long course across 
Brazil the river only falls a distance 
of 300 feet. Its depth averages 150 
feet, ndn sometimes is very much great- 
er than this. The total area included 
in the basin of this vast river system, 
the aggregate mileage of which cannot 
bo accurately computed, but is approx- 
imately 20,000 miles, Is upwards of 2,- 
500,000 squuro miles. The Arnuzon is 



fed by tho snow fieids of tho Andes 
and by tho heavy ruins which fall in 
the northwestern part of its basin. 

A few observations may bo made 
hero as to the effect of the Andes upon 
the climatic conditions of the country. 
As every one knows, this mountain 
chain is very close to tho western coast 
of South America. It therefore Inter- 
rupts the molsturo-laden winds, which 
blow from the Pacific, and compels 
them to precipitate their burden in the 
form of rain or snow. Tho winds, heat- 
ed by the equatorial sun, sweep east- 
ward leaving the country traversed by 
them In sonic places semi-arid, until 
they reach the mountains lying to- 
wards tho Atlantic Coast, when they 
give up more of their moisture. Be- 
tween November and July a northwest 
wind blows with little interruption 
from the North Atlantic and across the 
Caribbean Sea, and heavily laden with 
moisture, impinges upon the eastern 
slope of the Andes in Equatorial re- 
gions. This atmospheric current can- 
not lift its burden of water over the 
mountains, and so deposits it in the 
form of rain on the lower levels -In 
which the Oronoco and some of tho 
branches of the Amazon take their rise. | 
The rainfall averages over 100 inches 
a your, in some places it is as great 
as -101) inches. Hero then arc all the 
natural conditions requisite to pro- 
duce a great water system, and the 
great system of the Amazon is one of 
the results. 

After they emerge from tho Andean 
Range, the Amazon and all its tribu- 
taries How through a remarkably level 
country, the elevation in no place ex- 
ceeding 1,000 feet, as far as is known, 
and on none of the great tributaries 
are thero any rapids. Hence this river 
system affords the most wonderful nat- 
ural means of inland communication in 
the world. Ice is, of course unknown, 
and not only Is the Amazon connected 
on the north with the Oronoco, but on 
tho south it is separated by only a 
short distance from tho Plata river, 
and connection could redily bo made 
between thorn. Hence when the coun- 
try with its immense potentialities 
comes to be fully utilized, the trans- 
portation problem will be very simple. 
It is estimated that of the Amazon 
system within Brazil alone at least 
13,000 miles are navigable. 

Although the Amazon basin lies 
wholly within the tropics, the heat Is 
not very great. Tho thermometer rare- 
ly registers higher than 95 Fahr., and 
the range during the year Is not 
more than 15 degrees on ah average. 
Where vegetation' nourishes it is ex- 
ceedingly prollllc, but there are great 
areas that are unfertile, and others 
where irrigation is necessary, If agri- 
culture is to be prosecuted success- 
fully. The mineral wealth of the 
country is Incalculable. It contains 
everything of any known economic 
value. Though for the most part an 
uninhabited wilderness, the Amazon 
basin may one day become tho home 
of millions of people. 

Like all unexplored regions there Is 
a great deal of mystery attached to 
this little known land, and especially 
to those parts which lie within the 
eastern foothills of the Andes. Every 
now and then extraordinary stories are 
brought out to civilization by persons, 
who allege that they have penetrated 
to valleys, never before reached by 
white men, where they have found 
races of aborigines, living in a state 
(jf almost Arcadian simplicity and hap- 
piness. There are legends current 
among the white population of the An- 
dean region, and even more generally 
among the half-breeds, that hidden 
away in tho mountains are the rem- 
nants of the wonderful people who 
were driven out of Peru by Plzarro and 
other conquerors, and even of mora 
ancient tribes, who are alleged to bt 
descendants of the races, who peopled 
Peru before the days of the Incas. Of 
course all such tales must be taken 
with great allowance. Probably 
are in many cases pure fiction, and in 
others simply exaggerations of true 
accounts of people, who have had little 
or no Intel-course with Europeans. But 
be this as if may, a very great interest 
attaches to the unexplored regions ly- 
ing around the head waters of the 
Amazon, and consisting for the most 
part of valleys, some of them very ex- 
tensive, hemmed In on the west by the 
unscalable heights of the Andes and 
on their other sides by the widespread 
arms of the foothills of the mighty 
range.

We are 
all so much Interested in our break- 
fasts, luncheons and dinners, that we 
would all like to know if it must be 
maintained as a fact in social econ- 
omy that tho kitchen maid is on a 
lower level than the shop girl'.' It is, 
of course, a very nice question as to 
why there should be any social dis- 
tinction between girls who earn their 
own living and those "who toil not. 
neither do they spin," and either by 
reason of the wealth of their 
parents, or because the latter 
are indulgent, or for some other 
cause, manage to go through life in 
a state of more or less elegant leisure. 
Hut this Ik ;t broad subject, and We 
do not ask for any expressions of 
opinions on that point. Just tell us, 
ladies, if you can suggest anything 
towards the solution of what every 
one concedes is one of the most trou- 
blesome of tho questions of the day, 
and which may be briefly stated thus: 
How shall domestic service bo put 
upon a more satisfactory basis? Do 
not make your letters too long.

A simple and very ofllcicnt disinfect- 
ant to pour down a sink Is a small 
quantity o£ charcoal mixed with water. 

Be careful not to rend lying down, 
as thero is then too much blood prcss- 
uro in the eyes and the external mus- 
cles soon become very tired. 

A mild solution of oxalic acid and 
water will remove stains from the nails 
and hands. This is good to use when 
tli hands arc stained with fruit juices. 

Don't polish tho nails roughly or rub 
thorn until they become heated. Touch 
them slightly with the polisher or rub 
them lightly on tho palms of the 
hands. 

There are no miracles in medicine. 
Remember that to keep or to get 
health generally requires only a know- 
ledge of nature's laws, with experi- 
ence and common sense to obey them.: 

When suffering with a cold in tho 
head or any kind of catarrhal or throat, 
disorders try snuffing a warm solu- 
tion of salt water In the nostrils and 
garglo the throat with cold salt 
water. 

Go to sleep thinking of your dearest 
possession or the pleasantest experi- 
ence of your life. Compose your limbs 
to rest, your mind to peaco and your 
faco to the expression of perfect hap- 
piness.. 

Children often have a sweet given 
to them to take away the taste of 
medicine. That sweet should be taken 
immediately before, not after, the 
medicine, and if it be of strong flavor, 
such as peppermint, the disagreeable 
taste of the medicine will not bo de- 
tected by tho patient. 

Vinegar rubbed Into badly chapped 
hands and allowed to dry will alleviate 
the stinging pain almost histantly. 

To preserve milk put a spoonful of 
horse-radish into a pan of milk and it 
will remain sweet for several days 
cither in the open air or in a cellar. 

In case of a bad burn make a plaster 
of painter's oil and putty and cover the 
burn.

Pour hot water over a pound of 
candied cherries, let stand a moment, 
drain, dry in a cloth, and sot in the 
oven puning to become dry. Take 
half a pound of erustless bread slices 
in as much milk as they will absorb. 
Add four beaten eggs, four tablespoou- 
fuls of sugar, lour of warm butter, a, 
quarter of a pound of boiled and grat- 
ed chestnuts, a dusting of cinnamon. 
When these ingredients are mixed well 
add the cherries. Pour into a butter- 
ed shallow pan, brush thc top gener- 
ously with butter, strew much sugar 
and cinnamon, and bake slowly In 
moderate oven. This is delicious served 
with chocolate. 

Bread 

Sift two quarters of flour with a 
lablespoonful of sugar and a teaspoon- 
ful of salt. Melt a lablespoonful of 
butter in a pint of boiling water and 
add while still boiling a pint of fresh 
milk; then take from the fire. Set 
aside until blood warm and add to It a 
half-cake of compressed yeast dis- 
solved in a gill of lukewarm water. 
Make a holo in the centre of the sift- 
ed Hour and add the liquid, working 
quickly with a wooden spoon to a soft 
dough. Flour your hands and knead 
tho dough hard for- at least ten min- 
utes. Set aside to rise to double its 
original size, make into loaves after 
kneading again and set to rise until 
light, Bako in a steady oven. 
Loaf Cake 
Four eggs--whltes and yolks beaten 
separately — ono and one-half cups of 
sifted granulated sugar, one-half cup 
each of butter and sweet milk, two and 
one-half cups of Hour, ono-half tea- 
spoonful of cream of tartar and one- 
half teaspoonful of baking soda sifted 
three times with the flour. Into the 
beaten yolks of tho eggs stir the milk, 
then cream the butter and sugar and 
add this to tho eggs and milk. Beat 
tho whites until just stiff enough to 
stand alone, and add them alternately 
with the Hour. Stir just enough to in- 
corporate the whites and flour, then 
bake In a loaf tin in a slow oven for 
from 45 tc G5 minutes. 

Lemon Cream Pie 
Boil a pint of milk and add to it 
four tablespoon fuls ot cornstarch 
which has been blended with a gill of 
milk. When boiled stir in tho yolks of 
three eggs, two tablcspoonfuls of but- 
ter, one cup of sugar and the juice of 
two large lemons. Line a deep plate 
with pie crust, fill with this mixture 
and bake for twenty minutes. Beat 
the whites of tho eggs with one cup 
of sugar, spread this meringue on the 
pie when done and leave in the oven 
until slightly browned. 

Tender Pot Roast 
Put the beef'into an iron pot with 
a little butter, but with no salt. Brown 
on both sides, then add two table- 
spoonfuls of vinegar and boil for a few 
minutes before pouring in a little wat- 
er, then salt, pepper, onion juice and a 
pinch of baking soda. Cook until it is 
tender enough to fall apart, then thick- 
en the gravy, transfer the meat to a 
platter, put the gravy over it and 
garnish with parsley. 

Cornmeal Griddlo Cakes 
Pour over one cup of Indian meal 
enough scalding water to make it mod- 
erately soft; add two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, ono tablespoonful of melted 
butter, one well-beaten egg, one cup of 
sweet milk, two tcaspoorifuls of cream 
of tartar and a teaspoonful of soda 
sifted with a cup of flour. Add a lit- 
tle salt and cook on tho griddle. 
Gingerbread 
Cream a cup of butter with a half- 
cup of sugar, add a cup of molasses, 
one teaspoonful of cinnamon, one-half 
teaspoonful of salt and a quarter-tea- 
spoonful of ginger. Mix well and add 
a cup of boiling water in which a 
heaping teaspoonful of baking soda 
has been dissolved. Lastly, stir in 
three cups of flour. Bake "for three- 
quarter of an hour in a large pan. 
Chocolate Carmels 
Put Into a porcelain-lined saucepan 
two cups of brown sugar, a gill of 
molasses, a gill of cream, a half cake 
of unsweetened chocolato and four 
tablespoonfuls of butter. Cook all to- 
gether until a little dropped into cold 
water is brittle, then add a teaspoon- 
ful of varilla, turn into a greased pan 
and oat into squares as it cools. 
Cottage Pudding 
One cup of sweet milk, one cup of 
suet chopped very line, one cim of mo- 
lasses, one-half pound of seeded rais- 
ins, one-half pound of currants, one- 
half teaspoonful of ground cloves, one- 
half teaspoonful of ground cinnamon, 
one teaspoonful of baking soda, a lit- 
tle salt, Hour to make a good batter. 
Steam for three hours. 

Biscuit Tortoni 
Pound a dozen vanilla biscuit with 
enough whipped cream to have them 
smooth paste. Cut any candied fruits 
(have four kinds at least) into small 
square pieces and cover them with 
klrsch. hot them stand in It an hour 
or two, adding enough pounded maca- 
roons to absorb all the liquor. Into 
a mould put a layer of the cream and 
biscuit preparation, then a layer of 
the fruits, then another of tho cream, 
and so on till full. Freeze, and when 
unmoulded cover with whipped crcairi 
that bus been almost frozen, 
Ice-cream Without Eggs or Cooking 
Out of one quart of milk take about 
one cupful and put on the stove; to 
this add one tablespoonful of Hour, 
wet in a little cold milk, also half cup 
of sugar;. Ilavor tho last thing before 
cooling to suit, taste; let these things 
come to a boil. Add one can of con- 
densed milk to tlie cold milk and stir 
the boiled milk into the cold and 
freeze. This is very nice. 1 

A Simple Dossert 

One ounce of gelatine, two table- 
spoons of water. Set on tho stove to 
melt. Beat ono pint of cream in a 
bowl till it Is thick and add two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, put In the dis- 
solved gelatine. Line a mould with 
sponge cake baked thin. Pour in the 
cream a.n.d sot on ice to cool.

The spectacle of the sunken block- 
ing ships, in and about the entrance to 
the harbor, and especially under tho 
Golden Hill batteries, is of the most 
tragic description. The hulks of near- 
ly a dozen steamers lie half exposed 
in the falling tide, coated in their or- 
iginal slate coloured grey, and still re- 
taining their grim warlike aspect. Sev- 
eral have tho masts and funnels still 
standing and In many cases the upper 
works are in fair conditon, having 
successfully evaded the shells directed 
against them when they approached to 
fulfill ther mission, as well as with- 
stood' the strong southwest gales that 
frequently spring up in the Yellow Sea. 

Entering, between . the buoys that 
mark the deepest water and proceeding 
slowly past the fortifications guarding 
tho approaches; a good look-out is 
kept to .avoid coming in contact with 
any of the submerged wrecks which 
exist on either side. It. is stated that 
the late Admiral Makaroff caused two 
large vessels of- the volunteer fleet to 
bo sunk at certain parts of tho en- 
trance, with a view to limiting the- pos- 
sibilities of the harbor from ever being 
effectively blocked, but whether it was

njonty. In tho thirteenth century Friar 
Roger Bacon (121-1-129-1) declared that 
it would yet bo possible to make wag- 
ons go without horses and not long 
after Leonardo 'da Vlnel (1452-1519) 
made a sketch of n gearing for a self- 
moving carriage, which lie declared 
was practicable, but which ho did not 
demonstrate. 

In 1625 a petiton was filed n Eng- 
land by John Marshall for "a new 
nventon of a cart of 15 cvvt., to carry 
a great burden without help or horses 
and guided but bv himself." Letters 
patent dated Octoiier 10, 1864, wero 
granted by Louis XIV to Jean Thcoson 
for "the privilege of employing a lit- 
tle four wheel carriage, set In motion 
without any horses, but merely by two 
men seated." 

In 1782 ho patented a double acting 
engino, which he thought "might be 
employed to give motion to wheel car- 
riages." Before this, in 176'J), a French- 
man, Nicholas Joseph Cugndt, invent- 
ed what is most generally conceded to 
bo the Arts steam automobile. This was 
a trolley vehicle, built with state funds 
and in tho following year ho built a 
second one, showing improvements, 
which was exhibited at the Tuilerles 
in 17S9. Tills contrivance was fatally 
defective in that it had only a single 
wheel for both driving and steering. 
Watt did not put his patent to tho 
trial, but other British experts took up 
tho subject, and for more than fifty 
years, well Into the nineteenth cen- 
tury, thero was remarkable activity in 
tho building of steam carriages In both 
Europe and America. 

Geo. Stephenson, Richard Trevit- 
hack, Walter Hancock. Goldsworthy 
Gurnev. David Gordon, William Brun- 
ton and others were tho leaders of the 
movement In England, while in the 
United States steam vehicles were 
brought out by Oliver Evans, Nathan 
Read, Thomas Blanchard and others. 
Read produced his carriage in 1780, 
and it was more practical than that of 
Cugnot, Oliver Evans obtained In 1787 
the right to operate steam road wag- 
ons in Pennsylvania and Maryland, 
and in 1805 built a combined road 
wagon and boat. 

Tho first notable improvement of the 
nineteenth century was that of Rich- 
ard Trevltheck of England, who. with 
Andrew Vivian, patented In 1S02 a 
steam carriage having a wheel on tho 
crankshaft and the latter connected 
with the driving wheels by gearing. 
This was the first steam vehicle with 
transmission gearing. The first steam 
automobile having comfortable accom- 
modation for passengers appears to 
have been that of Julius Griffiths, built 
In England in 1821. 

Soon after tho close of . the first 
quarter of the nineteenth century tho 
interest In steam road carriages grow 
to impressive proportions in England, 
and it seemed for a time as if this 
typo of vehicle was destined to per 
munent use and lo revolutionize travel 
on the highways. In 1833 there wero 
not less than twenty such vehicles in 
and around London and £. dozen cor 
porations had been organUed to oper- 
ate motor roadway lines over stated 
routes. That was the tiuje when the 
automobllists of today wli" rant about 
prejudice and adverse legislation 
should have lived, for thcuD were what 
chilled and killed the budding bloom 
of steam highway lines. 
. The modern automobllo period be 
gan about 1SS9, when the Daimler II 
quid hydrocarbon engine appeared in 
a form which held out some promise 
of success, in the use of It for road 
vehicles. Not that the gasoline en- 
gino was new at' this time, but tho 
adoption of it for motor cars was 
tho object being sought. In this 
work, however, Daimler and the other 
Europeans were anticipated by an 
American, according to tho historians 
for in 1S79 there was filed in the pat- 
ent office at Washington an applica- 
tion for a vehicle with a liquid, hydro- 
carbon engine of the compression type, 
having a transmission capable of be- 
ing disconnected with the engino, the 
feature ao necessary on all practical 
automobiles today. 

This application was Issued in 1895 
as patent 549,160; being kept alive dur- 
ing the Interim by amendments. Con- 
cerning this grant the patent commis- 
sioner in his official report for 1S95 
said that It was one "which may be 
considered tho pioneer invention in 
the application of the compression gas 
engine to road or horseless carriage 
use. Following the adaptation of tho 
compression and explosive engine, the 
work of development hinged upon 
carburetlon, ignition, cooling and 
transmission, but the Industry ad- 
vanced by giant strides find leaps. 
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Wonderful Goat Mountain Park

To tho people of British Columbia, 
mountains are no novelty. They know 
that theirs is the finest mountain land 
of all North America, and that their 
splendid peaks and valleys, precipices 
and divides, are immovable. Their 
mountains may bo scarred, but they 
cannot be pulled down. Tho agricul- 
tural, mineral and hoavy-tlmber lands 
aro dedicated to tho Industries they 
wero created to serve, and the com- 
mercial future of the Mountain Prov- 
ince is secure. 

But there are other uses, at presnt 
llttlo dreamed' of, to which somo of 
tho mountains of British Columbia can 
be devoted. The States of Maine and 
Florida have found that as a business I 
proposition it pays well to maintain 
I national playgrounds for the busy mil- 
I lions of North America. The people 
of America work hard, but when the 
time comes for recreation, they aro 
willing to go far, and spend fruely. To- 
day the Sttito of Maine derives annual- 
I ly more than $1,000,000 of now wealth 
| — all of It net profit — from the tourists, 
i campers, photographers and sportsmen 
who wish to camp In her balsamy 
| woods and get their feet onco more on 
the bosom of Mother Earth. Maine ad- 
| mits the figures set down above. The 
State of Florida is about half sustain- 
ed by the money that is poured into 
her lap, every winter, by "the tourists." 

Years ago, through the wisdom of 
far-seeing men in tho United States 
Geological Survey, the Yellowstone 
National Park was created. That great, 
wilderness was still unspoiled by the 
riflo, and undevastated by the axe. 
Today, all tho wealth of the United 
States Treasury, backed by all tho 
commercial interests combined could 
not take that royal heritage out of

A brilliant woman once said to me 
"Life without abandon to me Is 
a dance without music." And 1 knew 
Instantly what she meant, with that 
delight one always feels In tlie per- 
ception of a fresh statement of truth. 
It was a poet's phrase, and as all good 
poetry will, it illumined tlie mind at 
once with a radiant conviction, and 
left itself In the memory as a perpetu- 
al word of wisdom. Every day, every- 
where, I am constantly having it borne 
in upon me how true tlie saying is; 
and as I hear of the Incidents in the 
lives of my friends, or of their friends, 
and as I watcli tlie expression of men 
and women going by me (lie street 
or gathered in public places, light- 
hearted With elation or depressed with 
complaining, I find myself repenting, 
not without something of the resigned 
detachment of the philosopher, "Life 
without abandon is a dance without 
music." 

It is so easy to distinguish where 
music lias gone out of a life, and 
where it still lingers with its enrap- 
turing possession of the personality. 
Here go by tho dejected mien, the dis- 
pirited walk, the drooping shoulders 
and slovenly gait, the eyes bent upon 
the ground, the head bowed in hope- 
lessness; these are they who for one 
cause or another have lost the first 
line abandon which Is tho natural 
heritage of every mortal born into a 
beautiful world; they have ceased to 
make magic music in their personal- 
ities; and where they still go through 
the motions of living, they are scarce- 
ly more than automata moving to a 
joyless mechanical rhythm, creatures 
iff routine, puppets dancing without a 
tune. Pity them, for they are the un- 
fortunates of the great army of tri- 
umphant humanity — not only the 'de- 
sorters and stragglers from the ranks, 
but tlie weak, the ignorant, the ill-ad- 
vised, tho wayward, who have gome- 
how strayed beyond the sound of the 
fifes and drums and go blundering on 
out of step and forlorn, perhaps wil- 
fully searching for freedom, perhaps 
only vainly looking for rest, and never 
guessing that all their wayfaring must 
bo bound In misery unless they can 
recover tho trail of that high inspiring 
music they have lost, and which some- 
where far in tho van is still calling 
them to enthusiastic allegiance, still 
marking an Irresistible boat for their 
feet to follow. — Bliss Carman, in Arpil

about 200 sheep, perhaps 1000 goats,- 
a largo number of deer and a few elk; I 
and on our 1906 trip wo saw 5 
grizzlies. I havo hunted on both sides 
of the Elk and Fording rivers, and I 
the proposed (Goat Mountain) reserve 1 
is tho greatest slioep range I have 
found. It contains both their summer, 
and winter ranges, a very important 
matter." 

Beyond question, Goat Mountain' 
park is today, as mountain lands go, 
abundantly stocked with game. There 
Is enough that every visitor will seej 
much of it, The unhampered breeding 
of tho present stock soon would create 
a splendid wlld-anlmal population. If 
that region should now bo set aside 
as a game and forest reserve, In ten| 
years' time its herds of big game 
would bo one of the greatest sights 
to be found In British Columbia. Al-j 
though tho elk now aro few In number, 
every western man knows how rapid- 
ly that species breeds when it is well 
protected. I challenge all British Col- 
umbia, to produco an area 15 miles 
wide by 30 miles long which for num- 
ber of species of big game, and aver- 
age number of head in each, can equal 
the proposed Goat Mountain Park. The 
mountain sheep still has a good foot- 
hold there, and its favorite breeding- 
grounds around Monro lake should be 
held inviolate for centuries to come. 
But let no man make the mistake of 
believing that even without game res- 
erves there will bo plenty of game In 
British Columbia; for that Is not true! 

The area referred to is not large, and 
a very few reckless hunting parties 
could in two or three years' shooting 
ruin it forever! Already many sports- 
men aro planning to hunt there next 
autumn! Tho trouble is that the big 
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tlie hands of tho American people, and 
throw it open to tlie grinding destruc- 
tiveness of "settlement." For years 
the railroad interests be£3;cd and 
pleaded with Congress for a railroad — ■ 
just one little harmless line, to Cook 
city, "to tap the mines." But the peo- 
ple have said, "No! Not one rail shall 
over bo laid in tlie National Park." 

Today the annual tourist travel 
through Yellowstone Park is so heavy 
and is Increasing so fast, it is difficult 
to handle it; but as yet, the People 
have not really begun to visit that 
wonderland. Think what it will be 
even 25 years hence, saying nothing 
or another century. 

And why do people go there? It is 
not to show 01V fine clothes, nor to 
avoid alkali dust. It is for the scen- 
ery, the wild animals, and a chance to 
camp out, llsli and photograph in an 
unspoiled mountain land. Thero is a 
chance to get into the green timber 
and see wild mountain sheep, elk, mule 
deer, grizzly bear, black bear and 
antelope. It is quite enough. 

Today tho people of British Colum- 
bia possess in the southeastern por- 
tion of their province a similar won- 
derland of nature's own making 
though lacking the geysers. Although 
it has yielded to sportsmen and trap- 
pers many mountain sheep and goats, 
grizzly and black bear, deer, elk and 
also moose, even yet It is an unspoiled 
land. OC late years, thanks to Mr. 
John M. Phillips, his friends and his 
guides, all shooting in that region has 
been done so sparingly that tho coun- 
try rising between tho Elk and Bull 
rivers remains today a paradise for 
mountain game. From what I myself 
have said of it, and from what I have 
heard of other game districts in east- 
ern British Columbia, I am well con- 
vinced that there is not to bo found in 
any of your southern districts a reg- 
ion of 450 square miles which luis even 
one-half the game, mile for mile, that 
today exists in tho country to which 

1 refer. It is correctly shown on tho 
map published herewith, and for con- 
venience I shalltcall it Goat Mountain 
Park. 

In September .1905 wo saw and 
counted 2.'19 mountain goats. We also 
saw about 25 mountain sheep, 2 griz- 
zly bears, about 20 mule deer, 1 elk 
and 2 wolverines. After our departure 
on October 2, 190G, our guides caught 

2 wolverines, 1 lynx, 53 marten and 1 
wolf. 

Mr. Phillips has recently been all 
over Goat Mountain Park, and this Is 
his statement (March 15, 1907) regard- 
ing tho game within its borders. "At 
tho present time It is stocked with 



wild creatures aro too visible, and too 
accessible. These conditions are right 
for tlie tourist and the photographer, 
but when hunters are afoot with dead- 
ly long-range repeating rilles, tho 
openness of tlie country spells death to 
tlie game. During our 30 days in tlie 
wonderland, we hunted gnats with 
rifles on two days, only, and stopped 
with three-fifths of our legal allow- 
ance. Last year Mr. Phillipps killed! 
only one grizzly bear, and did not fire 
a aliot at goat or sheep. 

After tlie wild creatures of the 
mountains, we come to the scenery. Lot 
mo say, very briefly, that is extremely 
interesting, It is highly picturesque, 
and in many places It is genuinely 
grand. Us mountain-sides are like the 
pages of a beautifully illustrated nat- 
ural history, of geology, zoology and 
botany combined. There do you find 
Nature busy at work, In ' her own 
workshop, remodelling her peaks and 
altering her valleys, You note her 
developing new nurseries and young 
forests of spruce, balsam, juniper, 
larch and asnen. 

The slide-ways are perpetual sources 
of wonder; and no two mountain- 
Hides an; alike. As you stand on tho 
top of Bird Mountain, tho cvclorama 
that stretches around you for unknown 
miles is enough to inspire any man 
with a desire to preserve It all from 
the hands of Tho Spoilers. You thank 
God that, in those mountains there Is 
neither coal nor precious metals, and 
that those slopes aro unscarred by 
prospect hole and mine. The only dump 
in that region is 0110 that was made, 
by tlie hand of nature. 

High up on the northern side of 
Roth mountain, a glistening glacier 
beckons to tho venturesome climber 
who loves Alpine danger and difliculty. 
On the lofty dlvldo above Lake Jose- 
phine — a liquid sapphire on tho bos- 
om of a noble mountain — you seem to 
stand on the roof of the world. In the 
northwestern aroa of tills wonderland 
Monro lake Is a goal well worthy of 
tho picturesque trail by which it Is 
reached. 

At present tho green timber that 
fills many of tlie valleys and clothes 
many of tho slopes, Is a valuable as- 
set In the conservation of tho water 
supply of the Elk and Bull rivers. It 
is not, however, of such commercial 
value that its preservation would mean 
a loss to tlie lumber interests of tho 
province. Fifty years honeo, tho wat- 
ers of those two rivers may easily be 
worth to tho province, annually, ten 
tlinos as much as tho whole of the 
timber which now conserves them. 

Our modern civilization Is today a 



forco of terrific destructive power. Its 
way with the products of nature is to 
pulverize them. Its grinding power is 
glacier-like in its destructtveness. To 
the people of British Columbia wo 
present this proposition: Is not Goat 
Mountain Parle worth saving from the 
hands of the Spoilers? 

Let mo catalogue, very brelfly tho 
merits and tho advantages of that 
particular area, as a perpetual game 
and forest reserve, and a wonderful 
for tourists, campers and photograph- 
ers. 

1. It is probably tho most interesting 
small area, zoologically, botanlcally 
and geologically, In all British Colum- 
bia, and the one most rich in wild life. 

2. It would noon become a game res- 
ervoir, from which much surplus game 
would overflow Into surrounding ter- 
ritory, for legitimate hunting purpos- 
es. Tho Yellowstone Park Is a good 
illustration of this prospect. 

3. In natural sconory it is probably 
as finely-appointed as any area of its 
size within tlie province. 

4. Its splendid accessibility, from 
Michel, Fertile and Fort Steele, renders 
it easily available to every person who 
passes over the Crows Nest division of 
tho C. P. Railway. With a very small 
expenditure on tho trails, evei women 
and children could reach tho heart of 
Its attractions in threo days' horseback 
riding from Michel. 

5. The absonse of coal and agricul- 
tural lands renders it wholly undesir- 
able to tho railway interests, and the 
chances are that no railway lino ever 
will be built through any portion of 
it. 

0. Tho proposed Goat Mountain Park 
is bounded by streams, and the prov- 
ince would bo put to not one dollar of 
expense in locating and marking out 
its boundaries. On tho other hand, it 
is both difficult and expensive to mark 
boundaries across many mountain 
streams, and along tho crests of moun- 
tain water-sheds. 

7. Owing to tho shape of tho pro- 
posed Park, and its topography, two 
game wardens could now protect the 
whole of it. Years hence when tho 
increase In visitors demands more men 
a visitors' tax Of flvo dollars would 
pay for tho maintenance of a larger 
number of wardens. 

8. The province has much to gain 
and nothing to lose by the creation of 
tho Park as proposed. In a few years 
its attractions would bring to tho 
province a substantial Income derived 
from tourists. 

Tho people of British Columbia may 
ask us, "from what motive springs 
your interest in tho country between 
the Elk and tho Bull?" I answer, sole- 
ly from a desire— born on tho summit 
of Bird mountain — to save for millions 
of people yet to come, both of this 
century and the next, a magnificent 
domain of nature that is worthy of 
the best efforts that any man can put 
forth. I tli ink that no one will Charge 
that Mr. Phillips and tho writer aro 
actuated by selfish motives. Our sel- 
fish interests would he best served - 
by the maintenanco of present con- 
ditions, whereby wo and our friends 
could hunt in tho wonderland so long 
as any of its largo game might re- 
main unslaughtored; but wo desire to 
see the bars of absoluto protection 
raised at once around tho whole ' of 
Goat Mountain Park, 

I notice with regret that already 
thero is in the field a rival .proposition 
for a reserve taking in both sides of 
Elk river above tho 50th parallel, and 
extending up to the Alberta boundary. 
As a substitute, that proposition Is 
to Mr. Phillips and to mo absolutely 
unacceptable, oven though it does in- 
clude tho northeastern quarter of 
Goat Mountain Parle Wo do not seo 
a sufficient number of good reasons 
for the proposed substitution. A gamo 
reserve laid out according to the now 
proposal would be handicapped by tho 
following disadvantages: 

1. It contains coal deposits to which 
a railway soon will bo built up tho 
Elk, river valley! 

2. A railway is not a good thing to 
run through tho heart of a game res- 
erve. It is too much like a knlfo 
through tho lungs of a man. 

3. Tho agricultural lands of the Elk 
river valley soon will bo settled up: 
and no such a settlement should exist 
in a real game, refiorve. 

4. There is no evidenco that tho 
area of tho substitute proposition is 
well stocked with tho various species 
of big game, or that it contains even 
half enough to justify its preference! 

6. A gamo reservation wholly at ono 
side of British Columbia never can bo 
as useful or as valuable to its proprie- 
tors as ono situated well within tho 
provincial boundaries, which will servo 
as a reservoir for game which will 
overflow on four sides for the benefit 
of Its riEhtful owners. 

As I began, so I will end. 

The question is "Do tho people of 
British Columbia care to save tho won- 
derland? U the answer Is "No," then 
will I have nothing more to say on 
the subject. If they answer "Yes,'' 
then should notion bo taken now, be- 
foru the opening of another shooting 
season. If that land is saved, I 
promise to trouble my neighbors no 
more with suggestions of this kind.

The painters have just cause for 
feeling elated over their record In the 
United States during tho year 1906. 
Hero is the record: Charters Issued, 
176; surrendered, 106; gain In mem- 
bership, 5,416; number of strikes, 100; 
won, 90; compromised, 5; lost, 5. Deatli 
benefits to a total of $54,447.50 were 
disbursed during the year, while tho 
sum of $57,000 was donated to other 
unions. 

Reports in the British Labor Ga- 
zette show a total membership on Jan. 
31 of 47,559 in the printing trade 
unions of the United Kingdom. Of 
this number 19,315 were employed in 
London alone. The percentage of un- 
employed on that date was 4.3 In all 
the provinces and 4.5 In London.

Trackmen on the C. P. R. between 
Fort William and the Pacific coast will 
receive an increase of 8 per cent, over 
their present wage scale. The new 
arrangements which are being made 
aro satisfactory to both parties. The 
present daily wage for seetionmen is 
$1.50 and $1.55 per day. This will be 
raised to range between $1.62 and 
$1.67 per day. The change affects all 
the seetionmen, and involves some five 
thousand miles of road. In this ter- 
ritory there are about seven hundred 
and twenty sections employing any- 
where between fifteen hundred and 
twenty-llvo hundred men.

The Vancouver Cement company at 
Tod Inlet, V. I., has at present 250 
men at work, and this number Is being 
continually increased. Six or seven 
different nationalities are represented 
among tlie employees. The chemist is 
a German, a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Strasburg, Alsace-Lorraine; 
whilst among the workmen are Cana- 
dians, Englishmen, Scotchmen 
Frenchmen, Swedes, Norwegians, 
Greeks, Sikhs, Chinese and the repre- 
sentatives of half a dozen other, races. 

A recent case in court was that of a 
workman employed upon a boat of 
defendant's, working in the hold at a 
chain-bucket Tor taking up coal out 
of the hold. He alleged that the buck- 
et was lowered without warning, and 
that it struck and injured him. The 
claim, made under the Workmen's 
Compensation Act, was abandoned at 
the trial, plaintiff relying on his claim 
at common law, and the jury found 
that the system of performing the 
work was defective and awarded $1,500 
damages. An appeal from the judg- 
ment at the trial was dismissed by a 
divisional court. 

A. E. Beck, sitting as arbitrator In 
Vancouver finder the "Workmen's Com- 
pensation Act, has made an award of 
$250 and costs to John Laplant, pay- 
able by the Victoria Vancouver 
Stevedoring company as compensation 
for the death of Joseph Laplant, > son 
of the plaintiff in the action. Joseph 
Laplant was drowned at the Hastings 
mills in July last year while at work 
loading the ship Invorclyde. The 
award was based upon the partial de- 
pendency of the father upon the earn- 
ings of the son for the support of his 
household, the son having heen a regu- 
lar contributor to this fund.

Problems of Chemistry 



The Friday evening lecture at the 
Royal institution was given by Pro- 
fessor G. Lunge, of Zurich, whose sub- 
ject was "Problems of Applied Chem- 
istry." Sir William Crookes was in 
the chair, and among those present 
wero Sir \V. H. Perkin, Sir Beqjamin 
Baker, Sir James Dewar, Professor H. 
E. Armstrong, Professor Meldola. and 
Professor J. J. Thomson. 

Professor Lunge said that applied, 
in the sense of Industrial, chemistry 
was Intimately interlaced with the 
science and. art of the engineer, and 
a chemist who did not wish to be al- 
ways confined to "testing" in the la- 
boratory must get some knowledge of 
the construction and working of ma- 
chines as well as of factory work prop- 
er. This knowledge the scientifically 
trained chemist frequently acquired 
by mere routine, and in the same way 
there wero men who went into chem- 
ical manufacturing without a basis of 
scientific knowledge, though a change 
had now taken place in this icspcct. 
Great Britain for many years had tho 
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"A Chemist" in the London Daily 
Mail writes: 

Tho terrible explosion which de- 
stroyed tho French battleship lena is 
now by almost universal consent in 
France ascribed to the spontaneous 
detonation of the ammunition. It. has 
also been suggested that it was due to 
ignition from a "short circuit," but to 
me this seems most improbable. It Is 
known that the ammunition on board 
was of low quality, had been too long 
in stock, and was kept in a magazine 
tho temperature of which was too 
high. It Is a singular and significant 
fact that this is tlie third explosion of 
tho kind in less than two years. In 
September, 1905, the great battleship 
Mikasa was thus sunk at Sasebo 



while early last year the Brazilian bat- 
lead in the chemical as in most othorj tleship Aquidaban blew up near Rio de 
industries — partly because of the gen-! Janeiro from some defect in her am- 
eral business capacity of her inhabit- 
ants, partly because of their special 
talent on tho mechanical iside — but! 
most of tho leaders of British chemical 
industry in former times were not 
professed chemists or engineers. Now 
and then even eminent practical men 
threw away much time and money on 
inventions that proved failures, though 
in some cases they were right in prin- 
ciple and merely failed through some 
side issue. This was the case, for in- 
stance, with the problem of recovering 
sulphur from alkali waste, which Gos- 
sage attacked on the right lines so far 
back as 1837, but which was only solv- 
ed (after partial successes by Mond 
and by Schaffner) half a century later 
by Claus and by Chance. At the period 
of English ascendancy In chemical in- 
dustry many German chemists turned 
to this country and spent many years 
here, among them being tho founders 
of some of the greatest chemical es- 
tablishments in Germany. The im- 
mense development of chemical indus- 
try in Germany was certainly due to 
the interaction of science and practi- 
cal life; previously the former had 
been too exclusively dominant. The 
increase of chemical industries in 
Great Britain had not been so rapid 
as In some other countries, but there 
was no reason why the combination of 
science and practice should be less ef- 
fective in this country than in others. 
The greatest recent progress had 
been made in tho application of elec- 
tricity to chemical purposes. Here 
the greatest European coal producers, 
England and Germany, wero at a dis- 
advantage as compared witli some 
other countries which had large stores 
of water power — a treasure which 
would be even more appreciated when 
the age of coal had passcTi away. As 
even tho available water power was 
limited, future ages would have to 
face tho problem of obtaining power 
elsewhere, probably by direct conver- 
sion of the sun's rays into other forms 
of energy; but our generation must 
devote itself to the more humble task 
of using coal more economically than 
hitherto. This result must be sought 
primarily In the direction of convert- 
ing the coal Into gaseous fuel; and al- 
ready it had been combined In Dr. 
Ludwig Mond's power-gas with an- 
other of the most momentous prob- 
lems of applied chemistry — the uiifiza,- 
tion of nitrogen from fresh sources" 
which was at the bottom of the ques- 
tion of increasing the production of 
foodstuffs. Something might be done 
by more general use of "recovery coke 
ovens," but in the long run we must 
inevitably turn to utilizing the nitro- 
gen of the atmosphere. Although 
Cavendish in 1785 had obtained nitric 
vapours from the air by the electric, 
spark, for a long period no practical 
progress was made. Now, however, by 
the process of Frank and Caro am- 
monia, or its agricultural equivalent, 
"lime nitrogen," was obtained by the 
action of atmospheric nitrogen on elec- 
trically produced calcium carbide, and 
by the end of the year some 45,000 
horse power would be employed In 
this way. Still more important was 
tho production of nitrates from the 
air, for these not only served as fer- 
tilizers, but were indispensable for the 
manufacture of coal tar colors and ex- 
plosives, and their only source at pres- 
ent was the Chili nitrate beds, which 
could only last a limited time. This 
problem seemed also to have been 
solved by electricity, which in Norway 
was already largely employed in mak- 
ing nitrates from the air. Great efforts 
were being made to utilize the high 
temperatures which could be obtained 
from a mixture of ferric oxide and 
aluminus ("thermit") for tlie produc-l 
Hon of Iron, and if they succeeded the thereby transmitting a message to the 
iron industry would ultimately also dispatcher's oltlee, where it operates 
pass into the hands of the possessors I an indicator giving tlie exact position 
of water power, though as yet that of the train, and, at the same time dls- 
consummation seemed far off.

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In the spontaneous detonation of tlie 
ammunition there aro probably two 
distinct processes: first, some change 
in the chemical condition of the am- 
munition; second, some agency caus- 
ing tho actuul ignition of tho altered 
constituents. Explosives are subject- 
ed to severe tests to ensure their sta- 
bility anil safety, but the substances 
which compose them are so complex 
and in such complex relationship that 
they arc liable to slow or sudden al- 
teration. In this altered state they 
become far more susceptible to ex- 
terior inlluences, far more dangerous 
to handle. The question, however, 
which I am going to ask is, what is 
tho external agency which is the Im- 
mediate cause of the violent transfor- 
mation known to the world as an ex- 
plosion".' 

The possibility that it is some pecu- 
liar electrical condition of the atmos- 
phere or ether has, in the light of re- 
cent science, to be taken serloifbly in- 
to account. It would be interesting to 
have a record of the dates of the groat 
spontaneous explosions, on board 
ships, in magazines, and in powder 
factories, and a detailed analysis of 
the electrical conditions observed at 
the same time in tlie same places, or 
as near to them as possible. For 
spontaneous explosions are among the 
commonest phenomena, and there is 
not a year In which two or three, if 
not more, do not happen, without any 
Immediate intervention of human 
agency — so far at least as we know. 
Only a few weeks ago a magazine at 
Woolwich of its own accord exploded 
In the night, when there was certain- 
ly no one near it and no one in it. 
What caused this explosion'.' AVas it 
some cause which Is at tlie bottom of 
all these obscure explosions? 

Now at Toulon on the day of the 
lena catastrophe, we do know that 
tho electrical conditions wore peculiar. 
A physicist at Toulon has communi- 
cated to the Echo do Paris the state- 
ment that he observed peculiar phe- 
nomena. His instruments on that day 
recorded powerful electric waves 
"which might have caused a high ten- 
sion spark." If I read him aright, the 
lena was also In a peculiar position, 
In dock, electrically insulated by the 
wooden props which j shore i;;> a ship, 
and was, in fact, herself a huge Ley- 
don jar. Under such conditions the 
vibrations of the ether, which we call 
Hertzian waves, for want of any bet- 
ter term, communicated to her by her 
wireless instruments, might conceiv- 
ably have produced surprising results. 
The physicist in question has offered 
to reproduce the explosion under sim- 
ilar conditions, and it might be well 
If the? crucial experiment were tried. 
Hut It is not only with waves trans- 
mitted by tho wireless installations of 
humanity that we have to deal, but 
also with tlie dimly understood forces 
of tho ether. No one who Is familiar 
with wireless telegraphy will be un- 
aware of the strange effects of at- 
mospheric disturbances upon the in- 
struments. Suddenly, dots at inter- 
vals will come In; then three dots, 
spaced; then dashes and irregular 
signs, which sometimes spell words, 
and finally the recorder ceases working 
and tlie ether is silent. 

It is true that every precaution is 
taken to protect the ship against the 
peril of such atmospheric electrical ef- 
fects. But there are forces which may 
or may not lie electrical — as we have 
not the slightest Idea what electricity 
really is, it does not matter what we 
call them— and against these it may 



not be so easy to guard. Just as sun- 
light will detonate certain high ex- 
plosives, such as iodide of nitrogen 
and chloride of nitrogen, to use the 
old-fashioned phraseology, so these 
forces may have the power to detonate 
a highly unstable chemical compound. 

It Is known that certain of tho rays 
given out by radium can pass through 
even the densest substances. The 
Beta rays will pass through opaque 
material; the Gumma rays will tra- 
verse a : foot of steel with ease, and 
even solid lead. Nor are tho Gamma 
rays Inert. It is believed that they 
are tho really curative power In the 
so-called X-ray; they affect living tis- 
sue, and they may therefore also affect 
orgunic and inorganic compounds. 
There is reason to think that they 
might under certain conditions cause 
a rearrangement of the atoms, and an 
explosion is such a rearrangement. 

Wo now know that tremendous 
forces are stored up In the atom. To 
bring to rest ono of the far , smaller 
particles projected by radium within 
its own thickness would need, as Sir 
Oliver Lodge lias pointed out, the ex- 
ertion of SO horse power for an infin- 
itesimal fraction of time. "When we 
remember that those particles are so 
minute that they are enormously below 
the power of any microscope to reach, 
wo gain some idea of their stupendous 
energy. 

A great scientist, Professor Ruther- 
ford, In the half-playful, half-serious 
manner in which thinkers submit to 
the world the most daring suggestions, 
has hinted that- the day may come 
when it will bo possible for some man 
to construct a detonator which would 
project a wave of atomic disintegra- 
tion and cause such a catastrophe as 
tho world has never seen — a catastro- 
phe in Which the world Itself might 
vanish into gas, and be instantly do- 
composed into tlie inertest elements. 
Or, seeing that the waves can be to 
some extent focussed and directed, the 
catastrophe might be local. Here, in 
fact, would bo a scientillc replica of 
Mr. Wells' famous heat ray, only In- 
finitely more terrible and destructive. 

At the date when Marconi's Ilrst ex- 
periments were announced to the 
world, some ten years ago, the sugges- 
tion was put forward in Italy that the 
vibrations which his instruments 
caused might be able to detonate the 
magazines in warships, and so might 
bo an important adjunct in tho attack 
on an enemy. But now that more is 
known about ordinary wireless waves, 
this view is not held. The possibility, 
however, undoubtedly remains that, 
even without a receiver connected up 
with the magazine, to take the impulse 
or vibration, some other form ->f wave, 
such as the Gramma ray, might 
achieve what normal wireless vibra- 
tions are powerless to accomplish, 

The phenomena with which we are 
dealing are as yet obscure and little 
known; their very existence has only 
been disclosed to tlie world in the last 
few years, and mankind Is still at the 
very beginning of its examination of 
them. They have revolutionized 
thought, and necessitated the rewrit- 
ing of almost every chemical, electric- 
al, and physical treatise. It Is pos- 
sible that thereafter in these 'phenom- 
ena will bo found the key to tho occur- 
rence of earthquakes, and that elec- 
tricity will prove to play the main role 
in these appalling catastrophes. 

Some novelists of the future, some 
Jules Verne with an eye to tho possi- 
bilities of science which may be with- 
in actual measure of achievement, 
might picture an outlaw from human- 
ity directing with rellectors the re- 
quired waves upon one point after an- 
other, destroying cities. blowing up 
battleships mysteriously, exploding 
magazines, causing disaster after dis- 
aster, with his immense installation to 
project tiie required forces hidden 
away in some lonely eyrie of tho 
mountains. It is not a practical dan- 
ger in the present day, but it may be 
one of the not distant future. The 
realization of such an apocalyptic hor- 
ror would render war suicidal, unless 
<it the same time the discovery of the 
use of these forces was accompanied 
by the discovery of the means to guard 
against them. But the suggestion can- 
not be dismissed as a wildly impossible 
one. Who, twenty years ago, outside 
a few workers in the laboratory, would 
havo dreamed of electrons or radium 
or wireless signalling over the wide 
waste of the Atlantic? 
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lecturer concluded by briefly referring 
to problems of organic chemistry, 
such as the .substitution of artificial 
for natural colors, which had already 
boon effected for the most important 
cases, those of alizarine and Indigo, 
and the building up of alimentary 
substances by chemical agency, which 
seemed still far from solution.— Lon- 
don Times.

PUT YOUR WANTS IN THE COLONIST 
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The Laymen's Missionary Movement, 
one of the greatest religious enter- 
prises of the present day, which had 
its genesis in the United States on tho 
14th of November, 1900, was launched 
in Canada at a mooting held yesterday 
afternoon und a dinner last night In 
the Temple building in this city, says 
tlio Toronto Globe in its issue of April 
10th. The gatherings were represent- 
ative of the laymen of all tho evangeli- 
cal denominations of Toronto and \ha 
province, and tho deliberations and 
speeches wore characterized by an 
earnest thoughtfulness Which augurs 
well for the success and stability of 
the movement in this country. 

Tho purpose of the movement is per- 
hnps best stated in the words of Mr. 
N. AV. Rowell, K.C., In the course of 
his address at the dinner, when ho 
said: 

"It is simply an assistance to exist- 
ing denominational organizations in- 
order that they may bettor accomplish 
the purpose they have In view." 

Mr. J. Campbell White, of New York, 
in a practical talk on what could be 
done by systematic and concerted ac- { 
tion of the laymen of North America, 
gave some interesting figures in re- 
spect to the present neods of tho non- 
Chrlstlan world. 

Mr. J. A. Macdonald delivered a 
powerful address on the subject of 
"What This Movement Means for Can- 
ada." Mr. Robert Sneer, of Now York 
advanced some interesting opinions as 
to tho things needful to carry tho 
movement to success. All the address- 
es were followed with great interest 
and heartily applauded, and ono of the 
features of the meeting was tho hearty 
staging of tho familiar missionary, 
hymns by the three hundred or more 
men prosont — men representing all 
professions and trades. 

Opening of Night Meeting. 

Hon. J. r. Whitney, K.C., LL.D., who 
was to presido at the banquet, was 
prevented from attending owing to 
circumstances requiring a night ses- 
sion of the legislature. Tho same reas- 
on prevented tne attendance of Hon. 
Mr. Matheson, Hon. Mr. Graham, Mr. 
T. H. Preston of Brant, and others 
Who were in hearty sympathy with tho 
missionary movement. Mr. J. W. 
Flayelie, LL.D., was asked by the com- 
mittee to act as chairman in Mr. 
Whitney's place and was Introduced 
by Mr. N. W. Rowell. 

The devotional exorcises wore con- 
ducted by Rev. H. Francis Perry, D.D.. 
pastor of Jarvis Street Baptist church, 
the hymn, "Tho Church's One Founda- 
tion," being sung, led by Mr. Kirby. 

Mr. J. W. Flavello, In his opening 
address, said the remarkable genius 
for organizatioan among their friends 
across the line had found expression 
in the Laymen's Missionary Movement, 
which had spread to this side of the 
border. "Very remarkable" was his 
characterization of the movement 
which had been so happily inaugurat- 
ed, and for th e future of which the 
meeting of the night was so happy an 
augury. 

What the Movement Stands For, 
Mr. N. W. Rowell, K.C., chairman 
of tho Canadian executive of the Lay- 
men's Missionary Movement, spoke on 
the "Origin and Aim" of the move- 
ment. Each person present was fur- 
nished with a copy of the address on 
that subject delivered by Hon. Sam- 
uel B. Capon, LL.D., of Boston, before 
the Annual Conference of tho Foreign 
Mission Boards in the United States 
and Canada, at Philadelphia, on tho 
9th of January, 1907. To this Mr. 
Rowell referred, reading an appended 
statement as to the "Canadian View 
Point," which set forth th fact that 
in view of the imperative demands 
upon the Churches of Canada to meet 
the conditions created by the rapid 
opening up and settlement of our own 
country and tho ever-increasing im- 
migration, the movement in Canada 
should, in the opinion of the Canadian 
members of tho general committee, 
ombraco the whole of tho mission 
work carried on by the churches both 
at homo and abroad. 

Mr. Rowell, In speaking of what the 
movement is, remarked first that it is 
not a new missionary organization to 
raise funds, send out missionaries, or 
open up mission Holds. It is not a now 
interdenominational organization, but 
rather a movement aiming to assist 
existing- organizations by enlisting tho 
co-opcratlon of men on behalf of 
world-wide missions. . "Its true ideal 
is that which makes lifo worthy tho 
sons of God, worthy the brothers of 
the Man uf Nazareth." 

A Laymen's Movement, 
The movement is essentially a men's 
movement. Missionary ^activities 
hitherto have been carried on mainly 
by the women and the young people, the 
men of the church contributing ac- 
cording to the appeal made, but tak- 
ing little interest directly in tho mis- 
sion work or understanding its con- 
ditions. 

Because the men of tho churches 
have not taken as active ail interest 
in missions as many think they ought, 
tills new movement has had its origin. 
The duty and responsibility of tho 
churches of Canada in view of the 
hosts of immigrants pouring into this 
country, even simply on the basis of 
self-preservation, Is vast, in no de- 
cado during tho past has the annual 
Immigration oxceeded one per cent, of 
our total population. In the last de- 
cade it has been two per cent, and in 
the present year it will lie between 
three and four per cent. 

Not only tho urgent denuvnds at 
home, but the unprecedented oppor- 
tunities abroad constitute a stirring 
challenge to Canadian churches. The 
progress of tho past few years in 
China, tho reformation of its educa- 
tional institutions, tho abolition of 
female slavery, tho introduction of 
western civilization offer an unpar- 
alleled invitation. 

TJio titter inadequacy of existing or- 
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ganizations to accomplish tho evan- 
gelization of tho world is another rea- 
son for this movement. The total 
number of missionaries, men and wo- 
men, In all denominations and all 
countries, is 14,691, witli S9.C76 nativo 
helpers. The total amount of contri- 
butions annually the world over for 
missions is about ?21,000,000, tho Unit- 
ed States and Canada together giv- 
ing about $9,000,000. Yet, large though 
this seems, it dwindles when we real- 
ize that tlie annual liquor bill in Can- 
ada Is over $40,000,000. 

-Another reason why w should have 
this movement, said Mr. Rowell, is 
because we can have this advance. 
His own church, for instance, gave 
about $1.50 per member a year for 
missions, but he thought could as 
easily give $f> a year If they tried to, 
and some other Canadian churches 
might say the same. 

The modes of work by which the 
movement hopes to get In closer touch 
With the laymen were outlined; gath- 
erings such as that of last night, par- 
lor conferences, canvass of the fields 
by small committees in each church 
to find out and definitely state the 
needs, and the issue of literaturo ad- 
dressed more directly to business men, 
being among the plans mentioned. 

Tho United Mission Boards of the 
United Kingdom have invited repre- 
sentative of the Mission Boards of the 
United States and Canada to go over 
there and spend two weeks conferring 
witli them. 

The visiting of tho mission fields by 
a commission of laymen to investigate 
their conditions on the ground, and 
report as to the reason of conflicting 
criticisms. 

Ratio in Religious Investment. 
Mr. J. Campbell White of New York, 
secretary of the Laymen's Missionary 
Movement of America, who followed, 
delivered an address on the subject, 
'Reasonable Ratio in Religious invest- 
ment." For ten years, he said at the 
outset, he had lived in Calcutta, In- 
dia. "And," he went on, "I can never 
cease feeling grateful that the British 
flag floats over so much of the hu- 
man race. During those ten years I 
was supported entirely by a Christian 
gentleman in Montreal, and that lias 
tied my heart to Canada." The work 
In which he had been engaged during 
those years had been largely supported 
by Canadian college students. On one 
occasion circumstances brought him 
to Canada to seek support for the 
work, and ho met then one of the first 
men who ever thanked him for ask- 
ing him for money, and that man was 
the chairman of tho night. At that 
time h e had arrived at the conclusion, 
sinco confirmed after a dozen years' 
experience in other cities, that Tor- 
onto was the most solidly religious 
city of its size on the North American 
continent. Because of that its resi- 
dents had an unusually largo oppor- 
tunity. Tho deepest need of the world 
today, he proceeded, was spiritual, and 
the only things permanent were spir- 
itual values. AVe brought nothing into 
the world, it was certain we would 
take nothing out. We faced inevitable 
bankruptcy unless we Invested in 
something that could not die, and only 
the treasures of God were imperish- 
able. 

The Price of Christianity. 

A Baltinfbre friend of his had in the 
last twenty years put $100,000 into 
missionary work in ono district, in 
India, with the result that 50,000 per 
sons had become professing Christians. 
That was a splendidly large return 
on an investment for the present, the 
future and for eternity. It had boon 
well expressed that "the whole busi 
ness of the church is to preach the 
wnole Gospel to tho whole world. If 
that was the business of the church it 
was the business of every Christian. 
AVhat was the share of the church In 
North America in this responsibility? 
The total contributions for foreign 
missionary purposes last year were 
$21,280,000. Of that amount the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, which were al- 
ways bracketed together in this con- 
nection, gave $8,980,000. Great Britain 
alone contributed $S, 97a, 000, only $7000 
less than the United States and Can- 
ada combined, although the latter two 
hnd twice the population and twice tho 
wealth. "If we put Canada hi with 
Great Britain," he said amid laughter, 
"the United States would not bo any- 
where." Flghty-four per cent of all 
that was being given in the way of 
missions for tho non-Christian world 
today was being done by Canada, 
Groat Britain and the United States; 
all the rest of the world gave only 
$3,327,000. 1C this S21,2SO,000 support- 
ing tho fore of missionaries if was 
now supporting, If it cost $2 to carry 
the knowledge of Christ to an individ- 
ual, and if every missionary now in 
the field could hi his lifetime carry 
knowledge of Christianity to 25,000 
people, that would mean the reaching 
of 325,000,000 of the non-Christian 
people of the world. There would, 
however, bo Ii2r),000,000 people unpro- 
vided for, and he asked what the 
church in North America would have 
to do to meet its share of that res- 
ponsibility. In order that all might be 
reached within the next 25 years at 
the rate of $25,000 to each missionary, 
and on th two dollar basis named, 
the world's gift to foreign missions 
should bo Increased to $80,000,000 a 
year. 

The proportion of the non -Chris- 
tian population of the world for which 
Canada and the United Slates would 
have to boar responsibility on tho 
basis of their present giving was 500,- 
000,000. Ho did not believe that the 
church at home would be Impoverish- 



ed by increasing gifts to the foreign 
field. Tho contrary, he contended, 
would bo tho case. 

What It Means to Canada. 

Mr. J. A. Macdonald, who followed 
spoke on "AVh.at the Laymen's Move- 
ment Means to Canada." 

AVhat docs tills missionary move'- 
me-nt among the laymen of the 
churches mean for Canada? What 
does it mean for tho laymen? What 
for their churches? What for Canadian 
life at home and Canadian inlluencc 
abroad? 

Its Reflex Influence. 
First, then as to the laymen them- 
selves. AVhat Is there in this move- 
ment for them? I make this answer: 
that even though in the matter of ob- 
jective and external results the worst 
came to the worst, even though the 
largo alms and purposes of this move- 
ment were not realized, the reflex in- 
fluence upon the men who engage In 
it would warrant and justify all the 
effort this movement may cost. What 
does it mean for us and for men like 
us upon whom have come tho stress 
and tho lure of the ofllc e and store 
and shop and market-place and street? 
It means a renewal of life, a revival 
of our wasted moral energies, a re- 
creating and recharging of those 
spiritual forces which give to life its 
supreme authority and power. 

AVhat is tho peril that besets us and 
the men of our generation in Canada 
today? It is not poverty or pestilence 
or war. It is rather that in the midst 
of peace and abounding material pros- 
perity wo shall forget that wo are men 
and not beasts. You and I, sir, and 
the three hundred men of affairs gath- 
ered here tonight do not need to be told 
that in the game of life, as it Is being 
played on this continent, the stako is 
not money, but life and manhood and 
honor. Tho liner qualities of life, the 
tilings by which men live, the love of 
truth and tho passion for righteous- 
ness and the fear of God— those things 
are endangered in the hot and head- 
long pursuit of wealth and power and 
preferment. 

And this movement makes its appeal 
to us as a euro for the canker of self 
Ishness and cynicism that is eating at 
the core of our lives. There are nun 
drods and thousands of men in this 
city and throughout Canada who ex 
afraid of losing their own lives by 
reason of their utter absorption in 
business and politics, or who feel com- 
ing over their sky the shadow of cyni- 
cal unbelief, or who are wearied and 
disgusted to the verge of revolt by the 
brainless, heartless, bloodless round of 
pleasures in what is called society. 
To them this movement comes With a 
straight-flung appeal at once to their 
obligation to Jesus Christ. 

What It Moans for tho Church 
And what does this laymen's move- 
ment mean for the churches of Can- 
ada? This is not a new bit of eccles- 
iastical machinery. It is not a new 
organization. It is a new spirit, a new 
enthusiasm, an energized and directed 
effort put behind and working all 
through the operations and activities 
of the churches by tho great body of 
the laymen. And who can toll what 
such an effort, Intelligent, aggressive;, 
steady, would mean to the churches of 
Canada? Let laymen put themselves 
into the great enterprises of. tho 
churches with the same foresight and 
determination they disp'ay In other 
undertakings, and the' power ami ef- 
fectiveness of the church as a force 
for righteousness and redemption in 
life would be increased a thousand- 
fold. 

Its Meaning for Canada 

And now what would all this moan 
for Canada? In tho light of the Can- 
adian situation, what would it mean 
to the parliaments and politics of Can- 
ada to have a generation of laymen, 
tons of thousands strong in every 
province, in whom the Christian ideal 
Is supreme, to whom service for tho 
good of others makes appeal, and from ' - 
whom tho life of missionary evangel- " 
ism goes out into the activities of tho Commend 
world? Is there any cure for corrup- " 
tion and graft and malfeasance In 
politics other than the coming into 



What gives any nation prestige and in- 
fluence among the nations of the 
world? Is it material wealth? Is it 
great populations? Is it military prow- 
ess? It is none of tlieso things. It Is 
moral character, the Integrity of men, 
the responsibility of governments, the 
high plane of public life, the devotion 
of tho nation to the enlightenment and 
peace of the world. Had it not been 
for Britain's moral power and the un- 
conquerable devotion of the British 
people to the evangelizing of tho world 
what would have become of Britain's 
prestige in Africa, in India, or in the 
councils o£ tho nations? And if Can 
ada is to take her rightful place among 
the great world-powers, Canadians 
must not only be strong and happy at 
home, but honest and helpful abroad 
The problems of the Orient — Japanese. 
Chinese, Indian — cannot all bo settled 
in parliament or by the war office. Tho 
strength and the cleanness of Canada's 
touch on tiie life and the trade of the 
great empires of the Far East, and the 
service of the Canadian missionaries 
in helping to dig away the insufferable 
mountains of heathen sorrow and pa- 
gan Ignorance, will do more for Can- 
ada's prestige as a world-power than 
all the pomp and parade by which 
world nations rose and glittered and 
fell. 

Tho One Thing Needed 

Robert K. Ppeer of New York, sec- 
retary of the Board of Foreign Ml 
sions of tho Presbyterian Church In 
the United States, In an address on 
"The One Thing Needful," said one 
could not help wondering, If what had 
been heard in the speeches just given 
were true, why there was any need 
of saying it at all. The one tnliig that 
was lacking might; perhaps, be just 
what they were receiving last night 
How it was possible that there wore 
•175 millions of people, now nearly 
twenty centuries after Christ's com- 
ing, who had never heard of His life 
and His blood, and ono could think of 
that without being moved, a thinking 
man could not understand. When one 
thought of the wbnderful results Mr. 
White had spoken of, the investment 
of Dr. John P. Gouchor of $.100,000 in 
India resulting in the leading of 50 
000 souls into the light of Christianity, 
surely there was enough incentive to 
missionary zeal. But mere knowledge 
never resulted in effort. Largo knowl- 
edge might even prove a curse because 
of its .greater responsibility, nor was 
there need so much of better mission- 
ary leadership, nor that the hearts of 
millionaires should be touched and 
larger gifts given, though the day was 
no doubt coming when men would 
realize more the obligation resting up- 
on them to use their money for the 
welfnro of their fellows. Nor would 
prayer alone, he believed, be sufficient. 
.Sometlilng must bo back of and with- 
in tho prayer. Eloquent pleadings 
that God's kingdom may come, but 
withholding the personal sacrifice to 
that end, would not bring tiie answer. 

The wills of men were going to lie 
moved according as men were Impress- 
ed deeply with certain convictions. 
One of these convictions was that our 
religion rests upon no one class of men 
but very largely upon common men. 
Christianity knows no heavier obliga- 
tions laid upon ono man than upon 
another. This duty to make known the 
salvation of Christ rests not upon 
any special class of men. 

The World For Christ 
Through all the years Christ • was 
calling for men. His kingdom was not 
waiting for rich men to go in with 
their superfluous wealth but for men 
who would follow him. There were 
men present who could perhaps sin- 
gle-handed undertake the evangelizati- 
on of a great province, or in fifteen 
years the evangelization of a kingdom 
like Korea, if only they would de- 



vote themselves to Christ. They did 
not need a great mob of men to evan- 
gelize tho world. One hundred thous- 
and men, the figures named by Mr. 
AVhite, banded together in this North 
America, could carry on a movement 
Which would bring it about. AVould ills 
hearers refuse or accept the call? lie 
believed they would respond to it.
